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LETTER I. 




SIR, 

AFTER a mofi: fatiguing 
! Campaign in Flanders, we 
\ arrived at Grtevefend the fiflK 
2 of November, iy^5. and 
\ after a ihort ftay about Lon- 
S don, we were ordered to 
march for Coventry and Litchfield : In our 
Rout thither we paffed through Hammer- 
fmitb, jf^oit, Brentford, &c, which being 
fo commonly known to the Inhabitants of 
London, I think needlefs to defcribc ; and 
next to Uxbridge, a very long Town feated 
on the River Coin, having jdenty of extra- 
vagant Inns. After palling which River, 
wc enter the County of Bucks, and pals 
through Chafforn, a finall Village, and fo to 
Amerjham, a Borough Town, ^:«ex«^-^i««. 
-'neafured Miles from London, S.-Ki-as.^"^ 
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the Cbiltern^ (that is, a Part of the County 
abounding in chalky Hills, covered with 
Woods and Groves of Beeches ; ) for, in 
ancient times, it was fo thick with Trees, 
that they rendered it impaflable, fo it ferved 
as a common Harbour for Thieves. From 
thence to Mijfenden^ a good Thoroughfare, 
having formerly a Monaftery, founded by 
the D^oilys, and augmented by the noble 
Family, firnamed De Mijfenden. Four 
Miles further, we come to Wendover^ a, 
fmall Borough Town, and then to Alesbury^ 
forty-four Miles from London^ pleafantly 
fituated, on a rifing Ground, near the Con- 
fluence of an anonymous Rill, with the 
Taine ; a large and well-built Borough 
Town, furrounded with a great Number 
of pleafant Meadows and Failures, and by 
reafon of its (landing in the Middle of the 
County, is the ufual Place of Aflizes and 
Seflions ; which have added greatly to its 
Wealth and Populoufnefs. It has alfo a 
handfome Market, well provided, and 
many of the Poor are imployed in making 
Lace for Edgings, but much inferior to 
thofe in Flanders •, though fuch is the Pro- 
penfity in Mankind to covet Things, which 
come from foreign Countries, that even 
the French^ who give Fafhions to moft 
Nations, buy and fell the fined Laces at 
Paris, under the Name of Dentelles d'Jn- 

gkterre^ 
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gleterre^ that is, EngUJh Laces. It is alfa 
in equal Repute for Cattle, which are here- 
abouts plentifully fed, to the great Profit 
and Advantage of their Owners. At our 
firft fetting out from London^ we had gentle 
Frofts, but the Weather foon turned into 
great Rains* and Wind, which continuing 
daily, made the Roads and Travelling ex- 
treme bad ; and Iprained Ankles were a 
common Complaint amongft us. After 
leaving Alesbury^ our next Day's march 
was through Eaji Claydon to Buckingham^ 
fifteen Miles along a pleafant Country, and 
crofling the River Ouze over a Stone- 
Bridge of fix Arches, we entered Bucking- 
bam^ a large Corporation Town, having a 
handfome Market-place. This Town is 
feated on a low Ground ; the Ouze^ very 
commodious for the Mills, furrounds it 
on all Sides, but the North : The Caftle 
was feated in the Middle of the Town, upon 
a great Mount, of the very Ruins of which 
fcarce any thing now remains •, it did, as it 
were, divide the Town into two Parts, the 
greater Part to the North, where ftands 
the Town-Hall ; the kfler to the Weft, in 
which there is a Church (though not very 
antient) formerly noted for the Shrine of 
St. Rumbald. From Buckingham our next 
Stage was through an agreeable and woody 
Country, to 'Towcefter^ vulgo Tojfeter . in 
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Kcrlhamptonjhire^ antiently called ^ripo-t 
tium^ from its three Bridges : It is a hand 
feme Town, well provided for the Re 
ception of Travellers. From ^offeter we 
marched twelve Miles to Dainire^ feventy- 
three from London^ eminently feated on 
the Side of a Hill, a good Thoroughfare, 
having divers handfome Inns. After travel- 
ling nineteen Miles further through a fine 
Country, we came to Covenlryy in Warwick- 
Jhire^ pleafantly fituated, near the Middle 
of England^ on the little River Sberbom,' 
whofe Water is peculiar for its blue Dye. 
It is at prefent a City and County, including 
nineteen Villages and Hamlets. It was 
cnclofed with a ftrong Wall, demoliflied in 
1662, near three Miles in Compafs, with 
twelve Gates and twenty-fix Towers : It 
has alio many beautiful Buildings, amongft 
which are two Churches of excellent Gothic 
Architefture, {landing near one another, as 
it were, rivalling each other, one dedicated 
to the Holy Trinity, the other to St. 
Micbaely where is a mod curious Piece of 
Painting, lately erecled for an Altar-piece, 
very much refembling thofe I had feen in 
Papift Churches abroad. In the Market- 
olace ftands the ftatelieft Crofs in the King- 
lom, it being fixty-fix Foot high, adorned 
'ith the Statues of feveral Kings, in curious 
vM- Sculpture ^ it was buWt'm Hcnn \5cv^ 
2 "EA^\^ ^ 
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Eighth's Time, by Sir JVilliani Holies^ 
fometime Lord Mayor of London^ and re- 
paired And beautified Anno 1667. Juft 
fronting this Market Crofs, in another 
Street, is the Effigies of Peeping Toniy 
which draws the Regard of all Strangers ; 
it is the Effigies of a Man's Head, as big 
as Life, carved in Wood, looking out of 
a Garret-window, kept up as a Memorial 
of the following Legend. They tell 
you, that one Lady GodinUy to free the 
Citizens from a large Tribute exafted 
on them by their Lord, confented to ride 
through the greateft and moft inhabited 
Street of the City, naked, on horfeback ; 
whereupon, an Order was publifhed, com- 
manding all People to keep within their 
Houfes, to (hut their Doors and Windows, 
and no Perfon, on Pain of Death, to ap- 
pear in that Street where (he rode 5 upon 
which, as fhe was riding along, one Man, 
more curious than others, ventured to peep 
out of a Garret-window; for which he was 
immediately (truck blind ; others fay, ap- 
prehended and hanged : By this Means flie 
freed her Citizens frorti many heavy Impo- 
fitions. And, as a further Monument of 
this Adlion, Leofrick^ her Husband, (who 
died in the thirteenth Year of Edward the 
Confejfor) fet up V\\s o^tv Y\&oi.\^^ a.^^^^ 
y^ith that of Godina, \v\^ C,^^^^^^'^^^>^ J^^ 
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Windows of Trimly Church, with this Ith* 
fcription : 

/, Lurick^ fir the Love of the, 
Bofet Coventry Tool free. 

And a Proceflion or Cavalcade is ftill yearly 
made in Memory of Godina^ with a naked 
Figure, reprcfcnting her riding on horfe- 
back through the City. — This Place was 
formerly enriched with the Manufadurc 
of Cloathing, being the only Mart Town 
of this Country, and of greater Refort 
than could be expefted from its Midland 
Situation ; but now this Trade is much 
decayed : But it deals pretty much at pre- 
fent in Small Wares, fuch as Worfted Stuffs, 
Ribbons, 6?^. After fome fhort ftay in 
Coventry^ and marching five Miles, we 
came to Merideity confifting chiefly of Inns^ 
being otherwife a fcattered Village, but re- 
markable for the befl bottled Beer, at the 
Black Bully which greatly refrefhed us on 
our March, which was twenty Miles this 
Day, through exceeding bad Roads, to a 
Town fituated on the River Tame^ called 
Tamworibj in Stafford/hire ; it is a very 
ftraggling long Town, has a good handfome 
Market-place, and juft before we enter the 
Town is a Bridge over a Rill, of one ex- 
ceeding high Arch, that is difficult to ^afs 
£^ its great AiTent on eadi Svdc, -axvd fc^ 
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narrow, that but two People can go a-brea(l : 
this was a great Rarity to me at this Time 
(but fince, I have fecn many fuch in Scot- 
land.) Here is a Squire, a great Jockey, 
with whom I quartered, whofe Houfe and 
Gardens are fituated juft by the Banks of 
the TamCy where from his Summer-Houfe 
we had a moft entertaining Profpeft of its 
beautiful winding Courfe. Our next Day's 
March was but very final I, to Litchfield^ a 
very antient City, as appears by many of 
its Buildings ; formerly called Licidfield^ 
i. e. Campus Cadavorum^ from the many 
martyred Bodies, in the Dioclejian Perfecu- 
tion, to which poflibly alludes the Arms 
of the City, 'viz. three flain Kings. This 
City is an hundred and eighty Miles from 
London^ ftands low, and is pretty large and 
neat ; is divided into two Parts, by a kind 
of Lough, or clear Water, which is but 
fhallow ; however, they have a Communi- 
cation by two Caufeys, made crofs it, which 
have their refpeftive Sluices for the PafTage 
of the Water. The South Part, or hinder- 
moft, is by much the greateft, being divided 
into feveral Streets, and it has in it a School 
and a pretty large Hofpital, dedicated to 
St. Jobn^ for the Ufe of the Poor. The 
further is the Icfs, yet adorned with a very 
beautiful Church, whkh, mx.VvX^cv^^v.O^-i^ 
and antknt Gcthick WoiVmav^^A^ x^*^"^ ^"^^^ 



rounds it, like a Caftle, and the fair Houfes 
of the Prebendaries, and the Bifhop*s Pa- 
lace, all about it, make a lovely Show ; 
with three lofty Stone Spires, of mod cu- 
. rious Carving rifing from it. — We have 
been about a Fortnight's March to this 
Place, and have had, moft Part of the 
Time, exceeding bad rainy and windy 
Weather, which occafions us to be gene- 
rally enough tired and wet, when we come 
to our C;)uarters ; yet I have a great deal 
of Plcafure, as well as Fatigue, in thefe 
Journies, for we are received mighty kind- 
ly, wherever we come, and the old Women 
along the Road-fides, with lifted-up Hands, 
conftantly pity, pray for, and blefs us, as 
we go by : When the Publick Houfes are 
too full, we are taken in by the Gentlemen 
and Tradefmen, who kindly entertain us •• 
fo that this prefent Treatment (from all 
thofe who are true Lovers of their King 
and Country, and its Religion) gives us 
Spirits to go on boldly, in order to fupprefs 
the faithlefs Rebels, and are Civilities that 
J was before unaccullomed to meet with in 
our Campaigns in Flanders. We are get- 
ting ready, in order for marching to-mor- 
row for Ridgley^ fix Miles difl:ancc, hoping 
to get nearer tlie Rebels, whom we hear 
arc got to Prejton and Wiggan^ m Lanca- 
j/^//e : His Koyal H'lgKuefe t\ve \:^\^^ *vs» 
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with us here, whofe Prefence greatly en- 
courages all of us ; fo that we defire no- 
thing more than to fee the Enemy. Time 
obliges me to end •, and am. Sir,

LETTER II. 

SIR, 

AT Litchfield we left moft of our Bag- 
gage, not having Conveniencies for 
its further Carriage, and went no 
further the firft Day than Ridgley^ a fmall 
Thoroughfare Market Town ; and next 
Day we crofTed the Trent, over Ouzley- 
Bridge, near to which Place Sir Thomas 
Oufiey has a handfome Country Seat. We 
tlien all along our Journey to Stone have, 
frequent delightful Views of the River 
Trent, and pafs by a large Sak-^'cy;V^ -^ 
Shirley-lFich^ and a Rne Co\m\x^ \ "t\iss. 
Bay's March was fifteen M\\t.^, ^^ Stone, 
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a good handfome P.larket To\\'n, with 
good Inns : After halting here a Dzy^ wc 
were ordered to Newcafile Undcr-Line^ a 
lai^e, but dirty Town, well accommodated 
with Inns, having a good handfome Market- 
place ; it fufFered much in the Barons Wars, 
and the New Caftle^ from whence it was 
denominated, is now levelled : The adja- 
cent Parts yield good Quantifies of'Kt- 
Coal -, and, about three Miles from the 
Town, is a Manufafture of Earthen Ware, 
which imitates brown China, and makes . 
curious Black Tea-pots, (^c. refembling 
Japan, being neatly figured and gilt : We 
had here about five Regiments, Horfe and 
Foot, which was our mod advanced Poft ; 
and, juft as we had fettled ourfelves, got 
fome Refrelhmcnt, and many in Bed, our 
Drums beat to Arms, the common Cry 
along the Streets, was, that the Rebels were 
entering the Town, the Women and Chil- 
dren, all over the Streets, were running about 
like mad People, crying, and fainting for 
Fear, and flying into the Country amongfl: 
their Friends to feekShcker from the Rebels. 
Our Regiments were all drawn up on the 
Parade, and refl:ed there, under Arms, for 
fome Time, when it proved to be a falfe 
Alarm, fuppofcd to be occafioned by fome 
of our Advanced Paitles, vilvo Vva^d feea a 
£nall Number of them about fow ^^^s ^^. 
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However, we all marched, about twelve 
a-Clock that Night, back again to Stone^ 
leaving our Baggage behind us, unloaded, 
in the Market-place, at Newcajlle^ which 
many of us thought never to fee again : 
This Night's March was very fatiguing, for 
it was freezing before, which continued, 
with Snow, till we came to Stonefield^ where 
his Royal Highnefs the Duke had drawn 
up all his Forces and Artillery ready to en- 
gage the Rebels, whom we expeded to 
come this Way. We remained here under 
Arms for feveral Hours, and under the moft 
extream cold Atmolphere that ever I felt ; 
after which, about fix or feven in the Morn- 
ing, we were ordered to Stone^ for Quarters, 
where we ftaid feveral Days •, but Viftuals 
and Lodgings were here extreamly fcarce : 
We were glad of a* little Straw, ftrewed on 
the Floors (for many Officers ; ) and Bread 
was fo fcarce, that it was rare to get a 
Loaf; and Beer, in its turn, was as difficult 
to procure, for this little Town was fo full 
of Soldiers, that it was almoft impoffible to 
pafs by one another. We expefted the Re- 
bels intended to flip by us here for London^ 
fo we were ordered back again to Ridgley\ 
from thence to Utchfield^ next Day through 
Cokjbill (a Town a Mile in length, feated 
on a Hill, by the River Cole^ chiefly emi- 
iient as a ThorougMate^ VvwXw^^m-^.^^^ ^^^ 
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Inns) to Meriden Heathy where we incamp- 
ed December 6, for feveral Days ; the Ground 
was at this Time exceeding wet, and the 
Air extream cold and windy ; fo that I 
believe many of us would have dropped off 
here, had it not been for the great Plenty 
of Coals the Country produces, for our 
Firing ; and the Strong-Beer, at the Bull- 
Head^ of which we foon made an intire 
confumption. Our Soldiers had here the 
Quakers * Gift of Flannel Waiftcoats de- 
livered to them, which, I believe, did more 
Harm than Good, for they ought to have 
wore them only when they lay in Camp 
and flood Centinels, but they wore them" 
indifferently at all Times, as on the March, 
which made them exceflive hot, and fweat ; 
, then would they frequently pull them off, 
fo get Cold, and Fevers generally fucceed. 
Our Regiment, after two Days ftay in 
Camp, with feveral others, were ordered 
to decamp, and march to Coventry ^ where 
we were quartered, and had again good 
Living for jeight or ten Days. Our Men, 
though exceedingly harafled, bear the Fa-.

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tigue of Marching with great Chearfulnefs,. 
and feem to have no other Wi(h, than to 
come to an Engagement with the Rebels, 
who are the Caufe of all our prefent Hard- 
Ihips. The Rebels, by this Time, had 
penetrated as far as Derby and Tutbur)\ very 
near to Litchfield ; it was thought they in- 
tended to get into Wales^ but his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke's Name terrified them 
fo, that they thought proper to run back 
much fafter than they came. They how- 
ever levied a good Sum of Money at Derby 
(as they did before at Manchejier) and their 
Train of ArtiUery, at this Time, confided 
of fifteen Pieces of fmall Cannon : Their 
Number of Forces, by the beft Accounts, 
do not exceed fix Thoufand three Hundred 
(both Horfe and Foot) although they de^ 
manded Billets for ten thoufand Men ; the 
Horfes were extreamly jaded, and in bad 
Condition, and in the Number were many 
old Men and Boys of fifteen and fixteen 
Years of Age, moftly without Shoes and 
Stockings. We had two of thefe miferable 
Wretches taken with their Arms between 
Afhbourn and Derby ^ by a Farmer and his 
Man, as they were ftealing his Horfes, 
who brought them to our Camp at Merri-. 
den Common^ from whence they were after- 
wards conduced to Coventry by a Party of 
the Guards, with Sticks vcvft.^'a.^ <^^ K\x^^s 
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and were condemned to various Deaths, by 
all the Country People along the Road, that 
faw them : They were two fuch miferabl^ 
poor Objeds, that one would think it im-^ 
poflible for an Army confifting of fuch 

* to penetrate into the very Heart of f^ 
powerful a Kingdom as England^ if fhe^ 
had not had many Friends along the 
Roads. His Royal Highnels the Duke fet 
out from Meriden Camp, December 9, at 
the Head of all the Horfe and Dragoons, 
and one choufand Volunteers, draughted out 
of the Army, to endeavour to flop the 
Rebels, and give the Foot Time to come 
up ; upon hearing which, they immediately- 
retired northwards, with great Precipita- 
tion : The Country People, firm and loyal 
to their King, brought in Horfes to mount 
the Foot Soldiers that followed his Royal 
Highnefs, in order to overtake the Rebels, 
Their not being ufed to Riding, made them 
look very odd on Horfeback, with their 
Muflcets flung over their Shoulders. Their 
Defire of overtaking the Rebels, alfo was 
very apparent in every one's Countenance. 
In this Manner they followed them, and 
they as faft ran away from them through 
the Towns of Congleton^ Macklesjield^ Man- 
chejier^ Wiggan^ Prejlon^ Lancafter^ Kendal^ 
Shap, to Clifton Moor (which Towns I fliall 

defcribc hereafter, as I pafe t^^^Q\x^^ ^^tcC\ 
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v^h^re hi$ Royal Hi^neig the^ Duke, came 
up wth the Rear-Guard of the Rebels (con* 
fiftifig of about one thou^nd of th^u* beft 
Men) juft beyond Umth^'Iiatt ; wlqd^ tha 
Rebels abandoned on t^e DuWs a^Koa^ch^ 
and threw themfelves into a Village^ calle4 
QUftoHy^ within three Miles of Ptfireib ; 
which ViUjage his Royal H^hAeis imn^edi- 
af ely attacked, with the Dragoons^ difofiount* 
ed, who behavecj aj:treamiy well, at>d drove 
the Rebels out of it in an Hour's Tirne^ 
though a very fVlQng and defenfihle Poft : 
The Lois of the Rebels could, not be known^ 
a^ it wa^ qu^te dar^ bdfore the Skirmifii was 
over 5 that of the Kirpig's Forces ^bmpq^ted 
to dJ^nt forty Me% kiUed and wound^, 
^nd four Officers^ bMt not mortally, viz. 
Q>lQQel Honeywcnick Capt^n Ea/t^ and the. 
t5;^o Comets, Owen and Hamilton^ In this 
AdHon thefe Saygg^s had the Cruielty tg^ 
cry. No ^uarter^ murder fbm ; and accoFd- 
i^gly gave .fevers^ of our People Wounds, 
when they were dowji. — After thi&Skinniftij^ 
the Rebek retired, with th^ utmoft Predpi- 
tation, to Cdrlifle^ it being fo dark, and die 
Country fo covered, that it was not pebble 
tp purfue them that Night ; and the Troops 
being fatigued with the forced Marches they 
had made through very bad Roa^s, they 
halted at Penreth^ the utifiC Dvj> Owtr^ 
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her 20, for the coHaing.up of the reft of the 
Troops. 

• After having entertained yoir with tfiis 
Digreflion, I muft carry you back ag^ 
to niy Quarters at Coventry ; where, after 
our fhort ftay, we cxpefted them to have 
returned towards London^ along with feveral 
other Regiments, that did ; inftead of which 
we received Orders to follow his Rayat 
Highnefs the Duke, with all hafte, along 
with another Regiment, commanded by 
Lord Semple. We then fet out again from 
Coventry^ marching through 0/^/7/, L/Vri- 
fietd^ &c. to Stafforiy a Town, of gpeat 
Antii|uity, which hath gone under divers 
Namfia : It was firft built by Edward the Se-^ 
moTy Under the N^me of Betber^^ where one 
Berteiine. that w&s afterwards canonized for 
a Saint, for his great Piety, Ted an Hermit*s 
Life % afterwards Stafford^ and now Sf afford. 
It is fituated in a fruitful Soil, and a iweet 
Air, on the Banks of the River ^w^^ with 

• a Bridge over it : It is adorned wkh two- 
Churches, one whereof is very krgc* and 
i]3aciou9 ; ^nd a Free-School, beautified with 
a large and imiform Market-place ; in which 
is a Hoi^ where the Aflizes are held for 
the County : The Streets are clean and weB 
paved ; the Bfuildings of Stone and State ) 

and feme, of the Struftures are vtrj toftdKH 
dhd beautiful.

ration, and Edward VI. confirmed and eti'^ 
lafged the Charter. About a Mile and 
Half out of the Town, upon a Hill, We 
law the Ruins of an antient Caftle belongs 
ing heretofore to the Barons of Stafford^ 
but in the Civil Wars it was demolished ; 
afcending the Hill, we were very well re- 
warded by a moll pleafant Prolpcit of the 
Town and adjacent Country. Hence we 
proceeded over a plealant Country to Nffoo* 
caftle^ where we halted a Day •, then over a 
pleafant Country to CongletoHj in Cbejbire % 
which Town we entered foon after the 
the Rebels had left it : We found here good 
Entertainment, and a plentiful Market. 
The Middle of this Town is watered by^the 
little Brook Howty ; the Eaft Side by the 
Daning Scbow^ and the Nc»ih by the Dan % 
although, in Confideradon of its Greatnefs^ 
Populoufnefs and Commerce, it has deferved 
a Mayor and fix Aldermen to govern ir» 
yet it has only one Chapel in it, and that 
entirely of Wood, excepting the Quire and 
a little Tower. Here we firft b^n to hear 
the Anions of the Rebels, and the ftinking 
Work they had made there. Our next 
Days March was to Mdcklesfield^ a good 
handibme large Town, having many go<Mi

After travelling fix Miles over a fine Coun- 
try, we came to Mancbejier, where I now 
am ; here we iiave halted two Dayg^ and 
find three Parts in four of the Inhabitants to 
be Jacobites. Our Soldiers did not fpare to 
t^il them often of it. Manchejler is the wioft 
beautifijl Town I had yet feen in England 
for fine and noble Houfes -, for Induftrr in 
the Inhabitants, it v^ty Y&uch refem^bfes noU 
land, the fmallcfl: Children here being all 
employed, and earn their Bread : It fur- 
pafles all the Towns hereabouts in Buildings, 
and Pepuloufnefs : Their Manufaft-ates coa- 
HAcbicQry in Cottoi\% "Bmxxjo^v^ Y^^v»s\^«. 
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Checks, and all Kinds of what they call 
StnsJl Wares. There is a handfome Mar- 
Icet-Flace, and a fine large Gothic Church ; 
The College here is an antient Building. 
They export vaft Quantities of their Goods 
Abroad, as to tht fTeft-IndieSj &c. This 
Town is fituated between the Rivers Irk 
und Irwellj wluch laft has a noble Biidge 
over it, going to Salfirdj which Village is 
only feparated fromMancbefter by this River. 
I ihould enlarge. Sir, upon many Particu- 
lars, but arn quite tired every Day with 
M^ehing, 6> that ipy Time and Thoughts, 
^ Night (when we get to our Quarters) 
are fully employed in getting Viduals and n 
Bod; the next Thought is of another March 
the next Morning. 
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LETTER III. 

SIR, 

AFTER leaving Manchefter, our 
next Day*s March was to fViggaUj 
twenty meafured Mi:les ( we had 
now a full View of the firft Mountains I 
had feen in this Journey) and pafled over 
a wide Common, which puts me in mind 
of travelling from Antwerp to Breda, for in 
that Journey we pafs by exaftly fuch ano- 
ther Place : We have now got into a Coun- 
try where the Roads are paved with Cnail 
Pebbles, fo that we both walk and ride 
upon this Pavement, which is generally 
about a Yard and Half broad ; and the 
Middle Road, where Carriages are obKged 
to go, is mod intolerably bad, ff^ggan is 
a neat and well built Corporation Town : 
Here we found the Prifon full of Rebels, that 
the Country People had picked up, on their 
Retreat. Within two or three Miles of this 
Place, is fome extraordinary Coal Mines, on 
the Eftate of Sir iBi'>ger Bradjhaw^ Baronet, 
which yields, in burning, a very clear Flame, 
and confumes to a white Afti, like Wood : 
Of thek Coals tVvev nveJ&R T5\aK^ ^^^ssx^sob. 
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Toys, they bearing to be turned and polifb* 
cd fo as to look like Black Marble, or Jet, 
being formed into SnufF-Bbxes, Nutmeg- 
Boxes, Candlefticks, Salts, ^c. by one 
Tooiellj a Turner, who lives here^ and, 
what is very remarkable, it cannot be 
work'd far diftant from where it is dug, 
by reafon of the Hardnefs it will acquire, 
through Time, when conveyed to diflant 
Places. Fifteen Miles further, being ano- 
ther Day*s March, after pafling the moft 
delightfiil River kibble^ we enter Pre/ion^ 
a large Town, handfome and populous, ioc 
thefe Parts ; fo called from the Religious^ 
who were formerly here in great Number^ % 
for the Name, in Englijbj fignifies Priejl^s* 
Town ; much Gentry lives here, and th«re 
are many good Inns in this Town ; -but 
one, in particular, the Sign of the Black 
Bull : I never before met with any like it 
in all this Northern Journey, both for pro- 
ftr Attendance, and in a grand Manner, 
if required, in all kind of Eatables, i^c. 
From hence to Lancafter is twenty Miles, 
or one Day's March ; the Road is fome- 
what hilly, elpecially a kind of continued 
Ridge of Hills accompanies it on the Right, 
at three or foiir Miles Diftance ; at ten 
Miles, we crofs the River ^rd, which 
waters that large. Traift^-fewtfefr^mdnlofl^ 
Groundy caUed fTyerfdaky atvd tt^ Gdr- 
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iftang^ a good Thoroughfare ; frcAJi then<» 
to Lancajier^ the County To^xm, of no 
large extent, but vaftly neat and haiidfome •, 
called by the Inhabitalnts, more tr«^ly L(me- 
tafier^ and the &tf/^ hoyiecaftell^ from the 
River Lone. Both the jH*efent Name, and 
that of tlie River, feem to ^mark 4t out for 
the old Longovicum \ where, under the Lien^ 
tenant 'of -Britain^ were a •Cortipany of thfe 
Z/mgovieij who took tlut Name from the 
Place where in Garrifcfn ; y^t, in Proof of 
its Reman Antiquky, they foftietimes mert 
with Coins of Em^rors, dpecially where 
the Friars had thdr Gl^yfter ^ for there, as 
they Teport, was the Area of an anriertt 
City, which the Sms (Who te a fudden In- 
road, in the Y^r ^1322, ddlroying every 
Thing they met wiih) burnt tb tlifc Ground. 
From that Time they begah to build nearer 
a green Hill, by tht River ^ upon Which 
ilands a Caftle, iftdt vefy @-eflt, nor very 
ancient, but fair and ftrortg % tl&k t6 whidh 
is a large neat Cburdh, the -only one in thfe 
Town, both fnuaded <)n a high Hill : In 
this Cattle We faw ^W: >Numbd!^ of Rebel 
Prifbncrs cohfinfed^ »ft<5 alfo a Rmlfi Prieft, 
whom few pitied.- iJ-jJon ^e Top -df thte 
Caftle, and at ^Ofie Comer, is ti Squarfe 
ToweivcafledJfc^j^Gtt^^ ^Ciair^ frbtti 
whence wcTTave a Jifidtt?S?aHi\%BtcXNjri&L 
€lf r/ie adjtoent CttuntryNj ^tA'^Rfe^^^^^^ 
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the River Lone^ but more cipcdaHy towards 
the Sea, where you have a mod extenlive 
View, even to the Ifle of Man. In the De- 
fcent and Sides of the Hill, where it is 
ftcepeft, hard by a very fine Stone Bridge, 
confiftiBg of five Arches, there hangs an 
antient Piece of Wall, called fFery Wall, 
foppofed to have been Ibme antient Work 
of the Romans^ by realbn of feveral Roman 
Coins, which have been found thereabout. 
I muft not forget to tell you, that in Lan- 
-cq/hire the Women are called Witches, by 
Rcafon of their great Beauty ; which Ap- 
pellation, I think, they really deferve ; for 
in marching through this Country, we had 
great Numbers of them affembled all along 
the Roads, to view us, as we pafied by ; 
and, as a Return of Thanks, we faluted 
the moft handfome ; which they received 
without much Reluftance ; but the poor 
Country-men are the moft ignorant Fellows 
of any I had yet met with in this Journey. 
Our next Stage was through Hornby^ and, 
after pafling a noble Stone Bridge, whofe 
Foundation is Rocks, a-crofs the River 
Loney we come to Kurby La Launfdak^ in 
JVeJlmorelandy a fmall Town, where our 
former Scene is quite changed, here being 
nothing but Mountains and Stone Walls 
for HedgeSj the Country not Co populous, 
.^^d xhe Lancajhire Witchts 2Jl\ Vk^ ^Mt 
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omen here being the moft ugly I had . 
;r feen, and the Houfes fo defolate and 
itary, that I thought I was fometimes 
Flanders^ other-rimes on the Borders of 
ain. The good Food was alfb loft, to- 
ther with the good Bread we formerly 
d 5 now it is a Rarity to meet with any 
ler Sort than four Oat Cakes, or Clapat- 
ead, which put me in mind of thick 
afers, fuch as the Papifts confecrate for 
;ir Hofts, but of a vafl: Size : We fome- 
les get, upon our Marches, ibme Strong- 
er and fome Cheefc with thefe Oat-Cakes, 
lich makes a noble Regale to our hungry 
ppetites. They alfo burn Turf in this 
mntry, which makes us fmell a Town at 
great Diftance. At Kirby - Lonfdale I . 
Iged with the Parfon of the Parifh, but 
1 not think of meeting fuch polite and 
litful People, as he and his Wife were, 
{o barren a Country, From the Church* 
ird here we have a moft entertaining 
ofpe6t of the Snowy Mountains, at a 
ft Diftance, and the beautiful Courfe of 
e River Lone^ in a Valley far beneath us, 
which is Plenty of Salmon and Trout, 
fter leaving Kirby - Lonfdale^ we paffed 
^er a hilly, cold Country, anfwering to the 
rmer Defcriprion, till we came to Kendal^ 
fair, large, and well-frequecvted Tqw^> 
\eemcd the Beauty oi t\v^ Coxwvx:^ ^ ^^22^- 



*htly ifittfated, on ihe Rlvcr Kent^ hf 'iw 
jgi^eat Antiquifcy, but tctti^rkihlt Induftfy, 
icttftying on 'gre&t Manufactures 'of Gottotts, . 
Druggets, -Hats, Sfockittgs,£^^. has alSi^ 
•Church, to which belongs twelve Chapels 
Mof Eafe : It confiftsof feveml Sctfeets, tit*- 
ly -paved, but particularly, one is very long, 
having a Bridge in the NTiddle : -It ha^ k 
*veiy plentiful Market for all Kinds of Ihra- 
•vifions, and Woollen- Yarn, which the Girts 
•bring in la'rge Bundles, tinder therr Awns, 
-to fell. Joft oppofite the Town, <in tht 
-Eaft-fide of the River, npOn a Mooflt, 
^ftands the Ruins of an Old Caffte, ^hicli 
was formerly of great Note. The Ca^si, tfr 
.JCw/, is a beautifiil River, funning rotmfl 
tone Half of the Town, in a Valfey, with k 
Stony Channel, abdunding ^th Tiout-aflt 
Sjfclnion^, the Banks of it, in the Town, art 
chiefly inhabited by Dyers and Tantiefs. 
In this Country are mariy hdble Stbrie- 
Bridges, built upon Rocks, of a vaft 
JBeight, but the moft noted ^^as as Wfc 
entered Kirby-Lonfdak : Thcfe Riv&fs mt 
qttite different from thdfe in the SbUthefn 
Parts of England ; its being a rtiotrntai'nous 
■Cotfrttry Hoccafions always a vaft Stream, 
'a(nd, in IWftny Places^ 'eafily fordable •, ah'^ 
Jthrc^ugh the whole Cburfe, the Stream fe 
•filled with mighty feock-Srones •, the iSideS 
^a//b are generally ^ifned -with a 'firm 'Rock : 
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iy thcfe Obftruflions, you hav^. ft^qnent 
CatarradS) or Watcc-falls ; on thi^ River,, 
near Kendal^ are two fuch, where the Walter 
tumbles headlong, ¥dth a hideous Noife^. 
ooe afi a litths Village called Levens, ano- ^ 
ther niore Southward, near BeSbam. From, 
thefe the Neighbours form their Prognofti- 
cations of the Weather^ for when th^ Nor- 
thern one founds clear, they make them- 
{ldye$ fqre of fair Weather, but when the. 
Southern, of Rain and Mifts, Where: 
thefe Waiter- falls are wanting,. yqU) haye. 
vafl: noify Raplings, which affords a. niplt 
folitary Aroqfement to a linking Petjfofl„ 
or one who adiBires iuch Works of Naturti : 
It was fo entertaining to- me, that I oftta 
vrifhed to have had a longer Stay amon^ 
thefe Rural Scents,. I met with feveral very 
ingenious Men at Kfindal^ in the BotaoicaL 
and. Medical Way, elpeciaily Mr. Jabn Airy^. 
and Mr. Smih^ Apothecaries, to both ot^: 
whon> I was very much obliged for their 
Cpnverfation : After fome ihort Stay here,, 
we expected to march in great Hafte for 
CarMJky but fuddenly received Coui>terr 
Otder§, with the News, that Garkjli^ had 
Surrendered to his Royal Highnefs tl^ 
Duke : For, on the 2 1 ft of 'D0fmber^ 
hi& Royal Highnefs quitting Penr€th\ a». 
is before mentioned'^ marched with th^ 
Body of his Army, in. three Column?), to^* 
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wards Carlifle^ himfelf with the Infantry 
making the Center along the Poft-'Road, 
and the Horfe and Dragoons, in two Co- 
lumns, one on his Right, by Armathmate^ 
and the other on his Left, by Huttcm-HaU ; 
they joined in Carlton-MooTy and took their 
Quarters in the Villages round Carlifle^ 
which Place the Rebels left, after Haying 
there one Night, to change the Garrilbn, 
It is faid, whilft the Rebels ftaid in tins 
Town, they were guilty of great Exceffes \ 
they broke open feveral Houfes and Shops, 
took away great Quantities of Goods, and 
threw into the Streets, and Ipoiled or de- 
ftroyed what they could not carry off. The 
Garrifon they left here was about three or 
four hundred Men, who confifted only of 
their Englijh Recruits, and Gordon of Glen^ 
hucket*s Men, commanded by one Hamih&9$^ 
formerly Steward to the Duke of Gordon. 
The King's Forces arrived within Sight of 
the Town the 21ft, about Noon, and Major 
General Bland had invefted it on the Scotch 
Side with St. George^s Dragoons and three 
hundred Men, of BligVs Regiment, with 
Orders to prevent any Paflage over the 
Bridge upon the River Eden^ which leads 
direftly to the Scotch Gate. Major Adami^ 
with two hundred Foot, was pofted in the 
Suburbs of the Englijh Gate, to prevent any 
of the Garrifons efcaping that Way. Majoi 

Mmac, 
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MeriaCy at the Irijh Gate^ with the fame 
Orders, ancf Sir JndrewAgnew^ at the Sdfy 
Pert^ with three hundred Men. All the 
Horfe and the Foot-Guards, were cantoned 
round the Town, at a Mile or two Diftance. 
The Rebels who were left made a Shew of 
intending ta defend the Place, firing their 
Cannon upon every Body who appeared in 
Sight of it ; but, December 28, our Forces 
began to batter their Four Gun Battery with 
fix eighteen Pounders ; on the 29th, it was 
found neceffary to abate the Firing from 
the Battery, which had begun to play the- 
Day before, for want of Shot, till towards 
Evening, when a frcfli Sup|Jy arriving, it 
was renewed very brifkly for two Hours, 
which (hook the Walls very much. The 
Night of the 29th was ^nt in raifing a: 
new Battery of three eighteen Founder^,, 
which was compleated by the Morning ; 
but on the firft Platoon of the Old Battery' 
firing, the Rebels hung out the White 
Flag ; whereupon the Battery ceafed, and 
they called over the Walls, that they had 
two Hoftages ready to be delivered at the 
Englijh GatCy which is on the oppofite Side 
of the Town : After the Capitulation was 
agreed on. Brigadier BRgb was ordered tot 
take Poffeflion of the Town, with a fuf- 
ficient Number of Forces. A little before 
this, a Fellow wa$ taken and carried to his- 
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Royal Highnefs the Duke, who at the feme 
Tiine delivered two. Letters^ one foji bis 
Ro]ral Highnefs, and the ojdier for %h^ 
Commander of the Duiich Troops, fbppojfed 
to be with his Af my : They were nom a 
Perfon ftiling lu,mielf Commander of the 
French. Artillery,, and of the French Gar- 
rifon, that wa^. at, ojr might come to Car- 
liJUy and who. iliI;)fQribes hiis Naoi^e I>t 
G^ognegan^ for the Defence of the Towp 
and Citadel ; and the Contents of them 
were to fummo^ the Commapder of thfi 
Dutch to retire with his Troops from tk|G 
English Army, under the Pretence of t3^ 
Capitulation of Tournay, Carlifie being fe 
ibon reduced, iiifx^ead of folio wing his Roy;^ 
Hi^nefs thither, we were ordered, to n>ai?cfa 
crofe rfie Country, for Newcajile upon ^ynt^ 
to join the Forces under the Conwiand d 
General Hawjey. We then prpcured Ggi^es, 
and direded qui; Cowrie for KirbyrS,t9W$$i^ 
over cooUQued high Mountains, covered 
yfith Snow. We frequently come to Vajl^s, 
which with gi;eat f ev and Danger wc de- 
icend, they teing f^ very deep. Thji$ w^ 
the moft ftrangq Journey \ ever made, 
especially in Er^land. I often thought ] 
muft foon approach the Alp. Our High* 
land Soldiers (for we had many in our Re- 
giment) laid they had now got into th< 
Highlands of Scfitland ; for it is very rare ;< 

{e< 
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fee a Houfe, and then, a very firiall oiie % 
and the chief Thing it abounds with is 
Stone Wails. In this Journey, whenever 
we defcended the Mountains, and came 
into the Valleys, we were fure of meeting 
the moft curious and wonderful River I had 
ever feen, called the Lune^ where there is 
a very rapid Stream, and continual Cata- 
rafts : We travel along-fide this River, in 
the Valley, for a Mile, or more ; then we 
crofs over Stone Bridges, built upon Rocks ; 
then we afcend again over another Moun- 
tain, where we fee the beautiful Serpentine 
Courfe ; and, when we defccnd into a deep 
Valley, we are fure of meeting this River 
again ; but in traverfing the High Moun- 
tains, over the Snow, we are fure of meet- 
ing a terrible hard and cold Gale of Wind, 
which nips our Nofes and Ears in amoft pier- 
cing Manner ; and hereabouts I loft a Piece 
of one of my Lips by the Froft, and. many 
others it affedled in thdr Hands, £s?r. Thefe 
ftrange and wonderful Varieties, makes the 
Time pafs away agreeably enough, till my 
Foundation and Spirits begin to link with 
Fatigue ; then is my Mifery -, but, if I get 
a good Supper, and Bed at Night, my fore- 
mentioned Complaints are generally relieved, 
before Morning. Our next Day's March 
was to Bernard* s Caftle^ a Town in the Bi- 
Ihoprick of Durham, to come to which 
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Place, wc leave Wefimonland (after fiavii^ 
crofled the River kden^ juft at its Rife, 
which enters itfelf into the Sea at Carlifie) 
and crofi the Fag-end of Torkfl)iri^ where 
we have almoft a perfect View of the Roman 
Caufeway^ for a long Way together, in a 
very mountainous, vaft Country, always 
cxpofed to Wind and Weather, which be- 
ing rough and ftrong, is called by the In- 
habitants Stanetnore ; it is deiblate and foli- 
tary throughout, except one Houfe, in the 
Middle^ for the Entertainment of Travel- 
lers : Here we alfo pafs by an old Piece of 
Antiquity, the Rcmaindet of a Stone Crofs, 
it being the Boundaries of fVeftmoreland and 
Torkjbire^ called the Reer-Crofs^ fignifying 
a Royal Crofs, which Heaor Boetius &ys, 
was fet for a Boundary between England and 
Scotlandj when William tbei Firji gave Cum^ 
herland to the Scots^ upon this Condition, 
that they fhould hokJ it of him by Fealty, 
and attempt nothing to the Prejudice of the 
Crown of England. A little Diftance from 
this Place, is the Remains of Ramparts, 
which the Rrnnan Military Road pafles 
through, which was a finall Roman Fort^ 
of a Iquare Form, now called Maiden- 
Cajlk, We next paffed through two fmall 
Villages, in this Journey, each of which had 
the Remains of an Antient Caftle ; but one 
at Bowes^ was curioufly fituated, and prett] 

perfeft 
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perfed: : And, after crollng the be^u^ul 
River TV^^, over a noUc Stpn^ Bndg$« .we 
enter the Town qf ^«^»^4*^*Gj^^, in' the 
Bifhopnck of Durham. JJere.w^ b^gifli to 
eat good Food again, and have loft thofe 
Wild Mountains : We have here noble, 
ftanding Goofe-Pyes, and hot Girdle-Cakes, 
for Breakfaft, with Tea, &c. They are 
Buttered Short-Cakes, ma^e with Wheat- 
Flower, and baked upon a Plate of Iron, 
over the Fire : They are fuch, I fuppofe, 
as we read of in Ahtient Hiftory. This 
Town of Bernard" s-CaJile takes its Name 
from the Caftle which was built byjB^wri 
Balliol^ Great l?i^dfafller to %]^^^^ Balliol^ 
King of Scets, and' fo named from him ; 
but John Balliolj whom Edward the Firft 
had declared King of Scots, loft this, with 
other Poffeflions in England, for falBng 
from the Allegiance he had fworii to King 
Edward, — This Caftle h^s been formerly a 
moft noble and largp j^uil^ing, and now 
gives Title to a Lord : It is built upon a 
moft high and firip Rock (fomewhat like 
that of Edinburgh) on one Side is guarded 
by the River Tees, moft pleafantly fitu- 
ated, as is the Town j for ypu jnay ftand 
by the Market-Place, and look over t^e 
River, where you have a moft extenfivc 
Profpedt along the . Coupty of Durham ; 
however, t;he Towp itfelf is but fmall, aixl 
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t\ot very rich, being chiefly inhabited by 
Weavers of a Manufafture like Camblet 
and Stockings. I am quite tired with 
Writing : So farewell.

AFTER halting a Day at Bernard's- 
Cajile^ our next Day^s Journey was 
ten Miles, to Bifhops-Aukland^ a 
very handfome Market Town, pleafantly 
fituated, in a good Air, upon the Side of 
a Hill, having a moft beautiful River fur- 
rounding it on one Side, called the Weere^ 
over which is a noble Stone Bridge, built 
by Wdter Shirlaw^ Biftiop of Durham^ 
about the Year 1400. But, what is mofl 
remarkable here, is • the anrient, fair-built 
Palace, belonging to the Bifhops of this 

See, 
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See, with Turrets, magnificently repairedt^ 
by Anthony Bee ; after which, it was pulled 
down, in the Great Rebellion, by Sir Arthur 
Hajlef^ig^ who built a new Houfe out of 
the Materials. At the Reftoration, Bilhop 
Cofens pulled down the New Houfe, and 
built a large Apartment to what remained 
of the old one, joining the Whole to a 
magnificent Chapel, of his own erefting, 
in which he lies buried ; what remained 
unfinifhed, hath been carried on by his Suc- 
ceffors, to very great Advantage, for the 
Convenience and Ornament of the Place. 
I faw here many fine Pieces of Painting, 
and feveral Rooms nobly furniflied j but^ 
the prefent Bifhop being grown very dd,' 
has not been h^re for feveral Years paft, fo 
it now feems, in fome meafure, to be neg- 
lefted, and running to Ruin, From Bi/hops* 
Aukland^ we came to the City of Durham^ 
which we can Ipy at a great Diftance, aa4. 
have a fine Champaign Country on every 
Side. This City makes a moft beautiful 
Landfkip, at fome Diftance : The River 
TVeere (as if it defigned to make an Ifland): 
almoft furrounds this City, which is feated 
on a Hill, upon which Account it was called 
Dunholtpy by the Saxpns ; for they called a 
Hill DuHj and an Ifland, in a River, Holme : 
Out of this the Latins framed Dunelmum y 
which the Normans calling Durejm^ the

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common People afterwards corrupted into 
Tyurbam. The Town ftands high, and fo 
is very ftrong, but of no great Compafs : 
It lies in a kind of Oval Form, enclofed by 
the River, on all Sides, except the North, 
and fortified with Walls. In the South 
Part, almoft where the River winds itfelf 
biack again, ftands the Cathedral Church, 
which, with its Spires and Tower, makes a 
nCble Show. In the Heart of the Town, 
ftands the Caftle, almoft in the Middle, 
between two Stone Bridges, each of which 
cOnfifts of many Arches, one over the 
River, on the Eaft-fide, the other, over 
thie fame River, on the Weft. From the 
Caftle, Northwards, lies the Market-Place, 
and St. Nicholas*^ Church, from whence, 
for a gdod Way, there flioots out a Suburbs 
to the North-eaft, within a Winding of the 
River, as do others, on both Sides, beyond 
the River, which leads to the Bridges ; and 
cAch Suburbs has its particular Church. 
The whole City is built upon very irregular 
Ground, fo that you afcend and defcend 
frequeiitly. The Original of this Town is 
not Very antient ; for when the Monks of 
Undiifdrne were difquieted in the Banijb 
Wars, and forced to wander up and down 
v^th die Rdiques of St. Cutbbert^ at laft, 
w/jg- admoniihcd by an Oracle (^as tVve^ x.d\ 
>uj they Rxcd and fettled here, a\iaut ^^ 
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Year of Chrift 995. Five Miles further, 
we came to Chejier an the Street^ a fmsll 
Village, very venerable for its Remans of 
Antiquity ; for it is credibly believed to 
have been a Garrifbn of the Romans j where 
the firft Wing of the AJiures kept their 
Station : And it has been famous for the 
Body of St, Cutbbert^ brought hither by 
the Bifhops of Lindisfamey who retired to 
that Place for an hundred and thirteen 
Years, to fecure themfelves from the 
Storms of the Danijh Fury. And, whilft 
Egelrickj Biftiop of Durham, in Memory 
thereof, was laying the Foundation of a 
New Church there, he dug up fiidi a 
prodigious Sum of Money, buried in the 
Ground, as is fuppofed, by the Romans^ 
that he quitted his Biihoprick, as being now 
rich enough ; aad fo, returnii^ to Peter- 
borough, where he was Abbot before, he 
tRade Caufeys through the Fens, and did 
feveral other good Werks at very great 
Expence. 

Within Half a MSe of this Town, is 
a noble Old Caftle, with a Park round it, 
belonging to the Family of the iMmley^Sj 
(defcended from Uulpbus, a Nobleman, of 
^reat Figure in thefe Parts, in EAmm'd the 
Confejfor^s Time) for .many Ages paft : it is 
a large, fquare Butldia^^ wiSx Towora at 
each Corner, hamtv^ a\3LT^02?«^.^^«8^^^«^ 
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the Middle : It contains a great Number of 
ipacious antique, as well as modern-built 
Rooms ; and the P^ntings are exceeding 
Antient, and Curious, in feveral Rooms ; 
containing feveral Branches of the Family, 
for many hundred Years paft, and in their 
peculiar Habits, that was in Vogue in thofe 
Ages : But, what is very remarkable, you 
are obliged to be ferried over the River ^<?^^ 
(which is very broad here) before you can 
get to the Caftle : There is a Perfon for 
that Purpofe has a little Houfe in the Park, 
clofe to the Banks of the River, which he 
rents for fix Pounds per Jnnum ; for which 
every Perfon pays him a Half- penny for 
every Time that he is ferried over. This 
Man's Wife is generally the Perfon who 
ules the Oars. From this Place we go 
for Newcaftk^ fix Miles diftant : For fome 
Time before you come to this Town, you 
fee, on every Side, the Bottomlefs Mouths, 
or Caverns, of thofe mighty Coal-Mines, 
where near thirty thoufand Perfons are dally 
employed in fearching this Subterrraneous 
World, to ferve London with Newcajlle- 
Coals, Before we enter Newcajik^ we pafs 
through a Sort of Suburbs, called Gatef- 
iead^JsJm-Gaifi&ie^ a Town of great An- 
tiquity, feated on the Banks of the Tine^ 
and is fuppofed to have been a Colony of 
the Romans^ and was cjjled by the Latinsy

Capr^ Caputs i. e. Goat's-Hcad, by occa- 
fion of fome Inn, as is generally conjec- 
tured, which had a Goat's- Head for a Sign, 
a Thing not iinufual in other Places of the 
World. Thefe Suburbs are chiefly inha- 
bited by the Coal Miners, who are a moft 
vulgar Sett of People, that, when I paflfed by 
here, I conceited I was going along Broad 
SL Giles' Sy in London^- or a much worfe 
Place, if I might form an Idea. From 
Gatejheadj before we can enter New-caftle, 
we pafs a very ftately Stone Bridge, a-crofs 
the famous and pleafant River Tyne^ which 
confifts of many Arches, and has (cveral 
Houfes built upon it -, fo that, when crofTing 
it, I conceited I was pafling London-Bridge. 
Here is alfo a i\:vongRoman Wall, furround- 
ing this Town, confiding of feven Gates, 
and many Cafemetes within it Bomb-proof. 
It is a moft eminent Emporium^ rich and 
populous, highly frequented by Merchants, 
driving a mighty Trade, both by Sea and 
Land ; but principally noted for its won- 
derful Coal Trade, of which Commodity 
it tranfmits fome. thoufands of Ship-loads, 
yearly, to the City of London^ and other 
Parts, Domeftick and Foreign ; for which, 
great Part of England^ and the Lw; Coun- 
tries^ are indebted for their good Fires ; 
and is thus commended by Johnfon^ in hjs 
Poems : ■ 
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'From her high Rod great Nature's Worh fifrn)eys^ 
And kindly fpreads her Goods through Lands and Seas. 
Why fee k you Fire infome exalted Sphere ? 
Earth' s fruitful Bofom fwill fupply you here^ 
Not fuch *whofe horrid Fliijhes fcare the Flain^ 
But gi*ves enlivening Warmth to Earth and Men : 
Ir^n, Brafs, and Gold, its melting Force $hey ; 
f^h f tuuho^s e*er free from GoWs almighty S'way : ) 
Nay, into Gold ^tivill change a hafer Oar : 
Hence the vain Cbymift deifies its Ponvern 
If^t be a Gody as is Miev^d hy you^ 
This Place, and Scotland, more than Hewv*n can do. 

Newcaftk is the Glory of all the Towns 
an this Country, It has a noble Haven on 
the Tine^ which is of foch a Depth, as to 
Karry Veflfels rf very good Burthcr, and of 
that Security, that they are in no Hazard 
K)f cither Storms, or Shallows, Almoft to 
>the Bar of Tinmoutb (which is a Sand that 
lies crofi the River's Mouth, not above 
feven Foot deep, at Low Water) the Chan- 
nel is good, and fecure ; but there, you 
atieet with a Number of Rocks, which they 
tall the Black Middens^ very dangerous. To 
jp-event mudi of the Mifchiefs, that might 
Aappen among thefe, in the Night-time, 
there arc two Light-Houfes, maintained by 
4hc Trinity^Houfe^ in Newcaftk ; and, near 
xAeife, vsras built CK/or(f vFort, \tvxiyfc Year 
.7^/2, which efFe&uaWv comrcv^ccA^ ^^l*r> 
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fels that enter the River, The Situation 
of this Town is climbing, and very Uneven 
on the North-Bank of the River. The 
Streets, upon the afcent, are exceeding fteep : 
The Houfes built, moftly, of Stone^ fome 
Timber, and a few of Brick : It conGfts of 
four large Pariflies, with as many Parifh 
Churches, the Principal whereof is dedicated 
to St. Nicholas^ and ftands very lofty, on the 
Top of the Hill, with a fair Steeple, of 
curious Architefture. There is a great 
Defcent, juft hete, where a Stream of 
Water conftant runs down, occafioned when 
there is no Rain by the wafte Water of a 
noble Conduit, Handing far up the Town, 
which is of great tJfe to the Inhabitants 
near it. Befides thefe, it is adorned with a 
convenient Market, a handfome ToWn- 
houfe, and ufeful Key. Through this 
Town went part of that Wall, which ran 
along from Sea to Sea, and was built by the 
Romans^ to defend the Britains againft the 
violent Incurfions and Depopulations of the 
PiSs ; and at PandoH-Gate there remains, 
as is thought, ortie of the Turrets of that 
very Wall ; it is indeed different from the 
feft both in Fafliion ^nd Mafonr y, aind feems 
to carry a very great Age. This Tewn had 
formerly the Name of Mi^k-Chefier^ which 
is an Atgiitnent of fts-^drig^ *a. ^tt&«JX. 
Fb/ti fotfolo: w^s Cattled^ ftQtcv^'^^^^^^ 
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^bout the Time of the Conqueft. Soen 
after it got the modern Name of Newcafiky 
from that new Caftle, which was here built 
by Robert Son of WilUam the Conqueror, 
in order to keep off the Scots. Upon Tint 
was added, to diftinguifli it from Newcaftk 
under Line^ in Stafford/hire. When we 
marched into this Town, we found it well 
filled with other Troops ; fo that it was no 
fmall Difficulty to get Billets for us, it being 
a fort of general Rendezvous fcH* the Forces 
from different Parts for frefh Orders. We 
■ halted here two Days to refrefh ourfelves 
after our long Marches, in which time we 
got Plenty of good Viftuals, and filled our- 
felves with excellent ftrong Beer, and heard 
of the great Sicknefs amongft the Men in 
Marfhal Waders Army, occafioned by the ^ 
Inclemency of the Weather, the HoQ)itals 
being filled ; thcfe Fevers raged alfo amongft 
the Town's People, and even amongft the 
Surgeons and Apothecaries that attended 
them, many of whom alfo died. Here we 
fimd extream black Bread, which only the 
Poor make ufe of. From Newcaftk^ after 
marching fourteen Miles, we come to Mor- 
petbj a pretty neat and long Market-town, 
having many good Houfes and good Ac- 
commodation for Travellers ; here hac 
heen ^ vaft ftrong and Vax^^ C^ftle^ bu 
now a/moft entirely demo\\ftv^d» TViy&Tcs^ 
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is feated on the northern Bank of the River 
JVentJbeck^ and the Church on the fouthern, 
near which ftands alfo, on a (hady Hill, the 
Caftle, It is recorded, that the Town's 
People, out of pure fpight to King Jobtiy 
burnt the Place in the Year 12 15. Here 
we began to get Plenty of FiQi for our 
Food, and on our Right have a conftant 
Profpeft of the Sea. The next Place we 
come to, is a fmall Village, called Felton- 
Bridge^ fituated on a finall but pleafant Ri- 
ver, called Cocket^ affording Plenty of Trout, 
which empties itfelf into the Sea oppofite 
Cocket IJland^ which we have in View about 
four Miles diftant from the Coaft, which is 
faid to abound in Sea-coal. Here we halted 
a Day. The Beer was extream bad, it be- 
ing brewed with Wormwood inftead of 
Hops ; the common Breakfaft was Hafty- 
pudding, made of Oatmeal and Water 
boiled together, till it comes to the Con- 
fiftence of Pafte, wluch Ibme eat with Beer, 
Nutmeg, and Sugar ; others with Milk ; 
then *tis tolerable. Their Bread was very 
bad and black : Oat- cakes are here alfb in 
Faftiion. Eight Miles further we come to 
Alnwick^ vulgo Anwick (feated near the Ri- 
ver Alne^ Ale J or Aim) a pretty large wall*d 
Town. The People here are very ftrift in 
their Religion, being very nearly related to 
the Kirk of Scotland^ atvd ^o>M N:p^ ^<^ 
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means allow Cards on the Sunday. Here 
was the Ruins of the moft famous Caflle I 
had yet feen any where in England along j 
this northern Journey. The Inhabitants 
told us, Hwas formerly the Refidence of the 
Piercy's^ of whom they tell many noble Ex- 
ploits, in particular that of one of that Name 
performed againft the Scois ; namely, in the 
Year 1092, that Malcolm the third King of 
ScctSy who did Homage to IVilliam the 
Conqueror for his Crown of ScQtlandj liding 
afterwards againft him, and befieging tlus 
Place, was killed here, by a cunning Stra- 
tagem ; for Robert Mowbray j created after- 
wards Earl oi Northumberland^ pretending 
to deliver to him the Keys of the Cattle up- 
on the Top of a Spear, ran him through 
the left Eye {Mowbray ^zs for that R^afon 
called afterwards Pierce- Eye) of which he » 
died immediately, and io relieved the Town 
again from all Extremity, and his Son, 
Prince Edward^ coming hither to revenge 
his Father's Death, met with the fame fatal 
Doom. After this, in the Year 1 1 74, in 
King Henry the Second's Reign, ff^illiam^ 
King of Scots^ invading England with 80,000 
Men, was July 7th here encountered by the 
.Englijh Forces, who behaved themfelves fi) 
bravely, that they routed his Army, him- 
ielf made Prifoner, fent to London^ and by 
liing Henry carried to Roan in Normandfi 
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paying 4000/. Ranfom, Again, in the* 
Reign of King Edward the Fourth, the Scots 
coming againft it with another Army, were 
in hopes to have taken it ; but the Englijbi 
Army retreating, as if they had deferted it, 
by that means difcouraged the Scots from 
any farther Onfets, who fuppofing it to have 
been a Stratagem of the Englijb^ and that 
they had only retreated, Scytbico more^ the 
more eafily to entrap them, very fairly left 
it to the Poffeffion of thofe Perfons, in- 
whofe Hands at firft they found it. After 
f had fully furveyed thefe Ruins, by walk«p 
ing round the Walls, I found it was for- 
merly themoft ftrong Building (both as to a- 
Caftie as well as a Palace, that I ever faw«. 
All around the Battlements is full of £ffigies,„ 
wWcb* the Weather and great Length of 
Time, has now quite defaced. The grand 
Port^ or Gateway, as you enter, is as ftrong. 
as any I have feen in Flanders^ with every 
thing belonging to modem Fortification. In 
the Garden there remains a moft curious 
and plentiful Fountain, with many Spouts, 
(which ftill yield Water) and feyeral other 
odd ingenious Contrivances, amidft a great 
many vaulted Walls now in Ruins, as is the 
Chapel, and over-run wirfi large rampant 
Weeds -, among which is great Quantities of 
the S^lanum LetbalCj or deadly Night-Ihade, 
all which at prefent belongs to the Duke of 

Somerfit^^ 
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Somerfet. Our next Day's March was to 
Belford twelve Miles, a poor fmall thorough- 
fare Poil town, having only one Houfe for 
the Reception of Travellers ;;(from FeUon- 
Briclge to this Place, we have a moft de- 
lightful View of the Sea, and now and then 
an old Caftle upon the Coaft, on our rightj 
and hereabouts we frequently faw Cou ntry- 
men plowing with four Couple of Oxen, 
and one of Horfes ; the Ground being fo 
hard ar.d ftony, does here commonly require 
ten and twelve Cattle, as alfo in many Parts 
oi Scotland ^z faw the fame, and the Che- 
viot' Hills on our left. This Place was fo 
fmall, that we were obliged to hie cantened 
all over the adjacent Villages ; and next 
Day, in our Journey to Berwick^ had a 
diftindt Profpedt of the Farne-IJland^ being 
a litde Spot of Land, inclofed with the O- 
cean, and encircled about with craggy Clifts, 
which render it almoft everywhere inacceC- 
fible i nearly in the Middle of which, there 
is a Fort, in the very Place, as fome fay, 
where Cuthbert^ Bifliop of Undes-Fam^ the 
Tutelar Saint of the North, built a City for 
a religious Retirement. Hither did St. Cutb- 
herty about the Year 676, retire for Devo- 
tion, defiring to fequefter himfelf from the 
reft of the World, where, for nine Years 
together, he lived a very folitary and reli- 
gious Life, till by the great Importunity of - 

King 
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King EgfrU^ and Trumwine^ Bifhop of the 
PiSSj who canne hither to him, for that 
very Intent and Purpofe : He was at laft 
perfuadcd to remove to Hexham^ where he 
fucceeded Bifliop Eat a in that See. After 
two Years fpent in this Bi/hoprick, this holy 
Man, forefeeing his Death approaching, be- 
took himfelf again to this very Ifland, where 
in the Space of two Months, through the 
Malignancy of his Diftemper, he at laft 
died in the Year 687. We are informed 
this Ifland abounds with wild Fowl and 
their Eggs, of which the Fifliermen here 
make a confiderable Advantage, by felling 
them abroad to the Neighbourhood. The 
Air of this Place is accounted very un- 
healthy, fubjeft to Bloody-fluxes, and other 
Difeafes, by reafon of the frequent Fogs 
that happen here. The Soil is barren and 
good for little ; the only Commodities of 
this Place are the Fowl, and the Fifli which 
fwim in Shoals round about it. After leav- 
ing Belfcrdj we travel along the Sands or 
Sca-fliore to Berwick^ which we have full in 
■View for ten or twelve Miles diftance, and 
pafs by HofyJJlandy which lies not iabove a 
Mile and half from the Shore, and at low 
Tide is feparatcd only by a Sand, upon 
which we few many Country People ride 
over to the Ifland, and back again. *Twas 
formerly known by the Name of Lindis-farn^ 

D (Ijefot^ 
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(before it took the Name of Holy-Iftand^ a$ 
a retiring Place for Bifhops, Monks, and 
others, who being weaned from the WotU 
made this their Sanftuary) called by the 
Britains Ms Medicantej which, as BedeikySj 
is twice Ifle, and twice Continent, in one 
Day •, being incompaflfed with Water at 
every Flow, and dry at every Ebb ; where- 
upon he calls it very aptly a Semi-Ifle. 
The weft Part is narrow, and left wholly 
to the Rabbits, which is joined to the eafl: 
Part (where it is much broader) by a very 
fmall Slip of Land : Towards the fouth, it 
has a fmall Town ^chiefly inhalnted by 
Fiihermen j with a Church and Caftle, which 
was formerly a Bilhop's See, erefted by 
yiiden the ScoL He was called hither to 
preach . the Goipel to the Northumbrians^ 
and was much taken with the SoUtude aad 
Retirednefs of the Place. Eleven Bifhops 
refided in this See. Afterwards, upon the 
Damjb Invafion, it was tranflated to Dur- 
ham. It is but a finall Ifland, the Kxt of 
which is not wholefbme, nor the Soil fruit- 
ful, 'tis therefore but thinly inhabited. Un- 
der the Town lies a good commodious 
Harbour, defended by a Fort upon a Hill 
to the fouth-eaft. Here I found many cu- 
rious Sea-plants ; and nearer Berwick^ and 
every little way as you travel here, you 
Aavc £ne Spring Current&o^ ^giotaV^^Ksx ^^ 
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the Sea along the Sand Banks. 

Berwick upon Tweed feemcd at a Diftancc 
to be a mofl: delightful Place, with the 
Addition of Ships in the Harbour near the 
Bridge^ which is a noble Building, exceed- 
ing long, being compofed of feventeen 
Arches over the noted kiver Tweed, which 
is almoft dry juft by the Bridge at low War 
ter, and at high Water appears to be a Vift 
large River. But when we marched into 
this Town, we found it extream cold and 
dirty, and could get no Viftuals nor Drink 
for a long time, and then with much dif- 
ficulty, which I impute to the Town's being 
fb full of Forces, and there having been a 
peftilential Fever raging there amongft the 
Soldiers for fome time paft, and which had 
fwept off great Numbers of Town's Peo- 
ple, as wefl as Soldiers. The Houfcs arc 
tolerably well built for this Part of the 
World ; but the Fortifications are very 
ftrong, efpecially on the Scots Side, where 
it very much refembles the Fortifications 
abroad, having Fofla's full of Water and 
very broad ; which Water is now conveyed 
thither by means of an Aqueduft, of curious 
Contrivance. There has alfo been a fine 
Caftle, but of late being thought ufelefs, 
'twas pulled down, and waK tJ\t. ^\5:s^^\ 
Cbey have built fevera\ etatvA ^^\^^^, 
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As to the Name of this Town> farne de- 
rive it from one Berengariusy a romanrick 
Duke. I>A7»J fetches it from ^^, the^n- 
tijb Word for the Mouth of a River, and 
fo makes it Aberwick^ i. e. {JJrbs ad ojiium 
Fluminis) to fignify the Fort built upon 
fuch a Mouth, But Somner rather deduces 
it from Berewic in Saxon^ fignifying a Corn- 
town : But wherefoever it had its Name, its 
Situation carries it a good way into the Sea, 
fo that that and the ^weed almoft incirde it, 
and make it a Peninfula. It is a Place not 
fo eminent for Antiquity, as for being a 
Town and County of itfelf, and included in 
Northumberland^ tho' fituate on the north 
Side of the River Tweedy a Place of great 
Strength^ having the Sea orv the eaft and 
Ibuth-eaft, and the River Tweed on the 
(buth-weft, encompaffed with a Wall, and 
once fortified with a ftrong Caftle, as meiv 
tioned before ; is large and populous, and 
trades much in Corn and Salmon, which laft 
the Tweed fupplies in great Plenty. Its be- 
ing (ituated betwixt the two great Kingdoms 
of England and Scotlandy occafioned it to be 
always the firft Place they took care of, when- 
ever they began to be at open Variance with 
each other ; and according to the various 
and inconftant Succefles of each Nation hath 
been held in Pofleflion by one, and Ibme* 
times kept under the Pov/tx o"i \!k» Q?3wa^ 
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till the Reign of Edward the Fourth, when 
Sir Thomas Stanley retook it the laft Time 
from the Scots. The Mathematicians have 
placed this Town in 21 Degrees and 43 
Minutes of Longitude ; and in 55 and 48 
of northern Latitude, So that the longeft 
Day, in this Climate, confifts of feventeen 
Hours and twenty-two Minutes; and its 
Night only of fix Hours and thirty-eight 
Minutes, fo truly has fcrious Honoratus writ- 
ten of this Country •, Britain^ fays he, has 
fuch Plenty of Day^ that jhe has hardly any 
Room for Night : Nor is it a Wonder, that 
the Soldiers of this Garrifon are abk to play 
all Night at Dice without a Candle, if we 
confider their continued Twilight. 

Now we are a going into Scotland^ but 
with heavy Hearts. They tell us here at 
Berwick what terrible Living we fhali have 
there, which I fbon after found too true. 
From Berwick we came over fome terrible 
barren Ground, then more fruitful, till we 
came to a fmail Village called Eaton^ fo to 
Aymouth or Eymouthj and Coldingham ; at 
which Places we were cantoned that Night, 
they bring clofe to the Sea-fide,^ where I 
found vaft Quantities of the Fifli along the 
Shore. Here we had Plenty of Fifli, ("which 
was our chief Subfiftence) fuch as Scatc, 
Codd, and Haddock, and the Pfeafurc o€ 
/ee//7g prodigious Num\^t^ Vytoxi'^x.x.^'S^^^'^ 
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by the FUhermeo, and a mofl: deli^tfiil 
Profeeft of the Sea, with its bordering 
Hocks, it being a calm Day. Near this 
Village is a fmall River called the A^^ 
which difembogues itfelf into the Sea here, 
dole to the Mouth of which this finall Town 
is built, and therefore called y^«»w«/i>. We 
had here plenty of Claret, and very cheap ; 
but the Cookery was fo nafty, as alfo the 
Women, and the Towns fo ftinking, hu- 
man Excrements lying every where in the 
Streets, that it requires great Caution to 
tread out of them ; the Houfes and Inhabi- 
tants fb miferable, that 'twas with Sorrow 1 
beheld them. I now thought I was too 
foon in Scotland^ fuch a thing as a Neceiiary* 
houfe was not to be met with in all thefe 
Towns. The Houfes fmoaked, very few 
that had a Chimney (only a Hole in the 
Thatch) and ftunk fo of Turf, that I began 
to condole my prelent Condition, but found 
*twas too late. The next Town wc came 
fQ was Dunglafs^ a fmall Village, of the 
former kind. From hence, along the Coaft 
to Dunbar^ is a pleafant Country, the mofl 
•jfruitful in the Kingdom, elpecially in Wheat 
and Barley . This Bunhar is a pretty lai^c 
Town, fituated in fVeJi Lothian upon the 
Sea-Coaft, and hath been fenced in with a 
Stone Wd] of great Strengjch, though by 
/Ac irequcnt Battcnts itVvaidv cS YaXitXeaa 
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received, *ds much impaired and gone to 
Decay. The Houfes here (as generally mofl: 
of their Capital Towns) are built with Stone, 
and covered with Slate, and are well fup- 
plied with Provifions, by reafon of a Weekly 
Market, which is held here. Juft on one 
Side the Harbour is a mod furprizing Con- 
tinuation of Rocks, and thofe are full of re* 
cnaikahle worm*eaten-like Impreflidhs. Juft 
on the oppofite Side of this Haven, sq)pears 
the Ruins of a Caftle, (almoft covered with 
the Sea at Flood* tide j which formerly was 
famous and remarkably ftrong, being then 
the Seat of the Earls of Marcb^ afterwards 
ftiled Earl of Dunbar ; a Fort many times 
won by the EngUJb^ and as often recovered 
by xiat Scots \ but, in the Year 1567, it 
was demdiihed by order of the States^^ to 
prevent its being a Retreat for Rebels : And 
of it they tell you many remarkable Stories ; 
amongft which, that in the Reign of Ed- 
ward the Tlurd ; The Earls . of Saiifbury 
and Arundel came into Scotland with a great 
. Army, and beli^ged the Caftle of Hunbar 
two and twenty Weeks, wherein, at that 
Time, was Black Agms^ the Qxintefs ; 
who defended the lame widi extraordinary 
Valour. One time, when the Engin, called 
the Sow^ was brought by the Et^UJb to 
play againft the Caftle, ffae merrily replied, 
^i^9 «^/s En^bmd could kee:^ Vtr ^^\^- 
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ter^ Jhe would make her to caft ber Pigs ; and 
indeed did at laft force the Generals, to re- 
treat from that Place. The Inhabitants are 
governed by a Mayor and Alderman \ and 
talk much of great LoiTes and Calamities 
they fuftained in the the late Civil Wars ; 
for in this Place was that fatal Battle fought 
betwixt Oliver Cromwell and the Scots^ where- 
in he rc(Uted, and cut in Pieces twenty thou- 
fand Scots^ with twelve thoufand Englifimen^ 
and obtained fo ftrong and fignal a Viftory, 
that the very Thoughts of it do, to this 
very Day, ftill ftrike a Terror into them, 
whenever they call that bloody Day to Re- 
membrance, and think what great Havock 
and Spoil was made amongft them, by the 
vidorious Succefs of the Englijh Forces. 
Near to this Town is a noble Seat of the 
Earl of Roxburgh^ which, with its Fir-Trees 
furrounding, makes a beautiful Appearance. 
The Magiftrates here made a grand Enter- 
tainment to every Regiment that pafTed 
through ; the private Soldiers had all a 
certain Quantity of Bread, Meat and Drink^ 
allowed them ; the Officers were treated in 
their Town-Houfe, where we had many 
Kinds of their moft curious Diflies, but 
fome of them very oddly cooked up, that 
it was but few, many of us could eat of ; 
we had alfo Claret and Punch in great 
Plenty i but^ with all thefe,. t\ie:^ Vsa.^ ^ 
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Table- Cloth fo dirty, that, at other Times, 
I fhould with great Reluftance have wiped 
my Hands on it ; the Sight of which alone, 
would have certainly turned many of our 
Stomachs, had we not been greatly fatigued 
and hungry with Travelling. Our next 
Day's March was to Haddington, a Market- 
Town, where great Quantities of Oatmeal 
are fold •, it is pleafantly fituated, upon the 
River Tyne, in a large Valley, and was for- 
merly fortified by the Englijh with a deep 
and large Ditch, a four-fquare Turf Wall 
without 5 alfo four Bulwarks at the four 
Corners, and as many more upon the Inner- 
Wall. It was valliantly defended by Sir 
George Wilford, an Englijhman, againft Mon- 
fieur Dejfie, who fiercely attacked it with 
ten thoufand French and Germans, till the 
Plague growing hot, and leffening the 
Garrifon, Henry, Earl of Rutland, came 
with a great Army, and raifed the Siege, 
and having levelled the Works, condufted 
the Englijh home, in the Minority of Queen 
Mary. 

In this Day's March from Dunbar, we 
had a fine View of Tantallon C^&h, and 
the Bafs Rock, whence*" fhie^STf^erive, their 
March on the Drum, fituated above the 
Mouth of the Ftrth, upon the Doubling of 
the Shore ; from whence yfrcfetiaWDou^laf^^ 

Earl of Jngus, gave great UAwxt^wsi^ ^^ 
2 *3 ojmt^ 
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Jams ihe Efibj King of SMlmui. Here, 
bjr the Winding of the Shores on both 
Sides, Room is made for a very noble Ann 
of the Sea, well furnifhed with Iflands ; 
and by the Influx of feveral Rivera, and 
the Tides together, extended to a mighty 
Breadth. Ptolemy calls it BwUria ; Taciitu 
Bodoiria^ from its Depth, as is conje&ured ; 
Utit Scots tht Forth zxi6Firtb\ wtEdMurglh 
Firtb ; others Mare Freficum^ and Msre 
•Scoticum. The Bafs is fituated in the Sea, 
near the Shore, and c^^fite the Towns of 
DirltoH and Belbaven^ smd more North than 
Edinlurgb : It is an Ifland which rifes, as it 
were, in one condnued Craggy Rock, in* 
acceifible on every Side ; yet it has upon it 
a Fort, a Fountain, and Failure-Grounds, 
but is fo hollowed and undermined by the « 
^aves, that it is almoft wrought through. 
What prodigious Flints of Sea-Fowl, c^ 
daily of thofe Gcele, which they call Scoots, 
and Soland Geefe, do, at certain Times, 
flock hither (for, by Report, their Number 
is fo great, as to darken the Sun at Noon- 
day : ) What Multitudes of Fifli thefc 
Geefe biing, (o as one hundred Soldiers in 
Garrifon here, lived upon no other Provi- 
fion but the frefh Fifti brou^t hidicr by • 
them, as they report : What Quantities <rf 
Sticks they convey for the Building of their 
Neds, fo that by the\r Meaxv^^ \.U^ lahati- • 
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tants ta-e abundanriy provided with Firing : 
What vaft Profit alio their Feathers, ^nd 
Oil bring in : Thefe are Things fo incredi- 
ble, as no one can well believe, but be who 
has feen them. This Gartifon of the Bafs^ 
having flood out long againft King If^tUiam 
the Third, and al: laft farrendered, the 
Fortifications thereof were ordered to be 
flighted. W€ next come lo MuJfelbGrougb^ 
a long, ftraggling Marfcet-Town, having 
two or three Villages joined in one, vizi 
Fi/berraw^ fo called from a Row of Houfes, 
moftly inhabked by Fiflieraaen ; New-Big- 
gin^ znd Gcod-Speed-all^ are alfo adjoining, fo 
that a Stranger would take them to be all one 
continu«i Town ; thefe all belong to the 
Pariih erf" Inverrejk^ an adjoyning Village, 
fo called becaufe it ftands on die River EJk ; 
which Kirk ferves for all. Mujfslionatgh 
was called the Monipeliir of Scotland^ by 
Dr. Pitcainty from it healthy Air. It is only 
four Miles diftant firom Edinburgh, Here 
the Scene was the fame over again at Had-- 
dington^ where the Women were extream 
ugly and nafty, having dirty Clouts tied 
round their Heads, falling about their 
Shoulders, and peeping out of Pieces of 
boarded Windows, juft big enough for the 
Size of their Head ; they put me in mmd 
of PidgeoQ-hoIes4 Their Me vs. ^^-»;^ 
enough, b^ng but a Pwiv^ ^ C\vcs^\jvw V:^

have now left off the Appellation Quart ; 
and a Pint is a Mutchkin) and other Things 
in Proportion. Their Butter is loathfome to 
both Eye and Tafte, which they always take 
Care to make oily when they ufc it ; and 
in their Cookery, the Sailors far excell them. 
You have here Wiflcy, which is a kind of 
Malt-Spirit, cheap enough : But laftly, the 
Naftinels of their Food, together with their 
dirty Beds, makes me always in Fear of 
either a Surfeit, or Itch. Clofe to Mujfel- 
borough is a noble and antient Building, 
called Pinkey-Houfe^ with a Park and Gar- 
dens furrounding, memorable for a Song 
made upon it, belonging to the Marquis of 
Tweedale ; adjoining to which, is a moft cx- 
quifite and grand Machine, moving by 
Water, for pumping Water out of the CoaU 
Mines ; of which their are great Numbers 
hereabouts, and almoft in every other Part 
of Lothian \ which are extrafted in exceed- 
ing large Pieces •, and, when they burn 
them, the Servant firft beats them into 
fmaller Pieces with a Cannon-Ball 5 and, 
in London^ are known by the Name of 
Scots Coal. This, and Sterlingfhirey lies 
very commodious along-fide the Firth -, 
from whence they export thefe Coals, by 
Sea, to different Ports of the Kingdom : 
They alfo make vaft Quantities of White 
Salt in this Shire. It produces great Plenty 

of 
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of Ume-Stone •, and, in the Reign of King 
James the Firft, a Silver Mine was found 
in it, out of which they got a great deal of 
Silver. Near this Town, upon Edward 
Seymour^ Duke of SomerfefSy entering Scot- 
landj with a powerful Army, to challenge 
the Performance of Articles, for the marry- 
ing of Maryy Queen of Scotland^ to Edward 
the Sixth, King of England^ there happened 
a moft difmal Day to the Youth of the 
Noble Families of Scotland, who fell there 
in great Numbers. Upon the Unks herc^ 
which is clofe to the Sea-fhore, I found 
many curious Plants. Juft before we come 
to this Town, we pafled by Prejion-Pans, 
on our Right, clofe to the Shore ; fo called 
rrom the Salt-Pans there ; of which Ma- 
terial that's made here, and the Places ad- 
jacent, they export vaft Quantities yearly, 
to Norway, Hamburgh, the Baltick, and 
Holland. Here we faw, with Grief, the 
Spot of Ground where General Cope\ Bat- 
tle was fought ; the Particulars of which 
are as follow* 

In the Beginning of Auguft, 1 745, when 
the pretended Prince of JVales landed upon 
the Coaft of Lochaber, between the Iflands 
of Mull and Sky, he had a Retinue of only 
twenty-five Perfons, amongft whom were 
the Marquifs of Tullibardine, Mr. Kelly 

(who 
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(who was concerned with the Bifhop of Ro- 
cheJieTj and fonie Years ago made his Efcapc 
out of the Tower df London^ after he had 
obtained Leave to go to any Place, within 
ten Miles of the Town, for the Prcfcrva- 
tion of his Health) and one SulSvaftj an 
Iri/hman^ by Birth, who, it is l^d, had been 
employed by a French Minifter to raife a 
Rebellion amongft the Corficans^ againft the 
Genoefe -, and fo judged a proper Hand tc 
employ among the Highlanders^ for a like 
Purpofe. The Chevalier took up his Lodg- 
ings at the Houfe of LuchyelU a Gentleman 
who was in the former RebelHon of 17155 
whofe Son, though he enjoyed his Eftatc 
by the Lenity of the Government, immedi- 
ately joined him, and raifed what Men he 
could for his Service, 

There they continued, for fome Time, ir 
a private Manner, till hearing of Sir John 
Copers Defign tx) march, and diljperfe them, 
they found it neceffary to fet up their Stan- 
dard, and raift all the Force they could tc 
oppofe him : On this, they were joined by 
feveral of the other Clans of that Country, 
aixi chofe as the mod: advants^ous Situa- 
tion, the Pafs of Correyarrick^ where thej 
tJetermined to meet hrai : This Pafs being 
fo formed both by Nature and Art, that an 
hundred Men could deftroy a thoufand, in 
attempting to pafs that Way. 

I Sii 
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Sir Jobu Copers Orders being exprefs, 
cither to go to Fori Auguftus^ or Iwjenufs^ 
his Intention was to make the firft of thefe 
Places ; but being adverd&d from Iwoemefs 
of the Danger of palling that Way, and 
that the Rebels wiflied he would attempt it, 
he made a Shew of marching thither, buc 
turned towards Inveniefs^ expedting, in his 
Rout, to be joined by feveial of the weQ- 
afieded Clans ; but, ibme of thar Chiefs 
bdng out of die Way, and their Tenants 
cnoftly employed in die Harveft, none of 
them jdned turn, till he left Iwvernefs^ 
when two hundred of the Mawois follow- 
ed him to Aierdeen^ moft of whom would 
have embarked with him, had it been 
thought nece0ary \ but it was judged more 
advifeable to let them return home, for 
the Defence of their own Country, and to 
quell any Infiirre^ons of die Difaffe£kcd 
tnat might be in thoie Parts ; and no 
other ISgblanJmen accompanied Sir Jahn^ 
but three Compames of Lbrd Loudoun'9 
new-raiied Highland Regiment. 

The General embarked at Aberdeen^ and 
arrived at Bunbar on the 1 6th of OSober^ 
and landed next Day *, having brought with 
hkn aU the Town of Aherdeen^s Arms, be- 
csuile it was thought the Rebels, under Gar- 
dm of Gknhicket^ would Vifit that Town 
fix)n after he It ft it. 
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^'^^hen the General took his Rout towards 
fivernefs^ the Rebels came down to the low 
Country, and were joined by the Atbol and 
Perthjhire Men at Perth x where they re- 
mained above ten Days, and when they went 
off they exafted ten thoufand Pounds from 
the Town, and then marched Southward, 
and croffed the Forth above Sterling ; whence 
it was thought they would have diredted 
their March to the Shire of jlir by Glafgow^ 
and proceeded thence by Dumfries to Eng- 
land ; but inftead of this, they deputed two 
Perfons to go to Glafgow and demand fifteen 
thoufand Pounds, and turned toward Edin- 
burgh direftly, being not only invited, but 
folicited thereto, by the Jacobites in and about 
the City, who well knew that the wcll-afFc6l- 
cd Inhabitants would have bafRed any At- 
tempt upon it, if they had got the fencing of 
the City finilhed, and the thoufand Men le- 
vied and trained, who were to be railed by the 
Voluntary Subfcription. Befides thefe, four 
hundred of the chief Inhabitants of the City^ 
Lawyers, Writers, Phyficians, and even Di- 
vines, took up Arms, for the Defence of the 
Town. About twenty three Pattararoes, and 
Ship Guns, were placed at the Gates, and on 
the Baftions of the City Walls. Thefe Vo- 
lunteers, i^c. continued under Arms all Sun- 
day Night, and likewife on Monda^^ till five 
o'clock in the Afternoou •, ^x ^Vvvdv Tvsn.^ 
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Gardener^s and Hamiltmf^ Dragoons not 
only retired from the CoU-bridge^ toward the 
City, but likewiie precipitantly retired thence, 
toward Mujfelburgb^ on the Approach of the 
Van-guard of the Rebels, and that in the 
Sight of the Inhatutants of the City \ which 
put them into no^ fmall Confufion, imagining 
the Rdxls were at their Heels, vmh their 
whole Force, and that the Dragoons had 
delerted them. However, the .Volunteers, Gfr. 
continued under Arms, waiting Orders to 
takedieir refpeAive Stations, which they 
were relblved to defend to the laft. 

At this Time, feveral Perfons prefented a 
Petition to the Provoft, defiring a Meeting of 
the Inhabitants might be called, to conlider 
whether they ihould hold out, or deliver up 
the City. The Fire- bell was according rung, 
wiuch the Perfons under Arms, took as a 
Signal for bringing them to the Place of 
Rendezvous, and immediately drew up, head- 
ed by thdr Officers. The meeting of the 
Inhabitants, in the New-Kirk-Ifle, was filled 
immediately with Perfons, who had been 
ftroUing in the Streets, many of them dif- 
a&&ed to the prefent Government. In this 
Meedi^, a Letter from the Chevalier was 
prefented, intimating his Intention to enter 
the City ; but the Reader was foon inter- 
rupted, and the Queflion put, whether the 
Tayirnwas^ or was not tenabk^ forci^ ^aS&rco- 
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ing, that the Dragoons had left them, and 
others, that it was falfe, and that they were 
ready to defend the City to the laft, if required. 
In the mean time, the Secretary at War ac- 
quainted them, That he had an Order from 
the General, to defire the two R^ments of ' 
Dragoons to enter the City, if the Inhabi- 
tants delired it. This occafioned fome warm 
Debates *, when a Gentleman, who had been 
prefent at a Council of War, fome Days be- 
fore, aflerted. That the general 0{»nion of 
the Officers was, that the City was not tena- 
ble, and that bringing the Dragoons into it, 
would be cooping them up to their deftrudi- 
on. Immediately the Vote was put. Receive 
the Dragoons, or not ? when it pafled in the 
Negative ; and fo they went and joyned ^ 
General Cope. j 

No Orders being given what Part the 
Volunteers (hould aft, they delivered their 
Arms into the Caftle; the Govcmour of 
which fent for the Cannon on the Walls and 
Gates, to be brought to the Caftle, or nail- 
ed up ; but for want of Orders from fome 
Perfon in the Town, they could not be carried 
away, hut fell into the Rebels Hands, part 
of whom entered the Town the next Mcm- 
itig» by the Nether-bow- fort^ when opened to 
let in a Coach. The remainder tooK Poflef- 
£ion about Noon, the next Day, where they 
cp/jrinued till 7 bur f day ^ >nVv^w \«»cvcv^ ^^ - 
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Sir ^ohn Cope's approach to attack them, 
and the Ganifon having thrown fome Gra- 
nades into the Town, to force them our, 
they marched to Paljide-bill^ in view of our 
Camp, on the Sea fide, near Prefton PanSy 
where our Army lay all Night under Arms. 
Jn the Morning about five, the High- 
landers marched up to our Army in Battle 
Array, and began their Attack on the right 
"Wing, in which Gardener^s Dragoons were 
placed, who broke uppn the firft Fire of the 
Rebels, and went off. Their Officers per- 
fwaded them, to rally, but juft as they were 
returning along-fide of Lord Grangers Park- 
dyke, an Ambufcade of the Rebels gave them 
a fccond Fire, which made them run off al- 
together, notwidiftanding the moft earneft 
Intreaties of their Officers. Hamillon's Dra- 
goons went • off immediately alfo, without 
firing a Shot ; and the Foot, furprized at the 
Flight of the Dragbons, (on whofe Service 
they placed fuch great Confidence ) and it being 
very dark, their Bayonets not. fixed, a;id a 
great number of new-raifed Men among 
them, they fired too foon ; on which the 
Rebels rufhed upon them. Sword in Hand, 
with great Fury, liirrounded them, killed 
about a hundred and fifty Men, and made 
one thoufand Prifoners. The Highlanders 
of Loudoun\ Regiment, placed with Gene- 
ral Cope's JBaggage, and as a "ftod^ ^S. ^^- 
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ferve, were fallen upon next, who behaved 
very well, gave the Rebels a fmait Fire, 
and killed feveral of them ; but being over- 
powered by Number, they were obliged tc 
iiirrender Prilbners. 

Our Army confided only of two tboufanc 
•eight hundred Men, and the Rebels wew 
reckoned at fix thoufand. A great numbei 
of Volunteers fi-om Ediniurgbj and th( 
Country round it, offered to fight the Re- 
bels, but Sir John refufed their Affiftance, fpi 
fear of confufing his Men. The Rebels hac 
about one hundred Men killed, and double 
the number wounded. 

Our flay here has been near a Fortnight, 
(occafioned by our Army's Retreat after the 
Affair of Falkirk,) where we naount daily a 
Piquet and quarter Guard, and have pan 
of the Regiments of UamiUon and Cobbawfi 
Dragoons quartered widi us, fo that we ar< 
ftraitened very much for Conveniences, 
His Royal Highnefs is jufl pafled by here foi 
Edinlurgb^ for which Place we alfo expe<9 
to march to morrow, in order to join th< 
whole Army under his Command. An ac-< 
count of the Batde of Falkirk you may ex- 
peft in my next, as alfo the Hiftory of £- 
dinhurgh, for at prefent I am quite ured witl 
writing 5 and am. Sir,

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LETTER V, 
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IPromifed you an Account of the Rebds 
Flight from Carlifle^ with thdr Proceed- 
ings to Stirling^ and the Battle of FaU 
kirk J which I (hall now give you. The 
Rebels, after leaving Carliflt^ in great Pre- 
dpitation, crofled the EJk^ which, at that 
Time, was Breall-high, and, we are told, 
great Numbers of them were drown*d in 
the River. That about three thouiand of 
them entered into Annan^ Dec, 20, and about 
four or five hundred proceeded forwards to 
Dumfries^ and another Body of about two 
thouiand marched the fame Night, from the 
Ejk to EcclefecbMj and ftayed there all Night. 
The Account from Dumfries^ is. That the 
Rebels ftayed there till Monday ^ Dec. 23. 
that they have tmpofed aG)ntribution on this 
Town of two thou&nd Pounds, half of 
which was immediately paad, ^tvd ^^ ^.^i^s:^!- 
rkyfsnrdi^ other, they had tak^tti t^oC*^^- 
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one thoufand pair of Shoes^ paid nothing for 
Quarters, and did a[ prodigious deal of Mif- 
chief every where ; that two thoufand re- 
mained at this time in Moffat. Our next News 
from Edin,Jan. 2. was. That they have got as 
far as Glafgc^^ and by a medium of feveral 
Computations, are faid to amount to about 
three thoufand fixhundred Foot, and near 
five hundred Horfe, (very much jaded,) and 
many fick. Small Parties are continually 
pafling towards Pertb^ but whether defert- 
ing, or marching thither, is not known ; 
however, it is certain they have loft many by 
Defer tion and Death, fmce they arrived at 
Glafgow^ where they have alfo enlifted about 
fifty or fixty. Their Demands upon Glafgow^ 
for Broad-cloth, Tartan, Linnen, Bonnets, 
and Shoes, amount to near ten thoufand 
Pounds Ster. in Value ; befides which, they 
fay, they muft have a Sum of Money. They 
have affeffed th& Provoft in five hundred 
Pounds for promoting the new Levies on 
behalf of the Government; and have been ve- 
ry outragious againft all thofe who appeared 
zealous and aftiye in raifing them, by plun- 
dering and burning their Houfcs, deftroying 
their Goods and Furniture, and (where they 
could carry off their Proidfions) by Ipoiling 
them in a moft unheard-of matvtvcr^ which^ 
fo far from having the EffeGi xYvt?} y^o^Sr.^^ 
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They g;ve out, that they are to attack 5//r- 
ling ; and the Cannon from Perib was moved 
towards that Place, amongfl: which are two 
Pieces of right Pounders, two of twelve, 
two of fixteen, all Brafs •, befides Iron Can- 
non, and a large Quantity of Powder and 
Ball. The Rebels, from Perfb^ marched 
therewith. The Prifoners who were at Perfb^ 
are fent to Glames-Caftle. Here are alfo Ad- 
vices, that the Rebels had got fome of their 
NGlitary Stores, particular Iron Cannon, and 
Ball from Montrofs by Sea, to Pertb •, and 
that they had fitted out the Hazard Sloop, 
and a Privateer, at Montrofs^ which was 
ready to put Sea ; and that they were alfo 
fitting out an armed Sloop at Pertb. At this 
laft Place, they have fortified Oliver^ s- Mounts 
and have from one hundred, to two hundred 
Country People daily employed in fortifying 
the whole Town. By Advices from Edin--. 
hurgb^ Jan. 5. the Rebels marched on Fn- 
day Morning from Glafgow ; their main Bo- 
dy lay that Night at Kilfytby and the Pre- 
tender's Son lay at Mr. CampbelVs of Sbaw^ 
feldy near Kilfytb. They ordered his Steward 
to provide every thing, and promifed payment ; 
but next Morning told him, that the Bill 
Ihould be allowed to his Mafter, at account- 
ing for the Rents of Kilfytb^ it being a for- 
feited E/late. On Saturda;j xJwt ^^sA^ 
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marched towards StirliH^ \ thtif Army was 
cantoned at Bemrf^ BdntlotkbUrHy and St. Tii- 
niatC%. They det^h^d a ftrong Party of 
thdr beft Men to Fdlkirky for fii Reaf Guard. 
The Pretender's Son tbbk up his Quarters 
at Bannpckburn^ the Hbufe of Sir Hugh Pa- 
terfon. Lord G^^r^^ Murray y and the Perfon 
called Lord George Brkmm&ni^ were at Alowaj 
ycfterday, concerting how to bring over the 
Cannon brought from Perth^ by Floats ; and 
afterwards furveyed the Paflkge at Combes^ to 
fee if it could be done more conveniently 
there ; and then went to Dumblain^ leaving 
a Party of a hundred Men at Aloway. The 
next we hear at Edinhurgb^ how the Rebels 
had got into the Town of StirUng^ Jan. 8. 
the Inhabitants opening the Gates, (as the 
Town was not defenceable, is a ^ere.) The 
Militia Officers^ with all their Arms, went 
into the Callle. Their Men, by fmall Par- 
cels, all made their Efcape ; and that Major 
General Blaketieyj was well provided with 
Men and Provifiohs. By Advices from Stir- 
lingj the Rebels had got all their Cannon 
over the Forfh ; and upon the 1 2th^ had bro- 
ken Ground, between the Church of Stirling^ 
and a large Hoiife called Morris tVork^ for 
crefting a Battery therfc ^inft the Caftle. 
For this ptirpofe, five large Pieces of Cannon 
wefe ready in the Meal Market^ and three 
fmall onts ^erd dcpcftcd from Artb. They

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hdd fent feireral Expreffes to thAt Troops ii> 
Perth/hire, to haften their March towards 
Stirling^ whete they (hut up their Ports, and 
placed Guards at all the Outlets of the Town^ 
to prevent the People from coming in for^ 
or going out with Intelligence, to the King's 
Troops ; and the Body at and about Fal- 
kirk^ h^ Orders to march upon the igthy 
towards Unliibgow^ with all the Waggon* 
and Cafts, which they cosfd get together^ 
for carrying off all the Proviflons they could 
meet with. 

Our next Accounts from Edinburgh^ Jatit 
16. mention, that within thefe three Days 
pad, twelve Regiments of Foot, and two of 
Dragoons, have marched from thence to Lin- 
litbgcFW. The Artillery followed yefterday^ 
as did this Day Lieutenant General Hawley^ 
with Lord Cobbam^s Dragoons. The Par- 
ty of the Rebels which had retired to Fal- 
kitk from Unlitbgow^ upon Major Gene- 
ral Bujk^% Arrival at the laft Place, on 
the 13th, retired on the 14th, from FaU 
kirk^ towards Stirling^ to their main Body. 
There is Advice, That the Rebels have got 
moft of their Friends to the South -Side of 
the Foriby and are endeavouring to Ipirit up 
their Men to an Aftion. And, by Advices 
froifl Stirling^ of the 14th, the Rebels had 
got together two Pieces of Cannon, fixteen 
PoUildefis, two of eight, and three of three 
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Pounders, alid were expefting four Pieces 
more by Water, for their Battery in that 
Town. They had alfo a great Number of 
Fafcins, but had not been able to plant 
their Cannon, Major-General Blackeney hav- 
ing fired fcveral times upon them from 
the Caftle, and demoliflied their Works. 
Major-General Hujk marches from UnlUh- 
gow to morrow Morning, for Falkirk^ with 
eight Regiments -, at which Place, he will 
be joined by a Thoufand Argykjhire-Men^ 
under Lieutenant-Colonel Campbell. Our 
next News, is of the Battle which happened 
on the 1 7th, near Falkirk : The whole Army 
being affembled, and Cobbam*s Dragoons 
being arrived early, upon the Morning of 
the 1 7th, it was rcfolved to march the next 
Day to attack the Rebels, who, by all Ac- 
counts, lay, with their main Body, in the 
Enclofurcs, near Tor-wood \ but, by the Re- 
port of fcveral Perfons, who were fent out 
to reconnoitre, they were obferved to be in 
Motion early in the Morning (as they bad 
alfo been the 1 6th) but it was not confirm- 
ed, that they were in full March ^ainft 
us, till about One in the Afternoon, when 
they were feen about three Miles Dift^ce, 
marching in two Columns cowards the . 
South, to fome rifing Grounds, upon a 
Moor , near Falkirk ; upon which, ouir 
Troops got under Arms, atvd fotm<ii im- •

mediately in the Front of the Camp, and 
bent their March towards the fame Ground, 
to which, it was apprehended, the Rebels 
were going, being a large Mile, on the Left 
of the Camp. No fooner were the Troops 
got thither, but we faw the Rebels moving 
up, their Right extending Southwards ; as 
there was a Morafs, orBo^y Ground, upon 
our Left, we could not ftretch fo far as 
they, fo that their Left, and our Foot, was 
formed in two Lines, Part upon plain 
Ground, and the reft upon a Declivity : 
When all was formed, and our firft Line 
within an Hundred Yards of the Rebels, 
Orders were given for the Lines to advance, 
and a Body of Dragoons to attack them. 
Sword in Hand. They accordingly marched . 
forwards, but, upon the Rebels giving them 
a Fire, they gave Ground, and great Part of 
the Foot of both Lines did the fame, after 
making an irregular Fire, except the two. 
Regiments of Barrel dXidLigonier, under the 
Command of Brigadier Cholmondley^ who ral- 
lied immediately ; and being afterwards at- 
tacked by the Rebels, fairly drove them back, 
and put them to Flight. Whilfl. this was 
tranfafting, a Body of the Foot, by the Care 
of Major-General Hujk^ formed at fome Dif- 
tance, in the Rear of thefe two Regiments, 
which the Rebels feeing, dutft.Tvox.^&vi^tsKR.\ 
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and, about the lame Time, Brigadief Mcr- 
daunt rallied the fcattered Battalions into 
their feveral Corps, in which he was greatly 
aflifted by the Officers, and pretty near 
formed them : For fome Time before the 
Army moved forwards, there was a violent 
Storm of Rain, to which we may, in fome 
meafure, impute our Misfortune, for it 
hindered the Men from feeing before them, 
and confequently the Rebels had the Ad- 
vantage of us gready in that Particular : 
Befides, as it rained alfo before that, many 
of the Firelocks were fo wet, that it is be- 
lieved, not above one in five that were at- 
tempted to be fired, went ofi; Our Lofs 
is but fmall, the greateft being that of the 
Officers, feveral of whom, being left by 
their Men, were loft : And, we have Rea- 
fon to believe, that of the Rebels to be 
very confiderable, by the Report of fome 
who were upon the Field. It was a Mit 
fortune, that we could not get up our Ar- 
tillery to us 5 for it had rained heavily in 
the Night, and on the 1 7th, in the Mom* 
ing, and having a deep Hill to afcend, and 
the Horfes but bad, they could not get 
forward; and, when we returned to our 
Camp, we found the Captain of the Trsun 
had abandoned it, and the Drivers had run 
off with the Horfes, which obliged us to 
Jeave fome Pieces of Cannon behind us. 

TKc 
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The Grenadiers of BarreWs Regiment drew 
down one to the Camp, and Horfcs were 
found at Falkirk to bring away three of 
them. The Evening being exceflive rainy, 
it was thought proper to march the Troops 
to Unlithgow that Night, and put them un-» 
der Cover, otherwife we (hould have con- 
tinued in our Camp, being Mailers of the 
Field of Bapde ; and Brigadier Mordaunt 
was ordereii to take Poft there. When 
we came to ftrike our Tents, we found that 
many of the Drivers had run off with their 
Horles ; upon which, the General gave 
Orders, that what Tents were left, (hould 
be burnt; which was done. During the 
Time the Army was on its March to meet 
the Rebels, a Body of them, with fome 
Colours, paffed the River of Carran^ to- 
wards the Right of the Camp, with a De- 
fign, as may be apprehended, to attack it ; 
but the Argykjinre-Men being pofted in the 
Front ef it, kept them in Awe, fo that 
they prevented their advancing. The Glaf- 
gow Regiment was pofted at fome Farm- 
Houfes, where it was thought they might 
be of Ufe, when the Aftion begun, and re- 
mained formed there, notwithftanding they 
faw that the Dragoons had given Way, and 
Part of the Foot. We have alfo to add, 
that it had been refolred, that the Army 
&auld remab at LinlitbgoWy whither it had 
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retreated on the 1 7th, at Night ; but, upon 
Examination, it was founds that the Troops 
had no Powder that would take Fire, from 
the exccfllve Rain for twenty-four Hours 
before ; and thereupon, a Refolution was 
taken, upon the i8th, in the Morning, to 
march to Edinburgh^ and the Places adja- 
cent, where the whole Army arrived that 
Afternoon, about Four a-Clock. Some Ac- 
counts make mention, that we loft, in the 
Field, three Hundred Men, feven Pieces of 
Cannon, with fome of our Baggage, and 
that Half of our Army, /. e. the Infantry, 
was not engaged. Part of the Rebel- 
Army are returned to Stirling^ and the Re- 
mainder were Yefterday-Night at Falkirk^ 
and, January the 19th, in the Morning, 
they fent to beipeak Qiiarters at Linlithgow. 
Sir Robert Monro was wounded, and after- 
wards taken Prifoner, together with his Bro- 
ther, the Surgeon, who came to aflift him 
in drelTing his Wounds, both of which, at 
the fame Time, they murdered in cold 
Blood. About this Time, thirty-one of our 
Officers, who were taken Prifoners at the 
Batde of Pre/ion- Pans, made their Efcape 
from Glames, Couper, and Lejlie, where they 
were imprifoned by the Rebels. Soon after 
the Battle, the Pretender's Son marched 
back to Stirling, when the Rebels fummon^ 
cd the Caftle there to futrtuder^ in the 
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Morning, and agsun in the Afternoon ; 
but General Blakenefs Anfwer was, That 
he had always been looked upon as a Man 
of Honour, and that the Rebels fhould find 
he would die fo. Which they found too 
true, in the End. January the 24th, The 
Siege of Stirling-Caftle proceeds very (lowly ; 
General Blakeney has fired fo ofi:en upon the 
Men at Work upon the Batteries, and with 
io much Execution, that the Rebels cannot 
get any of their own People to go near 
them ; for which Reafon, the Irijh Brigade, 
and Drummond^s Regiment, from France^ 
have been ordered upon that Service. Fur- 
ther Advices, of January the 28th, men- 
tion. That the Rebels had, the Day before, 
crefted two Batteries againft the Caftle, 
one at Gawan Hillj within forty Yards of 
the Caftle, and one at Ladys-Hill ; upon 
which, they gave out, they fliould have their 
Cannon mounted, as that Day, confifting of 
two Pieces of eighteen Pounders, two of 
lixteen, and three of twelve : A Drum had 
been fent round the Town, with Notice, 
That every Perfon, that was taken near the 
Caftle, fhould be fhot ; and that, if any of 
the Town's-People entertained any of the 
Wives or Children of the Soldiers, who 
were in the Caftle, they (hould be puniflied 
with Military Execution. Upon the 26th.^ 
they fired fcveral Plattootv^ ol ^^twi^ K\^^^ 
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isigainil diis Caftle, but witEout doiog anf 
Harm ; whereas the Lois which they have 
fuftained by the Firing from it, is very con- 
fiderable. Seven French Officers are faid 
to he killed. The principal Part of their 
Army remains about Falkirk. All the Pri- 
foners (except Officers) taken by them, in 
the late Aflion, were fent from Stirling^ on 
Jhe 25th, to Down-Cajile -, and, upon the 
iame Day, the Baggage of the Pretender's 
jSon was fent to Leckie-Houfe. They were 
fecuring all the Meal they could get in 
the Country. About this Time, Colonel 
Ugonier (Brother to the General ) died at 
Edinburgh^ Ytrf much regretted ; for, be- 
ing ill of a Pleurify, for which he was 
blooded and bliftered on the 14th, he would 
jieverthelefs, contrary to Advice, march 
with the Army to -F^/I/Vit, on the 19th, and 
command the Brigade of Dragooons, at the 
Attack rf the Rebel Army's two Lines ; 
where he broke the firft, and did great 
Execution : WhenLieutenantrColonel/Fi//- 
ney^ and feveral other Officers, were lolled, 
in the n^dft of the Rebels, Colonel JordaWj 
and otliers, wounded, and the Squadron 
xepuUed, by their fecond Line, Colonel 
Ugonier rallied them, and made the Rear- 
Guard of the Army, in their Retreat to 
Linlithgow^ where he arrived at One in the 
Morning, his Cloaths wet through : This 

brought 
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brought on a Quinfey, which foon carried 
lum off. 

In our 3uy at Mujfelborougby I made a 
Journey to Dalkeith^ about two Miles Dif- 
tance; it is a tolerable good Town, for this 
Part of the World, pleafantly fituated upon 
the River EJk^ on a rifing Ground ; and, 
on the. Edge of this River, Hands a noble 
Seat, belon^g to the Duke of Buccleugb^ 
pleafently fituated, with Plenty of Planted 
Firs J and this River gives Boundaries to 
the Park, which is confidcrably large. 
Here I found good Entertainment, and a 
plentiful Market, in Provifions and Com, 
which proves very convenient for Edinburgh^ 
being but four Miles Diftance. From Muf- 
fetborougb^ we travel along the Sands of the 
Firth Shore, four Miles, when we come to 
Edinburgh, which we cannot fee, till we 
juft enter the City, for it lies in a Sort of a 
Valley, between two Hills, one of which 
is called SaUJbury Craigs (i. e. Rocks) the 
other makes the Foundation of the Caftle. 
By the Irifb-Scots, this Town was called 
DttH Eadeny i. e. Eaden ^own \ which, 
without Doubt, is the fame that Ptolemf 
calls £rpA70T£Sov Trfp^rov, and the Romans^ 
Caftra Alata, that is, the Winged Camp ; 
for, as Camden obferves, A^an^ In the 
Brilijb Tongue, fignifies a Wing, and fo 
Edinburgh (from a Word compounded of 
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the Britijh and Saxon Tongue) is nothi 
elfe but the Winged Borough. This Cii 
in Regard of its high Situation, the Goo 
nefi of the Air, and Fertility of the Soil, 
many Seats of the Nobility lying round 
its being watered with excellent Spring 
and reacliing, from Eaft to Weft, a Mile 
Length, and Half fo much in Breadth, 
upon thefe Accounts, juftly efteemed t 
Metropolis of Scotland. It is ftrongly wa 
ed, and adorned with publick and privj 
Buildings, well peopled, and frequentc 
for the Advantage of the Sea, which t 
neighbouring Port of Leiib affords ; an 
as it was formerly honoured with the King 
Refidence, fo is it the Sacred Repofitory 
the Records, and the Chief Tribunal 
Juftice. At the Extremity of the Eai 
End of the City, ftands the Palace of Hoi 
Rood Houfe ; leaving which, a little to t 
Left, you come through a populous Subur 
to the Entrance, called the JFater-Pm 
From hence, turning Weft, the Street gc 
on in a ftraight Line, through the who 
City, to the Caftle, which is above a Mi 
in Length, and laid, by the Scots ^ to be tl 
largeft, longeft, and fineft Street, for Buil< 
ings, and Number of Inhabitants, in Euro} 
From the Palace- Door, which ftands on 
Level with the loweft of the Plain-Countr 
this StTQCt begins to afccnd very gfaduall 
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being no-where fteep -, but this Alcent be- 
ing continued, for fo long a Way, it is 
eafy to underftand, that the furtheft Part 
muft neceflarily be very high, for the Caftle, 
which ftands, as it were, at the Extremity, 
Weft, as the Palace does Eaft, makes, on 
all Sides (that only excepted which joins it 
to the City) a frightful and inacceffible Pre- 
dpice. Beiides the continual Afcent of this 
great Street, you are to fuppofe it running 
along the Top of a Ridge fo narrow, that 
the Street and the Row of Houfes on each 
Side, take up the' whole Breadth ; fo that, 
whether you turn to Right, or Left, you 
go Down-hill immediately, which is fo 
fteep, that it is very troublefome to thofc 
who have not very good Lungs, to walk 
in thofe Side-Lanes, which they call fVynds. 
By this Defcription you will perceive the 
Qty ftands upon the narrow Ridge of a 
long, aicending Mount^n. The Caftle is 
fituated on fo high a Rock, ftrongly forti- 
fied with a great Number of Towers, that 
it is looked upon as impregnable. This the 
Britmns called Caftle Myned Agned ; the 
ScoiSy the Maidens Caftle,, and the Virgin 
Caftle^ becaufe the Maiden PrincefTes of the 
Blood-Royal of the P/fifj, were kept here, 
in old Time. The Afcent upon wWch the 
City ftands, has, on the North-Side, a Pool, 
called the Norib-Locb^ and was^ formed^^ 
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guarded by another, on the South, called 
the Squtb-Loch ; but this laft is drained 
mariy Years ago, and upon the Batiks of it 
are bililt two feveral Trafts of Hoiifes. 
The Magiftrates have alfo, with great Ex- 
pence, brought one of the beft Springs of 
Scotland into the City, whkh they did by 
Leaden Kpcs, from a HiH, at about three 
Miles Diftance ; and, to make it more con- 
venient, they have erefted feveral ftately 
Conduits in the Middle of the High Street^ 
to ferve the Town with Water. From the 
Palace^Gate, Wcftward, this Street is called 
the Canon- Gate^ as belon^ng to the Canons 
of the Abbey, which is a kind of Suburb 
by itfelf. In this Part of the Street, though 
other wife not fo well inhabited as the City 
itfelf, are feveral very magnificent Houfes 
of the Nobility, built for their Refidence 
when the Court was here. Befides thefe, 
there is Vaft Numbers of Bawdy-Houfes in 
this Street j which amongft the Frequenters 
of, it is a common Qiiellion to alk. If they 
tave got a Pair of Canon-Gate Breeches 
meaning the Venereal Diftemper, which 
rages here, as well as in other Places, and 
had made its Appearance here above two 
Hundred Years ago. At the Upper, or 
Weft- End of this Street, where it joins to 
the City, is a Gate, which, like Ludgate^ 
parts, the City from the Suburb^ but docs 
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not d^fcontinue. the Street^ which, rather 
/widens, and is more fpacious, when you 
are through the Gate, than before. This 
is the famous Nelber-Bvw Forty whofe Doors 
were like to have been taken away by the 
Parliament, when the Affair of Captain 
Porteus was under tlieir Confideration^ 
Juft at this Gate, on the Qutfide, are two 
Streets, one of which is called SL Mary's 
Wyndy and the other Leith-lVynd ; the firli 
leads out of the City, South, into the 
Great Road for England^ by the Way of 
Kelfo \ and, at the Foot of it, a Gate, turrv- 
ing Weftward into the Low-Street, called 
ihtCGW'Gat€y beca.ufe the Catde are driven 
through it, to and from the Great Market- 
place : The other leads North, into a 
Suburb, called the CaUoHy fron^ whence 
there is a very handfome Gravel- Walk con- 
tinued to tlie To\yn of Leith, which b 
kept in Repair at the Publick Charge. We 
now enter the City at the Nefher-Bow Porf^ 
and hgve an open View up the High Street, 
where ftands the Tron Kirky and near jt, 
in the Middle of the Street, ftands tb$ 
Gu^rd-Houfe, where two Companies of Sol* 
diers, at the Chaise of the Town, do Duty 
every Nigjit, and keep the Publick Peacic 
erf the City. About Midway, between tlie 
Neik^'Pow and the CaftVe, ^^u^ xJcv^Cix^aSL 
Cburcli, which, before the RdotTrv^isa;^^^ 
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Colle^ate, and dedicated to St. Giles ; but 
it was afterwards divided into feveral Preach- 
ing Places ; and Diftrifts of the City were 
allotted to them, fo as to be Parochial. 
When King Charles the Firft ereftcd a 
new Biftioprick at Edinburgby which before 
that Time was in the Diocefe of St. An- 
drews^ it was made a Cathedral, and the 
Dean was Forenoon Minifter of that Part 
of it called the New Kirk^ which is the 
Choir, Chancel, or Eaftern Part. The Great 
Crofs, under the Tower, is called the Old 
JSrk •, and the Front, or Weft-Part of the 
Great Church, is divided into two Parts : 
that on the South is called the Tolbooth- 
JSrkj and that on the North, Haddo's Holey 
from the Laird of Haddo^ who, being a 
great Royalift, and Anti-covenanter, was 
kept Prifoner in a Vault there, till he was 
beheaded. The Steeple, in the Middle, is 
very high, and of good ArcWtefture ; the 
Summit of it refembles an Imperial Crown. 
Here they have a Sett of Bells, which are 
not rung out, as in England (for that Way 
of Ringing is not known in this Country) 
but are played upon by the Hand, with 
Keys, like a Harpfichord, the Perfon play- 
ing having great Leather Covers to his Fifts, 
by which he is able to ftrike with the more 
Force ; and, for the larger 'BdX^, ^«t, «t^ 
Treddles^ which he ftnke^ vntV >m&^«x. 
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They play all Manner of Tunes, very 
mufically j and the Town gives a Man a 
yearly Salary for playing upon them, from 
Half an Hour after Eleven, till Half an 
Hour after Twelve, every Day, Sundays 
and Holydays excepted. The fame Sort 
of Mufical Bells are alfo common all over 
Flanders and Holland, On the South-Side 
of this Church (formerly the Church- Yard) 
is a Squaqp of very fine Buildings, called 
the ParUament'Clofey the Weft and South- 
Sides of which are moftly taken up with 
the Parliament- Houfe, the feveral Courts of 
Juftice, the Council-Chamber, the Exche- 
quer, the Publick Regifters, the Lawyers 
Library, the Poft-Office, 6fr. The Great 
Church makes up the Nprth-Side of the 
Square ; and the Eaft, and Part of the 
South-Side, is built into private Dwellings, 
very ftately, lofty, and ftrong, being -feven 
Stories high, to the Front of the Square, 
and the Hill they ftand on having a very 
fteep Defcent, fome of them are no lefs than 
fourteen Stories high, backwards. In the 
Middle of this Square, or Court, is the 
Statue of King Charles the Second, in Braisr^ 
eredted upon a ftately Pedeftal, at the Charge 
of the City. The Great Opening into the 
High Street, being the only Paflage into it 
for Coaches^ is at the'NotlVv-''£.2&.Ccsixv^\ 
a Utdc from which U t\\^ \A3.^^-^^^^^-^ 
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where all the Proclamadona and Pubfidc 
A6ts are read, and publilhed by Heralds, 
and Sound of Trumpet. Here is the Great 
Parade, where Gentlemen meet for Bufine(s, 
or News, and ferves as an Exchange, every 
Day, from Eleven to One. 

Near the Weft-End of the Great Church, 
ftands the Toliootby or Common-Prilbn, as 
well for Criminals, as for Debtors. It was 
formerly the Place of Refidence for the 
Provoft of Si. GileSy as moft of t!he adjacent 
Houfes were for the Canons and Chorifters 
of that Church. The Great Church, and 
this Prifon, both ftanding in the Middle of 
the Street, the Breadth and Beauty of it is, 
for Ibme Space, interrupted ; but, beyond 
thofe Buildings, and a Middle Row, called 
the Lucken-Bootbsj the Street opens again 
to its former Breadth, and is now called the 
Lawn-Market^ from the Linnen-Market be- 
ing kept here. This Part of the Street ex- 
tends Weft, to a narrower one, which leads 
to the Cafile Hill. At the upper End of 
it is a Stone Building, appropriated to feve- 
.ral Publick Offices, of Icfler Note, called 
thePTeigh-Houfey for, Below-ftairs, are Ware- 
Houfes, with publick Weights and Scales, 
for weighmg heavy Goods. In this Place, 
the Rebels kept a Guard, when they en- 
deavourcd to bcfiege the Caftle, but Ibmc 
Oumoa btinf^ pointed to \t &Qm ^ C^S^^^ 
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ibeat a Part of it down, and diiperlbd their 
Guard. 

Here the High Street parts into two, 
one of which leads to the Caftk Hill^ as 
already noticed, and the other turns South- 
Weft, and, defccnding gradually, leads to 
the Grafs Market^ a Place very like Smith- 
fields on Account of a weekly Market for 
Black Cattle, Sheep, Horfes, tf^. This 
Street, which is called the JVeJl-Bew^ is; iii* 
habited, moflly, by Wbolefale Dealers ia 
Iron, Pitch, Tarr, Oil, Hemp, Flax, lin- 
ieed, Druggs, Woads, and fuch-like heavy 
Goods. 

This City has feven Qates, or Ports, be- 
longing to it, the firft of which is called the 
Netber-baW'fort^ this is the chief Gate ; it 
was niagmficently built in 1 606, and adorn- 
ed with Towers on both fides v this i& the 
Entrance from the Palace, and the princi- 
pal Suburb, called the Canon-Gale, adly^ 
The Cowgate-Port at the Eaft-end, likewife 
gives Entrance to the Street of that Name^ 
leadins to the Abby by a back Way. 
3d. The Pottir-Row-Port gives Entrance to 
the Suburb fo called, and leads to Dalkeiib^ 
Kdfo^ Wc. Southward. 4th. The Saciety^- 
Port^ called fo from the Society of Brewers^ 
who have a great fquare Court near it^ with 
lately Hou/es and Bu\ld\n^% loxxtA*^. c;^ 
the ffyi'Port^ the only Gaxfca\.xi»^^S^ 
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end of the City, which leads through a larg 
Suburb-to Glafgow^ Stirling^ ^een^s-Ferry 
and from thence to the Weft and Nortl 
Highlands. 6th. The New-Port^ at th 
Eaft End of the Lake, leading Northwards 
towards a Village called Mouter^s Hill, am 
Leiih. 7th, 'JhtColledge-Kirk-Port, leadin] 
alfo to Leitb, The next remarkable Build 
ings, are, . Firft, Hmofs Worky which i 
really a large and ftately Building, adornei 
with a confecrated Chapel, and pleafar 
Gardens : It was built by the Revereni 
Dofter Balcanquhaly to whom George Herioi 
Jeweller to King James VI, left nea 
Seventeen thoufand Pounds, to be difpofe 
of in pious Ufes ; which that worthy Dea 
did, by building and endowing this HouC 
and giving Statutes to it, which he ordere 
ihould be unalterable. It is a Nurfery fc 
an indefinite Number of the Soqs of Free 
men, who are maintained, cloathed, an< 
educated in ufefiil Learning, till they are f 
for Apprentifliips, or^ to ^o to the Univei 
fity, where they are allowed handfome SaL 
ries and Exhibitions. The next moft r< 
markable, is the Royal Infirmary, latel 
eredted, but not quite finiflied or filled, bi 
by our fick and wounded Soldiers -, it hs 
great number of Conveniencies, and a beai 
dful large .Building •, the Krc\^\vv3cv^tc^ ^ 
Opcradons is alfo the gcatA^'> »^ ^ 
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defigned, of any I had before feen : It was 
built by the liberal Contributions of many 
well di^fed Perfons, and there was fo ge- 
neral a Good- will to the Work, that the like 
Spirit has hardly ever been known any where. 
The Proprietors of fewral Stone Quarries 
made Prefents of Stone to it, others of 

' Lime, Merchants contributed Tiniber. The 
Wrights and Mafons were not wanting in 
their Contributions alio : The neighbouring 
Farmers agreed to carry Materials graiis : 
His Majcfty was alfo pleafed to give one 
hundred Pounds towards it. The following 
is the Infcription on the firft Stone, The 
Royal Infirmary at Edinburgh, founded Au- 
guft 2, 1738. £tfr/ Cromarty, G.M Next 
19 the Royal Palace, a very handfome Build- 
ing, rather convenient than large ; it was 
formerly both a Royal Palace and an Ab- 
bey, founded by King David the firft, for the 
Canons Regular of Saint Auftin^ who named 
it Holyrood-Houfe^ or the Houfe of the Ho- 
ly Crofs, which vzasLhurnt ^y.Xitfi'^ Crom- 
well^ but nobly re-edified by King Charles 
the Second, and of wliich his Grace the 
Duke of Hamilton is hereditary Keeper; it 
is now almoft negledted. The Entrance 
from the great outer Court, is adorned 
vnth Pillars of hewn Stone, under a Cutjula 
in form of an Imperial Cto^tv, >c»ieo&x^S«^

two Wings, on each fide of which are tw( 
Turrets ; that towards the North was buil 
by King James V. whofc Name it bears ii 
Letters of Gold, and that towards Souti 
(as well as all the reft) by King Charles 11 
whereof Sir William Brace Was Architedl 
The inner Court is very ftately, all of Free 
ftone, well hewed, with a Colonade roun 
it, from whence are Entries into the fevc 
Tal Apartments ; but above all, the Ion 
Gallery is very remarkable, being adorr 
cd with the Pidlures of all the Scots King 
from Fergus I. done by mafterly Handi 
This ferved as a lodging Room for our So 
diers, upon Straw, as were moft of th 
other Rooms, The adjoyning Park b 
longing to this Abbey before mentionec 
is a£out four Miles in Circumference ; bi 
what is vdry odd, there is neither Deer nc 
Tree in it ; and though it be very moui 
tainous, affords good Paftupc for Cattl 
^excepting the mighty craggy Rock in i 
«icar half a Mile to the Top, called Arthur 
Seaty from Arthur the Britiftf King, wh< 
sthcy fay, ufed to view the adjacent Cound 
from thence. This Palace, or Abbey, ar 
I^ark, are a Sanftuary for Debtors. Clo 
4o this Abbey, is a neat Phyfic Garde 
abounding with great variety ' of curioi 
. Plants, with Stoves, under the direftlon 
Dofter Cbcurles Jljlouj the prefent Bfitanii 
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Profeffor, a moft learned and curious Gen- 
tleman. Next, and laftly, is the Coll^, 
or Univerfity, which ftands near the Pet- 
Ur-mw-fort \ it confifts of three Courts, two 
lower, and one higher, equal to the other 
two ; thefe Courts are incompaffed with 
neat Buildings, foF the ufe of fuch Students 
as pleafe to lodge in them ; for they do not 
live in common, nor are they obliged to 
refide, but only to attend their Claffes at 
certain Hours. There is a high Tower over 
the great Gate looking to the City. The 
fortune of this City hath in former Ages 
been very variable and inconftant, fometimes 
it was fubjcft to the Scots ^ and otherwhiles to- 
the Englijb^ who inhabited the Eaft Parts of 
Scotland^ until it became wholly under the 
Scofs Dominion, about the Year 960, when 
the Englijh being overrpowered, and quiteop- 
preffed by the Danes^ were enforced to quit 
all their Intereft here, as unable to grapple 
witJi two fuch potent Enemies. Edinburgh 
is certainly a fine City, and, I believe, o^i 
boafl: of the higheft Houfes in Europe ; not- 
withilanding, it has its Faults, and thofe very 
great, meaning its Naftincfs, which is com- 
pdfed of Excrements in all ' Parts of the 
Town ; and in a Morning, about fevfti 
o'clock, before the Excrements are fwcpt 
away from the Doors, it-ftinks intolerably, 
for which, I believe, it exceeds all pans of 

3 the 
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the World : For after ten o'CIock in t 
Evening, it is Fortune favours you if 
Chamber-pot, with Excrements, ^c. is n 
thrown on your Head, if you are walkii 
the Streets ; it is then not a little Diverfii 
to a Stranger, to hear all Paffers-by, c 
out, with a loud Voice, fufEcient to rea 
the Tops of the Houfes, (which are gen 
rally fix or feven Stories high, in the Fro 
of the High-Street,) Hoadyare Hoand^ i. 
hold your Hand, and means, do not thro 
till I am paft. Every Stair-cafe is called 
Turnpike, or Land, with the Addition 
fome Name to diftinguifti it from anothei 
as for Example, Hold your Hand in Blac 
fryar\ Land ; this, with variation, is d 
common Cry all over the Streets, at t( 
o'clock at Night, and after. At fir ft wh( 
I came here, and enquiring out various Pei 
pie, (not then knowing there was Cadie 
i. e. Boys on purpofe to direft and fhe 
Peoples Houfes J they fometimes direftc 
me to fome Clofe or Wynd, as they C2 
all their Alleys, and then to fuch a Tun 
|>ike, which in their Englijh^ is a Stair-Cafi 
I found, with the greateft Difficulty, tl 
Perfons I wanted ; for every Family, i 
the beft Rank, general^ have but oi 
Floor, fome only half a Floor, and othe 
lefs i the Gentry take the firft and fecon^ 
£A; am] the Poor niount on high. Wh< 

1' 
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ypu ajcend tbdr Stair^Cafes, wMch are all 
Stone, the firft thing at every Landing pre- 
fented to your View, are human Excrements, 
one upon another, and fo thick laid, that 
it is with difficulty you can pals them with- 
out bruifing them, which at the fame time 
emits a moft voktil Hautgoikt, not at all 
agreeable to Strangers. They keepClofe- 
Stools in their Bed-Rooms, which they call 
Boxes, which are emptied out of the Win- 
dows in the Night •, {o Shitten-luck general- 
ly Kghts on the Perfon who walks at late 
Hours in the Streets. 

The Women here ufe the Scois Plaids 
about their Heads and Shoulders, exa&ly of 
the Shape, and worn after the fame manner 
with the Fkmmingers Veils ; only thefe are 
of different Colours, made of Worfled, and 
the Foreigners always black Silk ; thefe are 
very good Cover-fluts, and ferve to hide the 
Naftinefs of their Undrefs. Great numbers 
of the Ladies of Edinburgh are very hand- 
fome, light haired, and fair Complexions, - 
with Freckles : along the Streets, they have 
a noble Walk and ereft Deportment ; you' 
muft, at the fame time, underfland that 
EdirJm'gb is to Scotland^ as London to Eng- 
Umdy where all the Beauties of the diftant 
Counties come for Education, which makes 
their Numbers fecm much more, than other- 
wife it would be : They are alfo v^t^ *vx- 
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duftrious, and take great Pride in having 
mod part of their Cloaths theproduft of their 
own working ; they are great Admirers of 
white thread Stockings, and alfo of (hewing 
them upon their Legs ; but what is ftill bet- 
ter, they make them themfelves, for it is a 
very great Rarity to fee a Scotch Woman fit 
idle ; nay, over the Tea-Table, they are ge- 
nerally at work, either upon their Thread to 
make them linnen or Plaids, or elfe knit- 
ing themfelves Stockings or Gloves, moft 
curious and fine ; a piece of Induftry that our 
Engli/h Ladies take no care after ! but more 
the Pity, and their Men, on the contrary, 
live as idle. 

Our whole Army expcfts to morrow (His 
Royal Highnefs commanding,) to march 
againft the Rebels, who are deftroying every 
thing they can lay Hands on about Falkirky 
where the Battle happened, and it is thought 
there will be a Famine in the Country fbon : 
unhappy, of confequence, muft our Troops 
be, in going after thefe Rebels, if we can get 
nothing to eat, but what we muft be fup- 
plicd vv-ith from England. But however W4? 
are all in high Spirits, by means of his 
Royal Highnefs's Prefence, who alfo gives 
new Life to the Soldiers, and we want no- 
thing, but to meet with cur Enemy fpeedi- 
ly. Three fourths of Edinburgh are fuppofcd 
to be JdCvbiUs \ and t\\ofe o? tV^^ Town^ 
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who pretend to be ftanch Whigs, even tell 
us fo. And the Ladies in general, are in 
love with the Pretender's Son's Perfon, and 
wear white Breaft-Knots and Ribbons in his 
Favour, in all their private Affemblies.We are 
too, moft miferably accommodated, and 
meet with innumerable Hardfhips from the 
Inclemency of the Weather •, thus it is in 
the Lowlands, and what then mull we ex- 
pe6t in the Higlilands, which we think foon 
to approach. I am quite tired with writing, 
fo end

SIR, 

I Set out with the Army, Jan. 3 1 . and paflcd 
through L$ithy a Mile from Edinburgh, 
a Sea-Port Town, large for this Coun- 
try, Tituated on both Sides the River Leith, 
over which is a ftately Stou^^t\4^^ \s^ 
yrhich Ships of Burthen rrvaN com^^ ^xA^ 

G ^^^ 
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high Water lay their Sides clofe to the Shore ; 
here is a very fine Quay, well wharfFed up 
with Stone, and fenced with Piles ; at the 
Mouth of the Harbour, is a very long well 
built Pier, or Head, which runs out be- 
yond the Land a great way, and defends 
the Entrance into the Harbour, from being 
j filled up with Sand, as it would otherwift 

1 be, when the Wind blows hard at North- 

Eaft. There are alfo Ranges of Piles, oi 
Break- Waters, as the Seamen call them, on 
the other fide of the Harbour, all which arc 
kept in good repair ; and by this means the 
Harbour is preferved and kept open, ir 
fpite of a flat Shore, and a large Swell oi 
the Sea. The Firth is here feven Miles 
acrofs to Kinghorn on the other fide, where 
are Ferry- Boats for Men and Horfe pafling 
every Tide. Formerly this Town waj 
ftrongly fortified by one Dejfey z, Frenchman. 
for the Security of Edinburgh ; after whic[ 
great Numbers of People flocked hither 
and in a fliort Time, from a meah Village, ii 
grew to a large Town . In the Reign of oui 
KingHarrythc Eighth, the Sufferings and Ca- 
lamities, both of it and its Neighbours, wer< 
grievous and inexprefllble, being both burnt 
and plundered by Sir John Dudley^ Vifcount 
Leflie^ Lord High Admiral of England j whc 
came hither with a puiflant Army, anc 
broke down the Pier, butivvt\% wcrj SdcV 
2 iJcyfcx^^ 
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thereof, and took away all the Scots Ships 
that were fit to fcrve him ; which kind of 
Execution was done likewife at Dunbar. 
Afterwards when Francis^ King of France^ 
had taken to Wife Mary Qiieen of Scots^ 
the Frenchmen^ who in hope's and conceit had 
already devoured Scotland^ and began now to 
gape for England^ A. D. 1560. ftrengthen- 
ed it again with new Fortifications : but 
Queen Elizabeth being folicited by the No- 
bles, who had embraced the Proteftant Re- 
ligion, to fide with them, by her Wifdom 
and Prowefs fo effeded the Matter, that the 
French were enforced to return into their 
own Country, and all their Fortifications 
were laid level with the Ground ; and Scot- 
land hath ever fince been freed from the 
French^ and Leith hath become a very opu- 
lent and flouriftiing Port for Edinburgh. 
After leaving this Town, we have a beau- 
tiful Profpeft of the City and Caftle of E<Un- 
burgh on our left, where the whole City ap- 
peared, at this View, not unlike a Caftle, in 
relation to the height of the Houfes, and 
their building a Top. From hence we next 
came to ^eerCs-Ferry^ a fmall fifliing Town, 
fituated clofc to the Forth fliore, fuppofed 
to be fo called from Saint Margaret^ Queen 
to King Malcolm Canmore^ as the Ihorteft 
Paffage over the Forth to Dumferling^ where 
Ihe refided much, audbe^^\\VQi\sd^^'^^^^-

naftery. Here is always a fpeedy Paffag 
oyer the Firtb^ and only two Miles i 
breadth, (which at Leith is feven, and befide 
obliged to wait the Wind and Tide.) I 
the middle of the Firth^ juft oppofite thi 
Village, you have a fmall Ifland, with th 
remains of an antient Caftle upon it : Hci 
we have a fine flat Corn Country along tli 
Banks of the Firtb^ of which we a conftar 
View on our right ; but on the other fid< 
called Fifejbirey you fee a vaft Ridge of hig 
Mountains. In our Road from this la 
Town to BurroftownefSy we travel along th 
Banks of the Forth ; and in our Way pa 
by one of the noblefl Seats in Scotland^ cal 
ed Hopton-Houfe ; it is compofed of a larg 
Front and two Wings, (fomewhat like Bua 
ingham-Houfe^) one Wing makes the Stc 
bles, and the other his Library ; its bcin 
fituated upon a rifmg Ground, and near tl 
Banks of the Fortb^ makes it command 
moft delightful Profpcft along that Rive 
and the adjacent Country.. Burroftowne 
is a long Town, confifting only of one ftraj 
ling Street, which is extended along tl 
Shore, clofe to the Water ; it is faid to pn 
duce the beft Seamen in the Firth^ who a] 
very good Pilots to the Coaft of Hollani 
the Balticky and the Coaft of Norway ^ \ 
which Places they drive a great Tradi 
From hence we turn to our Left, and i 
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about five or fix Miles March we come to 
Linlithgow^ vulgarly UtbgoWy noted for the 
nobleft King*s Palace in Scotland^ . and a' 
grand Church, (which ftands upon a level 
with the Palace, and is a curious Work of 
fine Stone,) and a Lake plentifully ftocked 
with Fifh ; from which Lake it feems to 
derive its Name ; for Lin in the Briti/h Lan- 
guage fignifies a Lake. This Town it a 
Royal-Burgh, well built, (for this Country) 
and is accommodated with Conduits, which 
furnifh Water to the Inhabitant's, and with 
a flately Town Houfe, for the meeting of 
the Gentry and Citizens, and with a Har- 
bour at Blacknefs. The King's Houfe be- 
fore mentioned, ftands upon a rifing Ground, 
which runs almoft in the middle of the Loch, 
and looks like an Amphitheatre ; haying 
Terras Walks, (as it were,) and a defcent 
from, them ; but upon the Top, where the * 
Caftle ftands, it is plain. Tins Palace has 
Apartments like Towers at the four Cor- 
ners; and in the midft of the Court is a 
ftately Fountain, adorned with feveral curi- 
ous Statues, the Water whereof rifcs to a 
gdod Heighth, The Church of St. McbaePs 
makes a part of this Buildmg, and is a 
Wing on the right Hand of the firft Court, 
as the proper Offices make the left, but is 
•now much in Ruins* TVi^ To^kw*\^ \\^\sAiw 
^r ar great linaen Masm^«&xa^ ^^ ;^ 
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Water of the lake here^ is eftcemcd fo c 
traordinary for bleaching or whitening 
Linnen Cloth, that a vaft deal of it 
brought hither from other parts of the Cou 
ry for that purpofe. 

Our Army was without the Town, dra\ 
up in order of Battle, expefting the Reb 
would fland us ; but it proved a falfe Alarr 
for in truth the Rebels were nearer Stirli 
at this time, and preparing to get fro 
thence as faft as they could. When i 
were drawn up in the Field, we had a w 
lancholy Sight, for the Palace, before d 
fcribed, was through fome Accident let < 
Fire, and continued burning without ai 
help for the contrary, when we marched c 
the Field. From hence we came to Falkir 
but not without feveral falfe Alarms ; befo 
we came to which Place, we pafs. by Cale 
dar-HoufCj the Seat of the Earl of Kilmamoc 
the Commander of the Rebel Huzzars ; 
is an old Building of no great confequenc 
but has a noble Firr Wood on the backfid 
upon a Hill. Fronting . this Houfe, yc 
have a vaft fpace of flat Ground, the For. 
keeping its Courfe in the middle ; the Pn 
fpeft is moft delightful and entertaining, t 
reafon of the great number of Gentlemej 
Seats, fituated on either fide the Banks i 
the F/r/jh. 7 hefe Houfes are of white Ston 
and the Rook covered with bVafc SVa: 
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which make a moft agreeable glittering in . 
Sun-ftune Weather, winch we then had. 
About a Mile from Calendar Houfe vft enter 
Falkirk^ which Town is not fo big as Litb- 
gow •, it is a Burgh or Barony, fituated up- 
on a rifmg Ground. This Town is famous 
for the notable Battle which was fought here, 
betwixt King Edward the Firft, and the 
Scots ; wherein were flain no lefs then two 
thoufand Men. 

Juft out of this Town we encamped, 
February i . and remained one Night under 
our Tents, and cold Lodging we had, for 
it was a hard Froft ; we were now pretty 
fenfible of the Hardfhips we had endured for 
feveral Days paft, when we could get nei- 
Viftuals nor Drink for our Money, the 
Rebels having confumed all the Provifions, 
and had juft left the Town as we entered, 
flying before the Duke with great Confu- 
fion. We here found moft of our wounded 
Men, whom they had made Prifoners in 
the late Aftion, which they in their Retreat 
had been obliged to leave behind them. Alittle * 
before we reached this Town, we had a view 
of Stirling Caftle, at about nine Scots Miles 
diftance, fituated on a vaft high Hill. We 
now hear the Rebels have left Sterling with 
great precipitation, and paffed tht Forth 
about four Miles above the Town, (for one 
.Arch of the Bridge w?k& \iVy«twNx^M^^~ 
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neral Blaketief^ Order, fo they could no 
pafe over it,) and without taking the Caftle 
which they were always fure of in their owi 
Thoughts. After decamping, we left Fal 
kirkj and haftened to Stirling^ which wi 
had in full view, at four Miles diftance 
In our way thither, wc paffed by the Plac 
where the late battle of Falkirk happened 
which Curiofity tempted me to fpend fom 
time in remarking -, and I met with a Coun 
tryman, juft on the Spot, who lived clofe by 
was an Eye-witncfs, and gave me its Hi! 
tory. We alfo paffed by Torr-IVoodj whicl 
ferved as a Harbour for the Rebels, befor 
the late Battle ; it is chiefly compofed o 
Fii's and Beech. We expefted to mee 
with fome lurking Rebels now here, bu 
did not. From hence the Town of Stirlin 
made a beautiful Appearance, being buil 
juft like Edinburgh^ all up a Hill, the Caftl 
making the Top of the Town. Juft befor 
we cam^ to this Town, there is a fmall Vil 
lage, called St. Nimarty the Kirk of whicl 
the Rebels had made their Magazine, ant 
in it, the Inhabitants told us, was container 
near fix thoufand Weight of Powder, whici 
in their precipitate Flight they blowed up 
the Report of which we heard upon ou 
March, near Falkirk : They fet Fire to i 
by difcharging a Mufket into the Powdei 
7 Aere w^s three Men otdtttd to wx^ws 
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this Operation ; but the firft Firing did j 
and the Church gave a terrible Shock, and 
deftroycd feveral of the Rebels, who were 
the Aftors of this Tragedy, and nine or 
eleven of the Town's - People were alfo 
buried in its Ruins, wluch our Men dug 
out, for the Sake of their Cloaths, while 
we halted at Stirling, Its great Shock alfo 
broke all the Windows in this Village, fo 
that we thought, at firft Sight, they were 
lb niany Baudy-Houfes, till we underftood 
the Caufe : Many of the Windows alfo in 
Stirling fufFered, with their neighbouring 
Town, or Suburbs. Stirling^ at this Time, 
was evacuated by the Rebels, they having 
left it in great Confufion, and was now 
entirely filled with the King's Forces ; and 
our Regiment coming in laft (we being an 
Efcort to the Train) we could get no Quar- 
ters, and hardly Viftuals : I was fcarce ever 
in more Diftrefs, till Providence aflifted 
me very accidentally. The Rebels Eflbrts 
towards taldng the Caftle, had proved all 
in V^ ; their Batteries they had r^fed, 
were all beaten down by the Firing from 
the Caftle, and their Men in vaft Num- 
bers killed •, their Cannon (feveral of which 
. were fixteen and eighteen Pounders) drove 
from their Batteries, and difmounted, and 
their Muzzels the Sides beat to%exkN£x^ Vs^ 
two or three Cannon-Bai\s> viV\Oct\«^^^tifiL 
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upon different Parts of the Circle, by the 
Skilfulnefs of our Markfmen in the Cattle. 
The Rebels then finding their mighty Ef- 
forts all in Vain, and the Duke haftening 
after them, hurried away, leaving all their 
Cannon behind, and many other Things : 
And the Time our Men halted here, which 
was two Days, they were continually dig- 
ging in the Trenches, to find dead Men, 
for their Cloaths, Sand-Bags, fc?^. others 
feeking out where Cannon-Bails had razed 
the Earth, then they dig for them ; and 
by this Means they got much Money in 
felling them ; which made it a Sort of Car- 
nival all over the Town ; this Monty 
making them firft drunk, and then mad. 
Here was continually great Numbers of 
the Rebels brought in to the Duke, who 
had hid themfelves in Holes and Corners, 
and who had not a timely Notice of their 
Brethrens leaving their Qiiarters. Some of 
thefe our Men, as foon as taken, ftripped 
of their Cloaths, and dreffcd themfelves 
up in the Captive- Highlander* s, with their 
Targets, CsTc. Their ftrutting about in this 
Manner, made a very comical Appearance, 
and was very diverting. Whole: Companies 
of the Iri//j Brigades had deferted from the 
Rebels, and delivered themfelves up to his 
Royal Highnefs. The Great Street in this 
Town looks very grand, atv^ i3cv^W<3s&:k 
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are exceeding Wgh, fo that they approach, 
in Height, very near to thofe at Edinburgh : 
Here is alfo feveral very antique Buildings, 
in the higheft Part of the Town, but great- 
ly decayed, by being negledted. The Caftle 
is not fo very difficult of Accefs as that of 
Edinburgh^ but is efteemed equally ftrong, 
being built on a vaft high Rock, The 
Works are capable of mounting more 
Cannon ; and there is a Battery that com- 
mands the Bridge, which is of the utmoft 
Importance, and feems to have been the 
main End and Purpofe for which it was 
built. The Walls, with a Variety of Cafe- 
mates, and all the Outworks, are very 
firm, and, feemingly, in good Condition. 
It appears alfo, in every Relpeft, a very 
grand and magnificent Strufture ; the Ar- 
chiteAure is noble, and ftrong -, feveral of 
the Buildings within it are faced with wreath- 
ed Pillars, confifting of various Emblems, 
in curious antient Carving. Upon the 
Baftions, on the North-Side of the Caftle, 
we had a itioft agreeable Profpeft over the 
Valley, and of the Meanders, Turnings, 
or Reaches of the River Forth \ which 
River runs very near the Caftle, and has 
a vaft extenfive flat Land on each Side 
its Banks. Here are three Double Reaches, 
which make fix Retv\Tn^.to%tx)cv^T ^ ^ccv^s^ ^-^^ 
of them above fix ScoU Mi^t% m Vkw?^ \ 
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and as the Bows are almoft equal for Brcadtl 
^as the Reaches are for Length, it niak< 
the Figure compleat. This beautiful wine 
ing Courfe gave me infinite Satisfadtion, f< 
a long Time, to behold ; at the fame Tim< 
Lthought, it excelled every Thing of tl 
Kind I had ever fcen. It continues from 
little below the Great Bridge at Stirling^ i 
jillowayy the Scat of the Earls of Ma 
The Form of this Winding may be coi 
ceivcd by the Length of the Way ; for it 
itwenty-four Miles from Stirling to AlUnVi 
by Water, and hardly four Miles by Lam 
Adjoining to the Caftle, were formerly larj 
'Gardens : The Figure of the Walks ar 
Grafs- Plots are ftill plainly to be fcen. Tl 
iBridge of Stirling is a very noble Buildinj 
^confifting of four very large Arches, wi 
Watch-Towers on each Side ; one of whi< 
being blown up, we were obliged to (lay t 
it was rebuilt with Boards, which was doj 
in two Days. We had here fine Profpcd 
both Eaft and Weft ; Eaftward, we cou 
:j)lainly fee the Caftleof Edinburgh^ and tl 
Hill called Arthur's Seat -, and Weftwan 
-we could fee Dumbarton Caftle. To tl 
Southward, we faw Dtmblain^ and the Fie 
-of Battle, called Sberiff-Muir. From 5// 
ilittg^ our firft Day's Journey was to Du 
ilain^ a pleafant little Town, fituated i 
the Bank of the River Teitb^ or Taich : 
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was made a Biflioprick by King David the 
Firft s and the Ruins of the Bilhops and 
Canons Houfes are ftill to be feen. Here 
our Army was cantoned, and in all the ad- 
jacent Villages, fituated always at the Foot 
of a Mountsun, an<J confiding of three , fix, 
eight, and ten Houfes each. In coming 
hither, we pafled over Stirling-Bridge^ and 
began to afcend thofe mighty and dreadful 
Mountains, called the Highlands^ which we 
always had in View at Stirling^ and which 
we as often dreaded to afcend. From hence 
we pafled feveral Windings of the River 
jillen^ which falls into the Firth at Stirling \ 
and on our Right pafled by Sheriff- A^ir^ 
where the Battle with the Rebels was fought, 
in the Year 1715. From thence we came 
to Methely a fmall Village, and then pafled 
by (at fome final 1 Diftance) DrummGnd- 
Caftie^ the Seat of the Duke of Perth^, 
fituated on the Banks of the Em •, about 
two Miles further was Crieff twelve Miles 
North of Stirling^ a fmall Village, about 
the Bignefs of Dumblain^ where we were 
cantoned, as before. Here we under- 
ftood the Rebels had left this Place the Day 
before Part of our Army .entered it, and 
had divided themfclves into three feparate 
Corps ; the Clans o\cer the Tay-Bridge^ to- 
wards their Hills again -, the Lowlanders of 
Bamff and Angujhire^ are gone towards Dun- 

keldy. 
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keld^ with four Covered Waggons, and feven 
Pieces of Cannon ; and the Perfon calkd 
Lord John Drumnond^ with all the Irifh^ 
and other Troops, that came from France^ 
are gone for Aberdeen^ as the give out. 
From Crief our next D4y's March was for 
Perth •, and it proved a very long one, and 
very bad Roads, but now and then we had 
agreeable Firr Woods, which are mighty 
Iblicary and amufing, and are the only arti- 
ficial Beauty of thefe Mountainous Places, 
being always planted very clofe and regular, 
and afford an entertaining Scene to a wearied 
Traveller. About three Miles before we 
canie to Perthy ■ we pafs by Huntingtoun^ a 
Seat of the Dutchefs of AthoVs^ having 
Firr-Tree Woods on' every Side ; but we 
had not a Sight of Perth till we came 
within Half a Mile of it, becaufe of its 
lying in a Hollow. Pofterity has named it, 
from a Church founded in Honour of St. 
John^ St. John's Town ; and the Englifh^ 
in the Heat of the War between the Bruce^s 
and the Baliorsj fortified it with large Bul- 
warks, the greateft Part of- which the Scots 
afterwards demolifhed : It is neverthclefs a 
neat, little City, pleafantly fituated between 
two Greens, which they call The Inches, and 
ferve for Bleeching their Linnen Cloath, of 
which they have a great Manufafture here. 
It has thrtt very \on^ Suc^x.^^ ^sA vwaxv^f 
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crofs ones, with an old Wall in Ruins, fur- 
rounding every Side, excepting that which 
is bordered by the famous River Tay^ the 
biggeft in all Scotland ; by which it is fur- 
nilhed every Tide with Commodities from 
the Sea, in their Light Veffels, which come 
up to a handfome Key, joining to the Town. 
Perlh is the fecond Town in Scotland for 
Dignity : Near it. flood antiently the Town 
of Berths which being overflowed by an 
Inundation of the Tay^ occafioned the 
building of this, where it now Hands. The 
Town is well fupplied with all Sorts of Sea- 
Fi(h, and from the River prodigious Quan- 
tities of Salmon, and extreamly good ; 
which they carrj^ tojEdMur^b^ and to all 
the Towns \vKre tliey fiave ho Salmon, and 
barrel up great Quantities for Exportation. 
Here is fcveral antient Houfes in this Town» 
and about a Mile diftant on the other Side 
the Tayj I faw the famous Palace or Monaf- 
tery of Scone^ extending two Hundred Feet 
in the Front, and has been honoured witfi 
the Coronation of all the Kings of Scotland, 
ever fince Kenneth, who having, hard by, 
made a general Slaughter of the Pi5is, 
placed a Stone here, inclofed in a Wooden 
Chair, for the Inauguration of the Kings of 
Scotland : It was brought out of Ireland 
into Argilejhire, ' and from thence hither \ 
hut w^s carried away b^ t\\^ \\0^wo\3t'5.^^»^\^^ 
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Edward the Firft, and placed in Wejiminjle 
Abbey ^ where it now is. The Rebels, wht 
they marched from this Town, left thirtet 
Pieces of Iron-Cannon, about eight ar 
twelve Pounders,- nailed up ; and tb 
threw into the River fourteen Swivel Gur 
lately belonging to his Majefty's Sloop t 
Hazard^ which were taken out again t 
Morning after we arrived here ; they al 
•threw a great Quantity of Cannon-Ba 
into the River. After Haying here a D; 
and two Nights, the next Day being t 
Eighth of February^ two Detachments 
-five Hundred Foot each were ordered fc 
wards, one to Bunkeld^ under the Commai 
of Lieutenant- Colonel Sir Andrew Agnt 
with one Hundred and Twenty Argilejhi} 
men added thereto •, the other under t 
Command of Lieutenant-Colonel Leigbtt 
to CaJik'Menzie^ a Mile on the other Si 
^ay-Bridge ; with the firft of which it ha 
pened to be my Lot to march. 

The reft of the Army remained at Pen 
in order to reft the Reginients of Fo< 
after the great Fatigue they have undergor 
We fet out of Pertb^ for Dtinkeld^ early 
the Morning, it fnowing very hard, ai 
arrived there at Four a- Clock in the Aft< 
noon. In this Journey we had a m( 
agreeable Variety ; we were now a-goii 
over the Hill, as they called it, but prov 
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be of the Plural Number, for no fooncr 
d we got ever one high Mountain, and 
:o a pleafant Valley, but another Hill, 
gher, prefented itfelf, for our next La- 
ur. Between, and upon the Declivity 

thefe Hills, we had moft folitary Firr- 
^oods, all regularly planted ; and often- 
nes a perfect Sugar-loaf-fliaped Mount 
IS chofen for this Purpofe, which, was it 

a Roman Catholick Country, no Place 
Duld be more acceptable for the fixing of 
Crucifix, or Saint, to worfhip. After 
)U have paffed a Ridge of Mountains, 
d come into a Valley, you are fure of 
eeting a moft agreeable River, with noify 
irling Streams, occafioned by large Rock- 
ones lying in every Part, and the River 

moft Places being exceeding fhallow, fo 
at the Stones are frcquendy higher than 
e Water ; the Sides of the Banks being 

often lined with the fame rocky Sub- 
mce, make the Stream glide moft fwft- 
. There happens frequently to be a con- 
fed and vaft Number of thefe craggy 
ocks lying in different Parts of the River ; 
here thefe happen, it feems to threaten 
Stoppage to the Stream -, but Nature, by 
lis Obftrudion, colledts a larger Quantity 
' Water, and forces its Way with a violent 
urrent •, which Cafcade, together with its 
Toife, gives a Pcrfon difpofcd to Solitude a

moft agreeable Harmony : But with all 
thefe pleafmg Varieties, yet we endure great 
Fatigue and Hunger 5 for when we have 
overcome all the Difficulties, in afccnding 
thefe Mountains, and are frequently wet, 
and cold with the piercing Winds, and our - 
Journey is over, we are then at a Lofs for 
both Bed and Nourifhment. The Rebels, 
who have juft pafled before us, have al- 
ways eat up and deftroyed every TMng for 
Suftenance. We did not fee Dunkeld till 
we came juft upon it ; it then feemed to be 
a very neat and moft agreeable fmall Vil- 
lage, but enclofed with moft high Moun- 
tains on every Side, having the foremen- 
tioned beautiful River Tay winding almoft 
round it, and is very broad, fo that we are 
always obliged to be ferryed over, to get 
into the Town. Here is two Ferries for 
this Purpofe, at different Ends of the Town, 
where are Boats for Men and Horfe always 
in Rcadinefs ; at either of which Places the 
River is exceeding deep, and the Water 
looks quite black at a Diftance. This 
Town, by King Davidy was adorned with 
an Epifcopal See, and, on Account of the 
Name, is looked upon by moft as a Town 
of tht Caledonians y and thofe Perfons in- 
terpret it. The Hill of Hazels^ who will have 
it to take the Name from the Hazels of the 
CaUdodian Foreft ; It vs &LXio\md^^ ^vth ^ 
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pan Hills^ on the North-fide of Tiry : It 
is the chief Market Town of the Highlands. 
The Duke of Atbol has a noble Seat, and 
newly bulk, in this Town : Here was alfo 
formerly a beautiful and magnificent Cathe- 
dral Church, dedicated to St. Columba^ the 
Seat of a Bifhop, whofe Chapter or Preben- 
daries were Culdees^ or Black Monks •, but 
they were diffolved at the Reformation, and 
moft Part of the Church is now in Ruins. 
There is, at prefent, a moft remarkable 
Crack, all up, and through the Building of 
the Steeple, which is of Stone, and which, 
in Painting, would make a moft enter- 
taining Landfkip ; the Duke's Houfe, and 
this Church makes the greateft Part of the 
Town, The Gardens here, belonging to 
the Duke of AtboU are all of Nature's form- 
ing. You have here Variety of Mounts 
and Flats, adorned with Statues, and a 
neat Green-Houfe ; 4s alfo a handfome 
Stove, with many curious Plants in it, fuch 
as Pine- Apples, Torch-Thiftles, Oranges, 
Lemons, &?r. £5?^, and feveral curious 
CofFee-Trees, that thrive vaftly well, and 
had ripe Fruit now in February. The 
Highland Houfes hereabouts are very oddly 
built, and look moft miferable and defolate^ 
they being compofed of Clods of Peat, 
Stones and Broom. As to C\v\kvwk^^ ^5cv^ 

H 2 ^^^ 
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arc little acquainted with them ; there is 
fomedmes a little Hole left open in the 
Top, for the Smoke's exit j other-times it 
is in the End, and moft frequently the 
Door performs this Office. Nay^ what is 
more odd, in coming into this Town, I 
law in one Houfe a Chimney made of a 
Cart-Wheel, and out of the Hollow for 
the Axel, paflTed the Smoak. As to their 
Way of Living, it is as odd, being chiefly 
on Oatmeal, boiled up in various Forms,, 
with Water ; like Hafty-Pudding, we ufcd 
to mix it with Milk or Ale, and fo eat it. 
Their Bread is Oatmeal and Water made 
into thin Cakes : Their Method of making 
thefe Bannocks or Oat-Cakes, is by kneed- 
ing the Oatmeal with Water to a" Pafle, 
then flatting it with the Hand ( by the 
He^ of dry Meal) to lefs than half an 
Inch Thicknefs, it is laid dry upon a Girdle- 
Iron, to bake over the Fire : The Girdle- 
Iron here is a thin Irort-Plate, of different 
Sizes, but for ordinary it is about two 
Foot in Diameter ; this is fupported by a 
Trevet with three Legs, and it is fet upon 
the Hearth^ and a Fire is made under- 
neath, as Occafion Ihall require 5 they are 
alfo frequently turned, till fufficiently baked. 
(In the Bilhoprick of Durham they have 
thefe Plates, but are hung upon a Trammel 
by means of a GirdVc-H?LtvAV^.^ When 
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Oatmeal is dear, they make them of Bar- 
ley-Meal, and Ale inftead of Water, which 
in every other Thing is performed after the 
former Manner, and by feme are more 
efteemed, than the others (with Oatmeal) 
thinking it not fo hot for the Blood. 
Thefe Cakes are made and kept in Quan- 
tities by the better Sort ; and for Tea, we 
had them warmed before the Fire, which is 
ibon done, and then buttered, and lb are 
agreeable enough. They have generally 
two Apartments in their Houfes rmeaning 
the common People) by i^eans or a flight 
Partition ; one End they lye in themfelves, 
having a Fire in the Middle, and Chaff of 
Com or Heather is their Bed ; the other 
End is for their Oxen, Calves, (^c. which 
are exceeding fmall ; a full-grown Ox is 
fcldom bigger than one of our Calves of a 
Year old : The Smell of the Catties Dung 
(which is generally very tluck about the 
.Houfe) and their P^at Fire, I believe, 
keeps them in Health, but not free from 
the Itch, which is as ,common as their Oat- 
meal ; and their better Sort of People arc 
rarely free from this Malady, which they 
ieldom mind to cure any other Way than 
by their dumb Mufick (they having their 
Inftruments always about them) and when 
4ie Spirit mpves them, which is moft fre- 
(jfucnt, xhey are verv dcxXittoxy.^ \t^ ^«V^%v 
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Both with their Arms and Fingers, nay, 
their whole Bodies would very often move. 
You muft think, this gave us not a little 
Diverfion, but at the fame Time, we had 
great Fear, left they ftiould prefent us with 
a Fiddle. The Duke of AthoV^ Houle, at 
Dunkeld, made a Strong-Hold for our De- 
tachment -, and here ftayed feveral Days, 
but not without frequent Alarms from the 
Rebels. After leaving this Town, we 
came for JS/^/r, in Afbol^ another of the 
Duke's Seats, and is called Blair-Cajile^ a 
much older andilarger Houfe than the for- 
mer, having a pleafant fmall River running 
clofe by it, which by means of Sluices, is 
formed into a Pond, quite in the Front of 
the Houfe, which is fix Stories high, and 
a Prifon, in Appearance, having the Win- 
dows covered with Iron-Bars, and Walls 
five Foot thick. This Houfe is not fo 
agreeably fituated as the former, though 
fomewhat like it, only having a much larger 
Plain about it, and has vaft high Mountains 
on every Side, but at a greater Diftance from 
the Houfe. The Gardens here are alfo not 
fo agreeable as the others, nor has it any 
Green-Houfes, but has fome curious Sta- 
tues, which the other wants, fiich as a 
Hercules, a Diana, Bacchus, &c. and has 
sl/o a Temple of Fame, filled otv c^tt^ Side 
with Buttons of the antient IJ^Aofo^^^ 
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and Poets, the Duke himfelf being placed 
in the Middle, gilt upon Lead : He has 
alfo Englijh Cattle, fuch as Oxen and Sheep, 
which thrive very well, and En^liJh Servants 
to attend them. The Town itfelf confifts 
only of a few Peat-Houfes, according to 
the former Defcription, excepting the Mi- 
nifter's Houfe, one pretty good Change, 
or Publick- Houfe, and a poor old Kirk, 
but the Pews are all broken down, and the 
Doors left open, fo confequently full of 
Dirt ; the Minifter however preaches in it 
once a Week an Erfe Sermon. In coming 
this laft Day's Journey, which is twenty 
4neafured Miles (which the Stones upon the 
Road ftiow, fixed there for that Purpofe 
by the prefent Duke oiAthol) we ftill come 
into a more mountainous Country, and the 
Variety is ftill the greater (having Plenty 
of Froft and Snow) and in turning out of 
the Road about a NTde from Dunkeld (upon 
the River Almand^ being a Branch of the 
Tay) there's the moft wonderful Cafcade, 
caufed by Rocks, that ever I faw : I be- 
lieve it is near thirty Yards high, and is 
called the Rumbling Brig ; for it makes a 
moft furprizing Noife ; and clofe by it 
there is two Rocks over the River, which 
meet together, by which Means it makes 
a natural Bridge -, the Country* People that 
AVciicarit, to make ipaKm^ wet \\.^^&>ss..^ 

H 2t ^^^ 
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have covered it with Clods of Peat and 
Sticks, it being the only Bridge they have 
over the River ; and when you Hand on this 
Bridge, the Fall of Water is fo greats and 
near twenty Yards below you, yet it will wet 
you all over, like Smoke and R^n mixed, 
wluch afcends from out of this bottomlefs 
River, by means of the conftant Fall of 
Water from on high ; which, they lay, has 
been frequently plummed, but could never 
find a Bottom, We travelled greateft Part 
of this Day upon the Banks of the famous 
and deep River Tay^ lying in a Hollow, or 
Valley, having the moft high Mount^ns on 
cither Side ; and in about fourteen Miles 
come to the Pafs of X//&Vr/z»ty, . which is 
cert^nly a Place the moft wonderful, and 
contains the greateft Variety I ever faw. 
The Rebels going juft before us, had ^il- 
ed the Road all along this Pafs, by digging 
Holes, and blocking up other Parts with large 
Rock Stones ; they alfo broke up one Arch 
of a Bridge, which we muft neccf&rily pafs ; 
here we expefted to meet them, but did not, 
they being nine or ten Miles diftance, which 
afterwards heard. Near this Pafs of KiUy'- 
cranky^ we have, on every (ide. Mountains 
fo exceeding high, that they feem to be even 
with the Clouds, and all covered with Snow, 
it being a very hard Froft at tlus time, and 
Ihowed girat part of our ]outne^ •, li^fcCcJA

was alio extream, we fcarce could bear it ( 
now and then we faw three or four Houfes 
together, built of Clods of Peat and Stone39 
after the former manner ; but we law no 
young Men, the^^ being all gone with the 
Rebels, as we conjeftured. We have now 
a continual view of Rocks, Mountains, 
Woods, Plains, Flats cultivated, and Ri- 
vers ; and on the Mountains we iaw fre- 
quently great Herds of Cattle, fuch as Oxen, 
Sheep, and Goats. This Pa{% of Killicrankj^ 
is fituated at the Foot of a vaft Mountain, 
near a Mile long. Next, there is a River 
called the Timely which divides it from other * 
Mountains, ftill higher on the other fide, 
which are covered with Woods. The Road 
through it is very narrow and dangerous to 

' retreat for the River, which is dofe to you 
m a vaft Hollow : From the woody Moun- 
tains here, run frequent Streams of the pu- 
reft Water, which are obftruded now by 
the hard Froft, and make moft romantick 
Winter - appearances, by the congealed 
Streams of Icicles, which hang pendulous 
over the rocky Banks of thefe Rivers. I ftaid 
at BUdr Caftle, in jUbol^ near a Month, in 
which time our Detachment plundered all 

^ the Houfes which were concerned with the 
Rebels, for five or fix Miles compais. The 

^ moft noted were the Lady Ludd^ ^ S^x ^ 
Land Nairn' $y Lady Fajcally ol BUir Jtttiig^ 
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fcveral Robinfon's^ and Stuart^ s^ ^c. I be- 
lieve moft of the whole Country about here, 
deferved the fame Treatment, for I fanqr 
there were few that were not rebcllioufly 
incUned. We got plenty of Oxen, Sheep, - 
Goats, and Horfes -, alfo plenty of Forage, 
and Oatmeal, Bedding, &?f . otherwife I be- 
lieve we (hould all have been ftarved : The 
firft Week of our ftay here we had a hard 
Froft, with much Snow ; then came on a 
great Thaw, and Wind ; immediately after 
that, came ' a Froft again ; thefe fiidden 
Changes, and cold windy Weather, (and 
by reafon of keeping our Men fo clofely 
confined in Blair Caftle, as two hundred, , 
and one hundred in every Room, breathing 
in the moft nafty Scents, which aiife from 
one and the other, lying upon Straw,) al- 
moft brought a Peftilence amongft them, fo 
that three, four, and five, were brought out 
every Day, moft extream ill, into the Hof- 
pital, which was the Duke's Stables ; {o that 
our Number of Sick encreafed to fixty in 
three Weeks time. They were generally at 
firft taken with a moft violent Head-ach» 
and Pains all over their Limbs, fb that their 
Ufe was entirely loft, and always attended 
with a violent burning Fever, which moftly, ' 
firft aiofe with a cold Shivering ; in many, 
the Fain fettled in theSide^ 2Ltvd became via- , 
Jent Plurifics J others, tVve¥CTtx>K<^^cNx:\Ks. 
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Eruptions all over the Body, and many with 
thefe Symptoms had a fpitting of Blood. 
Fluxes and Dyftnteries were alfo common. 
From hence, I rode back again Poft to Pertbj 
and after leaving that Place, I enter a new 
Country, that I had not before feen, /. e. 
Fife/hire, and travelled over fome very high 
Mountains, till I came to Kinrofs, ten Scots 
Miles from Perlh. I was frequently obliged 
to alight from my Horfe, and walk, in or- 
der to afccnd and defcend fcveral of thefe 
fteep Mountains. Kinrofs^ is a fmall Mar- 
ket-Town, but remarkable for the famous 
Locb-Leven^ (juftby) above ten Miles in 
Circumftance, abounding with Pike and 
Trout, which afforded me a noble Dinner 5 
in the middle of which is an Ifland, upon 
which are the Ruins of an antient Caftle, 
where Mary^ Queen of Scots^ was imprifon- 
cd. Out of this Loch flows a River, which 
bears the fame Name, and empties itfelf in- 
to the Fortb^ at Lewen. 

Between the Town and the Lake, is a 
pleafant Plain, where a flately Houfe hath 
been bmlt by Sir William Bruce, the fFren of 
North' Britain, and at prefent belongs to Sir 
John Hope Bruce, Bart, which for the good- 
ncfe of Stone, the curious Architefture, and 
the Avenues, Gardens, and Inclofures^ to- 
gether mth the pleafant Pro^^^eGe c!l x^^ 
JLocb and the Caflle* cives Y\ac^ x.o ^^^ 
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Seats in Scotland. From hence I paffed 
through a fine pleafant Country, abounding 
with Corn, Coals, and Pigeons, and came 
to Innerkeithing^ an antient walled Town, 
with a Habour for Shipping, and crofled * 
over from North-Ferry to ^een^s-Ferry^ 
two Miles by Water ; at ^merCs^Ferry I 
again took Horfe, and h^d a pleafant Ride 
feven Miles to Edinburgh \ the method of 
riding Poft in this Country, is, that you 
have a Horfe for your felf, and a Maa 
runs on Foot before as a Guide, and to 
bring the Florfe back again, for both which 
you pay only two Pence ftr Mile ; fome of 
thefe Fellows will hold running for a whole , 
Day, as faft as you can well ride ; and a 
Dram of Whijky always quickens his Pace. 
While our Detachment was at Dunkeld^ we ' 
were informed that the Rebels were about 
Blair in Athol^ with their Pretender, who, 
they told us, had been out frequently a 
Hunting and Fowling ; but upon our Ap- 
proach, they left that Place, after having 
taken feveral of the Duke of AthoVs large 
Englijh Oxen and Sheep, and many other 
■things that they needed, and were gone for 
the Ruthven of Badenoch^ twenty Miles far- 
ther North, in the Road for Invernefs \ oV 
which we were more particularly informed 
i)y fome Countrymen leturtvmg from Dal-, 
J^acardochj who had beetv caxrjSx^s.^i'a^S?!®. 
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for the Rebels : That a few Days before a- 
bout one thoufand of the Clans, with about 
forty Grentlemen on Horfeback, forty Bag- * 
gage Horfes, together with all the Prifoners 
carried from Fnlkirk^ who were in a mifera- 
ble Condition, (and feveral Officers that were 
very fat,, who coiild not keep up with their 
Pace, they forced along, not allowing them 
Horfes, although many of them wanted 
Shoes and Stockings at the fame time,) ar- 
rived at Dalnacardocb^ in their Way towards 
the North ; that the Day after, their Artil^ 
kry, with about eighty Cart Load of Bag- 
gage, was carried off from Bhir^ and that 
it was given out, that they were driving 
to Ruthven in Badenoch. I hear, fince I 
have been in Edinburgh^ that they have 
burnt oiff Barracks at Ruthven^ and proceed- 
ed farther. Their other Parties are faid to 
lye from Stratbbogie to the Spey Side, and 
extend beyond Invernefs ; the News amongft 
fome are, that their Numbers amount to a- 
mount to about ten Thoufand, others more ;. 
but the Jacobite Party would enlarge them 
to as miany again, and do invent News eve- 
ry Day, wWch con fids of the greatefl Falfi- 
ocs 5 but we give no Ear to them : We hav» 
had fuch bad Weather lately, that it was 
impoffiblefor an Army to live in the Field : 
and the Rivers being, by this means, impaf- 
fiUff, has detained his R07 A \S\^^NfcSs» ^iwt

Duke, and Army, fo long at Aberdeen ; but 
now we exped: to hear of his March very 
foon, the Weather, I hope, being juft chang- 
ed for the better. We foon expeft to hear 
of fome happy Event over the rebellious 
Crew, the Difturbers of our Peace. In the 
mean time

LETTER VII. 

S I R^ 

AFTER three Weeks ftay at Edin- 
burgh^ I fet out March 20, for my 
Journey to the Army at Aberdeen^ 
and croffed the Forth at Leith^ feven Miles 
to Kinghom^ a ftraghng dirty Town, chiefly 
inhabited by Fifhermen, and Hirers, (Peo- 
ple that keep Horfes to let,) for thefe King- 
horn Hirers are known all over Scotland^ for 
their Impudence and Impofitions, as well as 
their Skippers. In our Paflage we law great 
Numbers of Porpuflss fwimming about the 
Firth^ which the People here ftioot, and 
having brought to Shote, bo\V their Fat in- 
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to Train Oyl, as they do Whales, and fe- 
veral other great Fifh, which they fometimes 
meet with hereabouts. Our Company got 
here very good Entertainment ; we alfo hi- 
red Horfes here for Dundee^ and had Guides, 
who alfo brought back the Horfes. From 
Kinghorn we travel along the Sands of the 
Sea- ftiore, fix Miles, and pafs through che 
V^illages of Kirkaldy^ Dyfert^ Weems^ Buck- 
hceven^ and fo to Leven. Thefe Villages are 
chiefly inhabited by Fifliermen and Coal- 
miners, they digging vaft Quantities of Coal 
hereabouts, and at Kirkcaldy^ even clofc to 
the very Sea, at the Weft end of the Town, 
and where one would think the Tide (hould 
make it inipoffible to work them : They al- 
fo have fcveral Salt-pans hereabouts, for 
boiling and making Salt. Having crofled 
the River, where it difembogues itfelf into 
the Sea, we leave a large Promontory of 
Land on our right, and come to the Cooper- 
in-FifCy the Shire Town, moll: pleafantly 
fituated in a Valley, upon the Banks of the 
River Edeny furrounded with plenty of tall 
Trees, which makes the Town look very 
Rural at a fmall diftance ; we got very good 
Entertainment here, at a Widow's, called 
Cooper of Cooper ^ and good Fires to dry us, 
for it had rained very hard all this Journey. 
After leaving this Town, we pafs two fmall 
Rivers, and over a larg^ H\\\^ \4\v\0cv\s»s« 
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ing defcended, wc arrive at the Banks of 
the Mrib of Toy ; (we had hitherto a pleafent 
and plentiful Country, as to Corn, &?f . but 
Trees you fee none) where we hired Boats, 
and ferryed over to Dundee^ which is three 
Miles broad, and the Current is exceeding 
ftrong, fb that in bad Weather, it is count- 
ed a very dangerous Paflage. At Dundee^ the 
People were very difafFe6ked, for it was with 
the utmoft difficulty we could get frefli 
Horfes, although we were ordered Exprefs 
to the Duke. Dundee is fituated near the 
Tay^s Mouth, to which it is joined by a 
Caufeway or Walk, well paved with flat 
Free-ftone, and Rows of Trees are planted 
on either fide of the Walk, which makes it 
very agreeable. The Name feemy to be de- 
rived from Dun^ a Hill -, and the River Ta;^j 
Con the North-fide whereof it is fituated) is 
a Town of Note, good Trade, and well 
built 5 it has two very long and large Streets, 
with a large Market-place in the Middle, faid 
to be the largeft and faireft in Scotlandy ex- 
cept that at Aberdeen. This Town (lands in a 
pleafant Plain, and befides the Advantages 
juft now mentioned, hath two Churches, and 
a Harbour for Ships of Burthen. The In- 
habitants are generally rich, and thofe that fall 
to Decay have a large Hofpital provided for 
them. The great Church was formerly Col- 
legiatCj and a very large B\iMv[i%j\ bwiPart 
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of it was demolilhed in the Civil War, when 
this Town was ftormed and plundered by 
Crmwellj and the Englijh Army. The 
Tower upon this Church, is a handfome 
fquarc Building, large, antient, and very 
Ji^h, and is a good Ornament to the Town. 
Wc found great plenty of Fifli here, fuch as 
Salmon, Codds, Haddocks, 6fr. and pret- 
ty well cooked at the Sutherland^ ^-Avm&y 
where they keep a Man Cook. After wait- 
ing four Hours, we got Horfes, but many 
had no Bridles, which were fupplyed by 
Halters, with a large wooden Bit under the 
Clun. After leaving Dundee^ we pafs by 
an old Fort, called Brocbtycrag^ about a 
Mile diftant upon the Banks of the Firth of 
Toy J wWch was formerly defended by a Gar- 
rifon of Englijh for many Months tc^ether 5 
when out of an eameft defire of a perpetual 
Peace, they fucd for a Marriage between 
Mary of Scotland^ and Edward the Sixth of 
England^ and upon promife thereof, de- 
manded the Performance by force of Arms ; 
but the Garrifon at length abandoned it. 
We arc now travelling through the County 
of Angus, chiefly upon the Sands of the 
Sea Coafl, where we have a moft delight- 
ful and conftant Prolpeft of the Sea, till 
wc come to Aberbrothocky commonly called 
Arhraih by contraftion, lying open to the 
Sea. Jf is a Royal Borough^ m\\v ;x\V^^^^^^ 
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very famous for the ftately Ruins of the 
greateft Abbey in Scotland^ and which {till 
looks exceeding grand at a Diftance. It was 
of old, a Place confecrated to Religion, by 
King JVilliam^ in honour of Saint Thomas 
of Canterkury^ and endowed by him with 
large Revenues. Here he lies interred, and 
has a ftately Monument. Here alio is a fa^ 
mous Mineral Water, which is very much 
frequented for various Difeafes. It is a very 
neat fmall Town, pleafantly fituated, and 
where we found good Entertainment at one 
Bruce^Sj at the Cow and Calf. Their chief 
Manufacture here is Thread, for which they 
have feveral Mills to wind it by, of curious 
Contrivance, much refembling fome of the 
Silk-Machines at Deriy ; the Thread made 
here pafles for Dundee Thread, the moft no- 
ted in Scotland. After leaving jirhroth^ and 
travelling eight Miles farther, through ex- 
ceeding bad Roads, we come to Montrofe^ 
(after having croffed another Ferry upon the 
River Soutb-Efky at the very Mouth of 
which is Montrofe^) that is the Mount ofRo- 
fes^ a Town %miently called Celurca^ (rifen 
out of the Ruins di another of the fame 
Name» and fituated between the Two EJks.) 
The Town is well fituated for Trade, and 
has a good Harbour, Here we had a View 
of a French Man of War, wrecked, that 
brought over Lord John J}ruvmmd^ occa- 
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fioned by one of our Men of War perfuing 
her. Mantrofe makes a fine Profpedb from 
the Ferry, and lies very near to the Sea ; it 
coofifts of a long Street, and another fhorcer, 
at the End of it. Here is alfo a pretty good 
Erk, and the Street is very broad, and well 
paved ; but the Poople here were very dif- 
afieded, and ufed us ill, in not providing 
Horfes \ we waited here half a Day, before we 
could get any, and thofe we then got were {b 
bad, that it was with Mifery we rode them ; 
and to find one that had two Shoes, was a 
Rarity ; and we were forced to accept of Hal- 
ters for Bridles, as before at Dundee. After 
leaving Montrofe^ about a Mile and half, 
we crofs another fmall Ferry, called the 
Nortb'EJky but an exceeding rapid Stream ; 
we were obliged to ride our Horfes full a- 
gainlt it, otherwife they could not have with- 
ftood it ; from whence we crofs through a 
very bad Country, to Bervie^ a miferable 
finall Place, chiefly inhabited by Fifhermcn : 
Here wc put up at the Provoft*s Houfe, a 
good honeft old Fellow, whofe Face (hewed 
what he loved. His Wife told us, ihe had 
brought out Wine to prefent when the 
Duke and Army came by, but could gee 
none of her Nc^bours to back her. Wc 
were here firft obliged to eat Oat -Cakes 
in this Journey, which was a great Hard- 
Ihip to fcveral of our utiex^ttvwxcsjiTx'5c<i€^ 
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lers. Moft of thefe fmall Villages upon the 
Sea-Coaft, live only by Fifhing and Smug- 
ling. From Bervie we came to Stonebive, 
a fmall Sea-Port Town, lying quite ii>- 1 
Hollow, fo that we did not fee it, till fud 
denly we fell into it. We put up here tc 
lodge at a Doftor's, named Lawfon^ whc 
kept a Publick Houfe, his Wife was lame. 
' and he none of the wifeft of his Profeflion : 
but had great Quantities of Wormwood 
Sage, and other Herbs, hanging up in th< 
Room where we fupped -, the Duft of which 
difFufed itfelf amongft our Viftuals, and gav< 
it no fmall Relilh. Thefe Towns being fitu 
ated by the Sea fide, and having generally i 
Rivulet, or Inlet of the Sea, adds not a lit 
tie to make an agreeable 'Toadr ufeful Ha 
bitation. From this laft Place, we hay< 
twelve fhort Miles to Aberdeen^ and withir 
four or five Miles of that City, we begin tc 
have a moft wretched bad Country, produ 
cing only Peat, and barren Land, ever 
till we conne to Aberdeen ; but the Road ii 
paved, otherwife we Ihould have mod 
wretched TTavellirigT'T^bout a Mile befon 
you come to the Town, you have a mod 
ftately and neat Bridge of Stone, confift- 
ing of feven Arches, (built by Gawin Dun^ 
bar J then Bilhop of this Place,} acrofs the 
River Dee,. We then travel along the Bank! 
of this RivcVy and have a moft. d^^Ktfu 
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Prolpeft of New Aberdeen^ fituated almoft 
dofc to "the Sea-fide. When we entered this 
Town, it was with great Difficulty we found 
a Publick-Houfe, which they call Change- 
Houfes, there being but one Sign in the 
whole Town, to notify fuch a Houfe, though, 
at the fame Time, there is many of them in 
the Place. This City is placed in 57 De- 
grees, 25 Minutes, Northern Latitude, and 
is the Capital of the Sheriffdom of Aberdeen^ 
and the Seat of the Sheriff, for trying of 
Caufes ; and much exceeds the reft of the 
Cities in the North of Scotland^ in Big- 
nefe. Trade, and Beauty. The Air is 
wholefome, and the Inhabitants well-bred. 
The RiverJ)^(f, runs along the back of the 
Town, and is very broad, but hath many 
Sands, fo that it is almoft dry at Low-tide. 
About half a Mile from the Town, the large 
Shipingcomc up, and fmaller Craft come even 
with the middle of the Town. You have 
here vaft plenty of Salmon, and all other 
kinds of Sea Fifh ; and here is great plenty 
of a Sea- Weed calljgd. Tiulfe^ (mentioned by 
Mr. Ray^ in the Second Edition of his Sy- 
nopjisy Page 3.) which the Poor pick oflf the 
Rocks, and fell about the Town every Day; 
The Poor, and alfo the Rich, eat it by it- 
felf, and fometimes with Vinegar. The 
The Streets are paved with a fort of Flinty 
ind P^ks^ and the Houfc^\3X\^X.^^^x.^^^ 

Is 
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generally four Stories high. The Town con- 
fifts of three or four good Streets. That 
called the Broad-Jlreetj is the Principal, and 
is really a fine Street, and the Houfes (late- 
ly, confidering where we are. Here is alfo 
a fine fquare Market-PIace, called the Caftle- 
Street^ in the middle of which is an antient 
and curious Market Crofi, with many an- 
tique Effigies all round it ; and a little higher, 
you have a very ufcfiil^Conduit, with a Spout 
on each Side, always furrounded with Peo- 
ple, coming with Pitchers, for Water. 
Here is in this broad Place the Tolbooth, 
juft oppofite the Market-Crofe ; and is what 
every Town has in Scotland^ and ferves for 
a Prifon, and Stadhoufe ; here is two 
Churches, but one is all in Ruins, only 
Ibme of the Commandments are ftill remain- 
ing upon the Walls \ but the Epifcopal 
Meeting-Houfe here, is the handlbmcft ] 
have feen in Scotland ; having a neat Organ, 
and many other Ornaments. The hand- 
fomeft young Ladies are generally Atten- 
dants of thofe Meeting-Houfcs, (as they cal] 
them here,) and are generally efteemed as 
Jacobites by the ftanch Whigs ; but the 
greateft Ornament of this City is its College, 
calle^ the Mar efloalian- Academy^ as being 
founded by George Keith^ EarlMarfhal, in the 
YezT J 6^3 J which the City of Aberdeen hatl 
very much adorned 'w\t\\ ^cvcx^ 2Mix\aw! 
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Buildings ; befides a Primary ProfefTor, who 
is called Frindpal. It has four ProfcfTors of 
Philofophy, one of Divinity, and one of 
Mathematicks, and there is lately added a 
Profcflbr of Phyfick. It has alfo, a very 
good Library, founded by the City; in- 
larged by the Gifts of feveral learned Men, 
and well fiimifhed with Mathematical Inftru- 
ments. This College, with that in the Old 
Town, make lip one Univerfity, called the 
Univerlity of King Charles. 

This City is built upon three Hills, but 
the greateft Part upon the higheft : The 
outer Parts are Ipread out upon the Plain, 
from whence there is an eafy Accefs, by an 
Afcent every Way. It had formerly a 
Mint, as appears by Silver Coins ftamped 
there, with this Infcription, Urbs Aberdea ; 
which are ftill preferved in the Clofets of the 
Curious. At the Weft-End of this City is 
ft little round Hill, at the Foot of which 
there breaks out a Fountain of clear Water, 
and in the Middle another Spring bubbles 
out, called the Aberdonian Spaw^ as coming 
near the Spaw-Wzttr in the Biflioprick of 
Uege^ both in Tafte and Quality ; particu- 
lar concerning which Dr. fVtlliam Barclay 
has wrote a Treatife. Their Manufafture 
is chiefly in Stockings, of which they make 
vaft Quantities all around the adjacent 

Country-^ and every M.otTivcv% ^^ ^^^^ 

1 ^ "tj^^^ 
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bring in Loads to fell about the Town to 
Merchants, who export them, fometoX.^»- 
dn:i^ but the moft Part go to Hamburgh^ or 
Holland : They are . generally all white, 
when they bring them in, and exceeding 
cheap ; and the Maid-Servants fcour them 
by treading them in Lye, in a large Tub, 
which gives the Strangers great Diverfion, 
for by fo doing they are obligejJ to expofe 
their Legs and Thighs, by holding up 
their Coats fometimes rather too high. 
It is great Yearnings when thefe poor 
Wretches get Two-pence per Day that 
make them •, fo the Merchant told me, with 
whom I quartered. They knit them all 
with Wires, the moft Part plain, fome ribed, 
and vaft Quantities in Squares, and with 
Flouriflies, which greatly pleafe the Dutch : 
They have Stockings here in common from 
a Shilling the Pair, to a Guinea and Half ; 
and Stockings have been made here to five 
Guineas the Pair. It is almoft incredible 
what Abundance of Salmon they have here, 
and in all the Rivers further North ; a Filh 
unknown to Pliny (unlels it was the Efox 
of the Rhine) as it is to this Day to all Parts 
of Italy ^ but very common and well known 
in thofe Northern Parts of Europe^ being 
of a bright Scarlet all within. They breed 
in Juimffj in little Rivers, and moftly in 
SJmllows^ where they covet tVvsk ?>^^t\. 
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with Sand, at which Time they are fo very 
poor and lean, that they are fcarce any 
thing but Bones. Of that Spawn, in the 
Spring following, come a Fry of fmall Fi(h, 
which going to the Sea, in a little Time 
grow to their full Bigneis, and then making 
back again to the Rivers, which they were 
bred in, ftruggle againft the Force of the 
Stream ; and wherever any Height ob- 
ftrufts their Paflage, they will with a Jerk 
of their Tail (cum Saltu, from Salio, to 
leap, whence, probably, they have the Name 
of Salmons) whip over, to the Amazement 
of the Speftators ; and they keep thcmfclves 
wifhin thefe Rivers till they breed, during 
^hich Time, there is a Law againft taking 
them, that is, from the Eighth of Septem- 
hcTj to the Firft of December. They are 
ialted and barrelled, and exported in large 
Quantities to France and Holland^ and are 
reckoned amongft the beft Commodities of 
Scotland. They have alfo a particular Ex- 
port here of Pork, pickled, and packed up 
in Barrels, which they fell chiefly to the 
BtUcb for Viaualling their Eaft-India Ships 
and their Men of War ; the Aberdeen Pork 
having the Reputation of being the beft 
cured in Europe^ for keeping on very long 
Voyages. The continued bad Weather we 
have had here for this Months Vv?^:^ t'^^4. 
' dr(? Waters of the Spey fo Vv\^^ x!cwx >^^ 
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Army (till remains here, but his Royal 
Highnefs propofes to march as foon as pof- 
fible. Two Hundred of Stoneywooffs Men 
(belonging to the Rebels) which they at- 
tempted to embark at Findom^ deferted 
from them ; alfo feveral of the Deferters 
confirm the Intelligence which had been re- 
ceived, that the Rebel Army are in great 
Want of Money, having had no Pay for 
thefe laft feven Days. We hear, that Fort 
George^ at Invemefs^ is taken, and aftually 
blown up by the Rebels ; in doing which, 
they have blown up their CWef Engineer, 
Colonel Grant •, that four or five Hundred 
of the Rebels, with the French Picquets, 
were gone to Fort AuguJtuSy and had taken 
the Old Barracks ; and that they expeftcd 
to take the Caftle in a very few Days : 
This we foon after found too true, that it 
is really fallen into the Rebels Hands, and 
that the Garrifon, confifting of three Com- 
panies of Guif^s Regiment, are Prifoners 
of War, All the Advantages the Rebels 
will have gained by taking Fort George and 
Fort Jugujlusj and the Retreat of Lord 
Loudoun^ will be drawing the Seat of the 
War (as is conje6tured) amongft the Hills, 
$x\d protrading it a little Time ; for the 
Only Junftion they gained there, is fomc 
few of the Mdcken^ies^ headed by the Lady 
Sfa/ortbv but tKc liDtA ot \Scvax.^OT\^ • 
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with Lord Loudoun^ as is Mr. Mackintojh^ 
whofe Wife is likcwife in the Rebellion, and 
is counted the Beauty now at Invcrnefs. 
She got together all her Clan, and marched 
at their Head (with her white Cockade, 6ff .) 
and prefented them to the goung Pretender, 
at Invernefs \ for which (without Doubt) (he 
was moft kindly received by him. The Pre- 
cautions we have taken for the Security of 
Fort fVilliam^ will, probably, be of Ufe, as 
our Accounts of the Rebels affure us, they 
have aftually inverted that Place ; from 
which, we are however affured, that they 
cannot cut off our Communication by Sea •, 
and, as a farther Safeguard, there has been 
feveral Reinforcements ordered thither. It 
is faid alfo, that Lord George Murray^ with 
a Body of the Rebels, has adtually attacked 
the Caftle of Blair^ and that there was ano- 
ther Body of them within three Miles of 
Caftle-Metpaes ; and that his Royal High- 
nefs the Prince of Hejfe^ and Lord Craw- 
ford^ are marched, with four Battallions and 
feme Dragoons, from Perth (where they 
have been quartered Ibme Time) in order 
to raife the Siege of Blair. We have juft 
now an Account, that a Captain of the 
Highlanders^ whom General Bland had 
detached with a Party of Seventy High- 
landers J and Thirty oH Kingjiorf^ \a^^ 
Horfk^ no Kjtith^ from Stratbbogie^ \vas.\^^^ 
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lurprized, and has loft his whole Party, ex- 
cept a Cornet and five of Kingftcrf^ Men, 
two Horfes, and one Highlander^ who made 
their Efcape. The Rebels marched from 
Focabers in the Night, furrounded Keitby 
and entered at both Ends. As the Camp- 
hells lay in the Church, and defended the 
Church- Yard for above Half an Hour, du- 
ring which there was very briflc Firing, it is 
not doubted but the Rebels paid dear for 
this Difadvantage. One of Kingjion*^ Men 
(a fine young Fellow) made his Eicape, but 
was wounded in the Arm, for which he was 
obliged to have it cut oflf at Strathbogie. 
Our Army is divided now, March 26, into 
three Cantonments ; the whole firft Line, 
confifting of fix Battalions, the Duke of 
Kingfion'^ Horfe, and Cobbam^s Dragoons, 
are at Sirathbogie^ within twelve Miles of 
the Spey^ under the Command of the Lord 
Albemarle and Major-General Bland. The 
Referve, confifting of three Battalions, 
with four Pieces of Cannon, under the 
Command of Brigadier General Mordaunt^ 
are at Old Meldrum, half way between 
Strathbogie and this Place. And the whole 
fecond Line, cx)nfifting of the fix remaining 
Battalions, and Lord Mark Kerr's Regiment 
of Dragoons, are ftill here. His Royal 
Highneis tht Duke having had certain In- 
teJIigence^ that the EarV o? ilirlj^t^^^t 
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to the Lord Ogihie^ was raifing his Men to 
join the -Rebels, and he not having com- 
plied with the Order to defift from fuch 
treafonable Praftices, his Royal Highnefs 
fent Captain Hewett^ with an Hundred re- 
covered Men, who were coming up to the 
Army to take Pofleflion of his Houfe, and 
to make him Prifoner in it, until his People 
fhould bring in their Arms, and behave in 
fuch a Manner as became good Subjefts : 
Which has already had good EfFeft, as 
a Number have brought in their Arms. 
His Royal Highnefs has likewife ordered 
Major La FauJiUe^ with three Hundred 
Men, to go to Glenefk^ which is one of the 
mod rebellious Parts, to attack all whom 
he finds in Arms againft the Government, 
and to bum the Habitations of fuch who 
have left them, and are with the Rebels. 
The Pretender's Son is reported to be ftill 
at IrroetTiefs (April the 4th) and is lodged 
at the Lady Dowager Macintojb^s. By all 
we can learn from their different Parties, 
there is great Diforder and Confufion a- 
mongft them ; which, added to the Want 
of Money, has occafioned many Mutinies, 
and great Defertion amongft their People. 
- His Royal Highnefs has fpared no Pains or 
Trouble, to put every thing in Readinefc to 
have been in Motion long ago •, but he has 
met with fo many DifficxAu^^ c!l cov.v»kv\ 
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Winds, and other Accidents, as have hither- 
to prevented him. The iFew laft Days of dry 
South Wind have brought up our Tranf- 
ports, with Blight Regiment, our Firing, 
and Provifions, and, we hope, have ren- 
dered the Spey fordable : But we expeft a* 
Report from thence every Hour, the Duke 
having fent two Officers to reconnoitre it. 
Major La Faujille having difarmed all the 
Rebels in Clova and Glen-EJky is expefted 
up here in three or four Days, with near 
five Hundred recovered Men. His Royal 
Highnefs has been fortifying a large Houfe 
here, called Gordon^ s Hofpital^ juft at one 
End of the Town, in which will be left, 
under Command of Captain Crojly (now 
Major) of the Scots Fufileers, a proper Force 
for fecuring this Town from any Infults 
from Glenlmcket's People, or any others. 
Here has, for feveral Days paft, been fcan- 
dalous written Libels dropp'd about the 
Town, by the Rebel's Party •, in order 
to find the Authors of wUch, all the In- 
habitants are obliged to (how their Hand- 
writing to People appointed for that Pur- 
pofe, which, by comparing with the Libels^ 
was hoped, would be found out y but has 
hitherto proved ineffeftual. At this Time, 
the Rebels are befieging Fm^t JVilliam^ with 
feveral Batteries, but are bravely repulfed 
by the JBe/ieged •, and by Kccowta^ Qi€ A'^il 
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the 4tli, wc hear the Rebels have left their 
Batteries, and raifed the Siege of Fort IVil* 
Ham. Captain Scott is in PofTeiTion of eight 
Cannon and feven Mortars, which they 
have left behind them. The Befiegers were 
about one Thouland five Hundred, com- 
manded by Brigadier Stapletorty and, under 
him, by Cameron of Locbiel^ and Clanro- 
naldj with three or four more Chiefs of the 
Macdonald^Sj Stewart* Sy and Cameron* s. By 
an Account from Pertb^ we are informed, 
that upon the 3d Inftant, by Five a-Clock 
in the Morning, the Earl of Crawford^ 
with a Party of Dragoons, arrived at Blair-' 
Caftle (and was followed by the Duke of 
Atbol) upon whofe Approach the Rebels 
raifed the Siege, and retired with the 
greateft Precipitation to Rutbven : And 
that, upon the 4th, the Prince of Hejfe kt 
out from Bunkeld for Blairy with all the 
Cavalry and Huflars, and was followed 
by pne Thoufand Foot. This Relief was 
very feafonable, the Garrifon in this Caftle 
having been ("as fome Letters fay, which 
highly commend Sir Andrew Agnew) obli- 
ge to eat Horfe-Flefti for feveral Days. 
Our Accounts of April 6. lay, his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke will begin his March 
to-morrow towards Invernefs^ where he pro- 
pofes to be on the i jth Inftant. All the

bout the Rebels, has been only a Confirma- 
tion of their Confufion and Mutinies -, and 
we hear that they Defert fronn all Parts. 
We have juft now a frefh Piece of News, 
that Captain Mackay, Lord Rea's Son, and 
Sir Henry MonrOy Son of the late Sir Robert y 
both Captains in Lord Loudon's Regiment, 
are juft come hither with Letters from Cap- 
tain Obrien of the Sheernefs Man of War 
now at this Place, giving an Account, that 
after chafing the Hazard Sloop (called by 
the French^ The Prince Charles Snow). above 
56 Leagues, he drove her aftiore, arid 
obliged the French and Spaniards who were 
in her, to quit her, and to land, which they 
did, with five Chefts of Money to the value 
of 12000^. and upwards, in order to join 
the Rebels ; but the Lord Reay^ in whofc ' 
Country they were landed, and at whofc 
Houfc Captain Mackay^ Sir Henry MonrOy 
Lord Charles Gordon^ and Captain Macleody 
with fome other Officers of Lord houdorf^ 
Re^ment were, with about 80 Men of the 
fame Regiment who had been driven thither 
by the Rebels, march'd out and attacked them, 
and after killing three or four, and dange^ 
roufly wounding eight, took the remaining 
156 Officers, Soldiers and Sailors Prifoners, 
who were immediately embarked on board 
the Sheernefs j the Prize, with the Officers and 
Men, who made this Captui^ ai^ wow V«.^. 
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After having ftay 'd a Fortnight with the Ar- 
my at Aberdeen^ fine Weather coming on, and 
having our Traniports and all Things fa- 
vouring us ; we marched out of Aberdeen^ 
April the Ztb^ in order to feek the Rebels, 
and encamp upon our Marches, becauie in 
this Road there was not Conveniencies for ^ 
an Army to quarter. We firft paffed thro* 
Old Aberdeen^ which is a Mile from the 
Town, and confifts of one long Street, 
has one Church, and a College more noted 
than that of the New Town. This old 
Town was formerly the Bifliop's Seat, and 
has a Cathedral commonly called St. Ma- 
cbar^s^ a large and ftately Strutfture, which 
was antiently much more magnificent : It 
fuffered greatly at the Time of the Reforma- 
tion, and more fince the Revolution. The 
Windows of this Church were formerly 
very remarkable for their painted Glafs, and 
fbmething of their antient Splendor ftill re- 
mans. The Steeple befides other Bells, 
hath two of a very extraordinary Bignefs. 
The chief Ornament of this Town is the 
College, confiding of a Square with a good 
Pump in the Middle, and makes a grand 
Appearance at a Diftance, which was 
founded by Bifliop Elphinfton in the Year 
1 500, and the greatefi: Part built by him ; 
' but King James IV. taking the Patronagp 
upon hSm&lfy It was caWedtWlfilm^^^^- 
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kge. The Bull was procured from Pope 
J4kxa9tider Y'l. in 1510, endowing it widi 
as^ample Privileges as thofe oC Paris and JB^- 
mmia. There is in this CoUegp. a Princi- 
pal, a'Subtprincipal, ^o is alfo one of the 
Regents, three other Regents or Profcffors 
of Philofophy, a Profeflbr of Humanity, or 
Philology, aTrofcfforof Divinity, .a Doc- 
tor of Phyfick, a Profeflbr of the Oriental 
Tongues, <a Profeffer of the Civil Law, and 
a Profeffor of the Mathemadclcs. This 
Tow n is^ fituated in the Month of the River 
Don J (which is remarkable for the Multitude 
of > Sahnon and Trout ^taken in it) and is 
ibmctimes called .fi^» sdccord.itom its Motto. 
After leaving this. old Town, we pafs over 
a* Bridge a-crols the River Zte», confifl:ing of 
one immenfe Artih ^of StCMie iprung from 
4CWO Rocks, one onr.eaCh Side, which ferve 
iis a Butment to.the Arch, ib that it may 
be faidto have -a Foundation coequal with 
Nature and whibh will lad as long ; and 
upon the Banks of this River on our left, is 
a *fine Scat'of one Squire Middkton^ .moft . a- 
grceably fxtuated. From hence we pafe thro* 
ieveral fmall Villages, amongft which is 
Niwki^ky noted for a famous Bawdy-Houfe 
*kept thcrevHjy ^an old Woman arid her two 
Daughters. From ' hence we cattne to Old 
'MeUnmy a finall old Town, but nothing 
morcj accepting ggod ¥xw\&c>tt^iiFowls<, 
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Eggs and Claret, which was the grcatef 
•Rarity at this Time, when Viftuals and 
Drink were exceeding fcarce in every Part. 
From Old Meldrum we go over a fine hilly 
•Country full of Springs, till we come to 
Turref^ a much fmaller Town •, here we put 
up at the Pott-Houfe at one Urqubart*^^ and 
were Cuftomers to his handfome Daughters, 
for very curious and fine Cotton Stockings 
which they themfelves made. The Women 
ail along this Road feem'd to be exceeding 
free and good-natured, for fome of them 
would give us Part of their own Bed rather 
than let us want. This "Turref is a mifera- 
blefmall Town, built upon irregular Ground, 
but had fine Streams of Chryftal Water, 
and prcfented us with an extenfive Profpett ; 
the Churdi was the greateft Curiofity, where 
the Bell Ropes hung without fide, and 
where they rung them upon Occafion. Plere 
was alio a Nonjuring Meeting Houfl., but 
our Soldiers took the Liberty to difrobe it •, 
it neverthelefs far'd better than many of its 
Neighbours which were confumcd by Fire. 
From ^urref^ after riding eight Miles over a 
moderate hilly and plentiful Country, and 
good Roads, having alfo a Sight of feveral 
Gentlemcns Seats, but at a Diftancc, we 
arrived at Bamff^ a Royal Burgli, the firft 
Sea-port Town we came to ^^Xjcx V^'\V\w% 
jiierde^n, ^md fituated at t\\(i ^/VovcOcv eS.\^^- 
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River Deveron in the Boine^ 58 Degrees 
Northern Latitude, which divides the Shire 
of Bamff from that of Bucban. Before we 
can enter Bamff^ we are obligM to ford this 
broad River, and on its Banks have a fine 
Profpe6t of the Town, adjoining to which 
is a moft grand and modern Building of the 
Laird of Brace's, I thought it was the fineft 
Piece of Architefture I had feen in Scotland ; 
but what's a great Misfortune, the Infide is 
not finllhcd, fo that no-body hves in't, 
which was occafioned by a Law Suit be- 
tween the Laird of Braco and his Archi- 
teft, about a Crack in the Building ; but the 
Archicedi getting the Caufe, griev*d Laird 
Braco ^ and made him abandon this noble 
Pile, and live amongft the Mountains near 
Strathbogie^ quite a reclufe Place and diftanc 
from Company. This Building at Bamff \% 
very high, fquare and full of Columns of 
noble Architefture on every fide ; it has alio 
Towers at every Corner, and others in the 
Middle; it griev'd rfie to fee fo noble a 
Piece of Work neglefted. The River De- 
veron runs clofe by the intended Gardens^ 
and upon it is fome fmall Iflands where he 
has built agreeable Summer Houfes, &?r. 
Bamff is- a neat Town confiding of two long 
Streets and feveral fhort ones ; there's alfo 
/bine /lear Buildings in it^ and two fmall 
Harbours for Shippings Vwx. \tt%^ N ^^^\&. 
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cannot come near them. Here's the Ruins of 
an old Caftle at the Head of the Town» as 
alfo a Markct-Crofs juft by it ; clofe to 
which is a Houfe of good Entertainment 
kept by the Town Clerk, one Innes^ a very 
civil and obliging Landlord •, about a Mile 
from the Town is a good Salmon Filhery 
upon the Deveron^ and from the Sea you 
have plenty of all forts of Sea-Fi(h. The 
Town I believe lives cliicfly by Smugling, as 
do mod of the Sea-port Towns in Scotland. 
Our Army with his Royal Highnefs in paf- 
fing through here, pick'd up two Spies, one 
erf which was faid to have been found 
knotching upon sl Stick the Numbers of 
our Forces when pafling by, for which he 
was hanged upon a Tree in the Town •, and 
the other, two Miles out of Town upon a 
proje£ting Beam at the End of a Houle for 
want of Trees, lus Feet touching the Ground 
within five or fix Inches, and upon their 
Bread was fixed a Paper, upon which was 
wrote a Rebel Spy^ which I faw the next 
Day in pafling by. After leaving Bamff^ 
we travel along the Sea Coaft, and have 
fine Views of the rifing Mountains near 
the Firtb of Cromartie^ but at a vaft Di- 
ftance, . and had a fine Fleet of Tranfports 
not far from us at Sea attending our Army, 
and having exceeding fine Weather at the 
&mc Time, made it moft. ^\^^Sa.^ T\^si€^- 
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ling. We journeyed thus fix Miles, wjien* wc 
came to Port Soya^ and in our way were 

?refented with many Nonjuring Meeting 
loufes burning, which our Soldiers (very 
defervcdly) took no fmall Pleafure in de- 
Irroying, they being as Seminaries for train- 
ing up Roman Catholicks and Rebels. Port 
Soya is a pretty enough fmall Village, the 
Sea coming full into the Town, fo confe- 
quently was plenty of Fifli, and a great 
Number of black Rocks all about the Edge 
of the Sea, which produced vaft quantities 
of Sea Weeds, efpecially Dulfe^ which we 
diverted ourfelves in gathering and eating. 
Here was nothing more remarkable in this 
Town, but a beautiful fpiring Mount clofe 
to the Mouth of the Harbour, which after 
We had afcended with fome Difficulty, were 
Rewarded for oui* Labour, by a moft beauti- 
ful and extertfive Profpeft, both over the 
Sea and adjacent Country. From Port 
Soya is three Miks to Cullen^ a fmall Town 
confifting of one Street, though antiently a 
Royal Btjfgh ; here the Kirk Yard Was full 
of Rebel Hotfes th^t had been taken. At 
the Entrance of this Town was a nobl6 Seat 
belonging to the Earl of Finlatir, but had 
been plundered by ttie Rebels, After leav- 
ing Cullen^ We pafe by (otnt large barren 
Moifntainsi on Otir Left, and then again 
ptctty good Land J till we come w ForcaVus \ 
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about three Miles before we come to which 
Place, we had a inoft: beautxful.View ag»iv 
of: our Traniports waiting upon the Army 
with Provifions. The Men of War that 
accompanied them, were pretty to near the 
Shore, and difcharged feverai Shot at a* Par- 
ty of the Rebels Huzzars, (as they called* 
them,) on the other Side the River Spey ; 
great Numbers of which we could eafily di- 
ftinguifh,. ("upon Horfes of all Colours, but 
chiefly white,) in. coming down a Hill^ before 
wc entered the Town of ForcabuSy which 
lies in a Hollow, clofe to the Banks of 
rile Sf^^ and chiefly confi(hs of one Street^ 
a Mile long ; in die Nfiddle of which is a 
Tolbooth lately built ;. but the generality of 
the Houies arc but very mean and Icajttering, 
The chief Ornament of this Place,. i& Gordon 
CaJUe^ fituated juft by the Spey Side, and 
was formerly called the Bog of Gicht^ the 
Rd^lefl: Palace in the North, being the Duke 
of Gordon^a chief Seat, adorned with plea- 
&nt rural Gardens, Park, and fine Canal, 
withf a moS: agreeable Fountain and Statues, 
which the Rebels had defaced, by (hooting 
at, for Dsyerfion. We had here the bed Sal- 
mon I had eat before in Scotland^ the noble . 
River SpeyL, being fenooua for the incredi- 
ble Numbers taken in it : And as we ap* 
proached the Spey^ the Rebels made off with 
great Precipitation, exce^tvtv^ x.^c^ <^\ ^\^^^ 

K 4 ^"^"^ 
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who had the Impudence to fire at fome of 
our. People, as they croffed that rapd broad 
River, which if they had flood, (it was 
thought,) might have defended that im- 
portant Pafs a long time, to our great lofs ; 
here being a very flrong Current, and alfo 
deep. We were obliged to ford it with our 
Horfes, and thofe who had none, waded it,« 
the Rebels having broke all their Boats, 
which before were on purpofe for the Ufe of 
Paffengers ; we loft two Women, and a 
Trooper, which were drowned : It was an 
odd fight to fee the Women wade this 
ftrong rapid River, much above their Mid- 
dles, holding up their Coats, and frequent- 
ly giving way with the Stream, which it 
was a great Difficulty to withftand ; they 
were alfo obliged to flep with great Caution, 
for fear of the great Stones, which lye in 
every part of the Bottom 5 notwithflanding 
our Soldiers pafTed it with great Courage, de- 
firing nothing more than to engage with their 
Enemies, and the more, for having his Roy- 
al Highnefs at their Head. Our Army in- 
camped one Night on the other Side the 
Spey^ and many of the Dragoons croffed 
the Sfey again, and quartered in the Town 
of ForcabuSj for conveniency of Forage, 
which we had there in Plenty ; and exceed- 
)ng good Weather. On this River Spey^ a 
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Poet thus remarks, which being very ap- 
plicable, I cake the liberty to inferc. 

Spey loca mutantis praceps agitaior arena y 
Inconjidns certas nefcit habere vias.

Wc arc now in the Shire of Murray^ it be- 
ing divided from that of Bamff^ by the Ri- 
ver Spey % and here, clofe to the Banks of the 
Sp^y wc obfcrved a fort of Barracks, which 
the Rebels had made, with Clods of Earth 
and Sdcks, after their Highland Fafhion, 
for their Guard, which they kept here. Our 
next Jouney was over a pretty level Country, 
and fine Roads to Eglin in Murray^ eight 
Miles, which is a Royal Burgh, pretty large, 
confiffing of one very long Street, and 

. others ihorter, having a good neat Kirk in 

\ the Middle : This Town is very remarkable 

for Stone Arches -, almoft every Houfe in 

" the Town is fuftained by fuch, which with 
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their intermediatQ Pillars, form agreeable 
' Piazza's, and ferve to defend the Inhabitants j 
from the effefts of Rain, Wind, or Sun. ! 
It is alfo noted for the Ruins of one of j 
the moft {lately Cathedral Churches in the ,j 
Kingdom; moft of the End Walls are ftill j 
remaining, and many noble Pillars, which , 
fliews its former Greatnefs : At the other ^ 
End of the Town are the Ruins of an antient ^ 
Caftle, upon a large Mount ; upon which ^ 
you have a fine Profpedi: all over the Town^. j 
and of the adjacent Country, even to the ^ 
Sea, and the winding Courfe of the River Lof^ . 
Jk^ which furrounds this Town, at a fmalF < 
diftance, and is famous for Salmon, there j 
being annually pickled, and exported from . 
eighty to a hundred Lafts^ all taken in a few . 
Months of the Summer, and in a Space of t 
one Mile, at a Village called Germacb ; it ^ 
abounds with Fi(h to the very Head, which. . 
are taken either with hooked Tridents by Day^ . 
or wicker fiafkcts, or little Boats, covered 
with Hides, by Night. None but the Na- 
tives, who are ufed to them, will venture . 
into thefe Boats. This Shire c^ Mwrray is \ 
efteemed the moft plentiful County in the ' 
North of Scotland^ and is remarkable for J 
larger Horfes then is commonly to be found . 
in this Country. The Climate is alfo remark- j 
^bly kind and forward, to moft other of the ^ 
adjacent Counties. Out Mtwj ^s«:»cwj«^,'' ' 



after leaving the Spey^s Side, near a pitiful 
Village called A^vis^ four Miles from this 
.Town, where it had a falfe Alarm from the 
Rebels. From Elgin it is eight Miles to For- 
. refs ; here are good Roads and fine l^rcfpe£l:s, 
djpecially over the Sea, with the Sniping in 
Findorn Harbour, a fmall Sea- Port, four 
Miles diftant from Forrefs. This Burgh of 
Forrefs is pleafanriy fituated at lii'- End of 
fevcral Ridges of Mountains, and io made 
up of one long Street, with a Kirk and fol- 
booth, and the Ruins of an old CatHc, 
which, *tis faid, the Kings oi Scotland ufed to 
refide -in. Here were Gardens to every 
Houfe, very agreeably fituated, and alfo 
fcemcd to be much regarded by the Inhabi- 
tants, which, before, to me wau a rare thing 
ifn this Country. Juft before we entered this 
Town, on our right Hand, wc were prc- 
fented with thfe Sight of an obeliik flat fquare 
Pillar of Stone, which rifcs about twenty 
three Foot in Heighth above Ground, and 
is, as the Inhabitants of Forrefs informed 
me, no lels than twelve or fifteen Foot be- 
low, fo that the whole Heighth muft be about 
durty five Foot, and its Breadth near five j 
it is all one entire Stone : Great variety of 
• Hieroglyphic Figures, inlowreleivo, are car- 
ved thereon, fome of which are ftill diftindk 
iwd vifible ; but the Injury of the Weather 
' has obfcured thofe towards t\v^ woo^x >?'»^- 



What the Import, or Signification is, I could 
hear of none that could inform me. The ' 
whole above Ground, is divided into feven ' 
Compartments, the loweft: of which is almoft ' 
hid by fome Steps, or Supports, lately made^ ; 
to fecure it from falling, at the Expence of the 
Countefe of Murray. The Second contains 
fundry Figures, but moft of them defaced. * 
In the third are feveral of a monftrous 
Form, refembling four-footed Beafts, with 
human Heads -, and others of Men ftand- 
ing by them. In the fourth Divifion, are 
fix or {even Enfigns, or Standards, with 
Ibme Figures, holding obfcure Weapons in 
their Hands. The fifth and fixth Divifions 
are filled with the hke Figures ; and in the 
uppermoft of all have been others, which 
are now in a great meafufe defaced. On 
the reverfe Side of this Stone is the Figure 
of a Crofs, beneath which are two human 
Figures, of a very difproportionable and 
Gothick Form ; and indeed the whole Mo- 
nument, as to its Sculpture, is executed 
in a rude and barbarous Tafte : On its 
Edges are continued Flourifhes. The In- 
habitants here told us, it was erefted as a 
Monument of a Dani/h King ; fome fay, . 
flain in Battle here ; others, that he died at 
Sea, and was brought here, and buried ; 
others^ that it was for a Scotch King, 6ff . 
But Camden tells us, \t ^^"^ «^e^t.^ ^^ -^^ 
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Monument of the Fight between King 
Jlddlcolm^ Son of Kenetb^ and Sueno the Dane. 
After leaving the Town of Forrefs^ about a 
Mile in our Road to Nairn^ we are obliged 
to ford a broad and deep River, that diC- 
embogues itfclf into the Sea, at Findom^ 
and therefore is called Findorn-River \ upon 
iv'hich 13 alfo carried on a great Salmon- 
Fifhery ; and upon the Banks of this River 
arc fcveral Hutts, where they boil the Sal- 
mon, and pickle it. In our Road to Nairtij 
which is fix Miles, we have frequent Views 
of Gendemen's Seats : This is a Royal 
Burgh, and Hereditary Sheriffdom of the 
Campbells of Lorn^ and a fmall Sea-port 
Town : In coming to which, we pafs over 
a very moorifh Country, and through a 
large Wood, and juft as we enter the Town, 
crols a River, over a noble Stone-Bridge, 
of one Arch. This was the laft Encamp- 
ment of our Army, before the Engage- 
ment with the Rebels, From hence to the 
Rcld of Battle, called CoHoden-Moor (taking 
its Name from the Prefident Forbes Seat) 
was eight Miles from Nairn, and four from 
Invemefs. The Account of the Engagement 
is as follows : On Tuefday^ the 15th oi Aprils 
1 746, the Rebels burnt Fort Augujtus, which 
convinced us of their Refolution to (land 
an Engagement with the King*s Troops. 
Weg^Yc our Men ^ Da^s "ft^t ^x. "t^air-n^ 
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And On the 1 6th marched from thence, be- 
tween Four and Five in the Morning, in 
four Gokimns. The three Lines of Foot 
' (reckoning the Referve for one) were broken 
into three, from the Right, which made th6 
three'.Coiumns equal, and each of five Bat- 
tallions. The Artillery and Baggage fol- 
k)wed the firft Column, upon the Right, 
and the Cavalry made the fourth Column, 
on the Left. After we had marched about 
eight Miles, our Advanced Guard, com- 
pofed of about forty oi Kingfton*s Men, and 
the Jiigblamlers, led by the Quarter-Mafter 
General,, perceived the Rebels at fome*Dif- 
tance, maiking a Motion towards us, on the 
Left ; upon which^ we immediately formed ; 
hut, finding the Rebels were ftill a good 
way from us, and that the whole Body did 
pot come forward, we put ourfelves again 
upon : our March, in our former Pofture, 
and continued it to within a Mile of them, 
where we again formed in- the fame Order 
asbcfbre. After reconnoitring their Situa- 
tion, we fcajnd them polled behind fome 
old iWalls and Hutts, in a Line with Collo- 
den-Houfe. As we thought our Right en- 
tirely fccure. General Hawley and General 
Bknd went to the. Left, with the two Regi- 
ments of Dragoons, to endeavour to fall 
upon the Right- Flank of the Rebels, and 
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ierve. The Ten Pieces of Cannon were 
difpofcd, two in each of the Intervals of 
the Firft Line ; and all our Highlanders (ex- 
cept about one Hundred and Forty, which 
were upon the Left, with General Hawley^ 
and who behaved extreamly well) were left 
to guard the Baggage, 

When we were advanced within five 
Hundred Yards of the Rebels, we found 
the Morafs, upon our Right, was ended, 
which left our Right-Flank quite uncovered 
to them s his Royal Highnefs thereupon 
immediately ordered Kingfton^s Horfe from 
the Rcferve, and a little Squadron of about 
fixty of Cobbam*Sj which had been patroll- 
ing, to cover our Flank ; and Pultnef^ 
Regiment was ordered from the Referve tQ 
the Right of the Royals. — We fpent above 
Half an Hour after that, trying which fliould 
gain the Flank of the other ; and his Royal 
Highnels having fent Lord Bury forward^ 
within one Hundred Yards of the Rebels,, 
to reconnoitre fomething, that appeared 
fomewhat like a Battery to u$, they there- 
upon began firing their Cannon, which was 
extreamly ill pointed : Ours immediately 
anfwcred them, which began their Confu-r 
fion. They then came running on in their 
wild Manner ; and upon the Right, where 
his '-Royal Highnefs had placed himfelf; 
imaginji}g the greatcft PwftvviQwVdVi^xiNKt^^ 
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they came down three feveral times, within 
an Hundred Yards of our Men, firing their 
Piftols, and brandifhing their Swords ; but 
the Royals and Puliney's hardly took their 
Firelocks from their Shoulders ; fo that 
after thofc faint Attempts, they made off, 
and the litde Squadrons on our Right, were 
fent to purfue them. General Hawley had, 
by the Help of our Highlanders y beat down 
two little Stone- Walls, and came in upon 
the Right-Flank of their Second Line. As 
their whole Firfl: Line came down to attack 
at once, their Right fomewhat out-flanked 
Barrers Regiment, which was our Left; 
and the ffreateft Fart of the htrie Lofs we 
fuftained, was there ; but BligFs and Semple^s 
giving a Fire upon ihofe who had out-flank- 
ed Barrel' Sy foon repulfed them, and Bar- 
rel*s Regiment, and the Left of Monro's^ 
fairly beat them with their Bayonets : There 
was fcarce a Soldier or Officer of Barrel's^ 
and of that Part of Monro\ which en- 
gaged, who did not kill one or two Men 
each with their Bayonets and Spontoons. 
The Cavalry, which had charged from the 
Right and Left, met in the Center, except 
two Squadrons of Dragoons, which we 
mifled, and they \yere gone in Purfuit of 
the Runaways : Lord Ancrum was ordered 
to purfue, with the Horfe, as far as he 
could', and did it withfo goodE^td, that 

3 ^LNtX^J 
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a very confiderable Number was killed in 
the Purfuit. 

As we were in our March to Infutrnefs^ 
and were near arrived there, Major General 
Bland had alio made great Slaughter, and 
took about Fifty French Officers and Sol- 
diers Prifoners, in his Purfuit. 

By the bcfl: Calculation that can be made, 
it is thought the Rebels loft two Thoufand 
Men upon the Field of Battle, and in the 
Purfuit. We have here two Hundred and 
Twenty-two French^ and three Hundred 
and Twenty-fix Rebel-Prifoners. Lieute- 
nant Colonel Howard killed an Officer, who 
appeared to be Lord Stratballanj by the 
Seal, and different Commiflions from the 
Pretender, found in his Pocket It is faid^ 
Lord Pertb^ Lord Nairriy Lochiel^ Keppoch^ 
and Jppin Stuart^ are alfo killed. AU theic 
Artillery and Ammunition were taken, as 
well as the Pretender's, and all their Bag- 
gase ; there were alfo twelve Colours taken. 
All the General Officers, and Soldiers, did 
their utmoft in his Majefty's Service, and 
Ihewed the greateft Zeal and Bravery on 
tWs Occafion. The Pretender's Son lay 
at Lord Lovaf% Houfe at Aird the Night 
?iter the Aftion. Brigadier Mor daunt is de- 
tatched with 900 Volunteers this Morning 
into, the Frazer*% Country , to ^xx'^.c^f^ '^. 
the Rebch he may find t\\ete. \jf>t^ ^\ii\>^y- 
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land and Lord Rea\ People continue to 
exert themfelves, and have taken upwards 
of ICO Rebels-, the Monro's have killed 50 
of the Rebels in their flight, and we have 
alfo had many of Fitz-James's Regiment^ 
who were mounted, come and furrendered 
themfelves Prifoners. The killed, wounded 
and miflTing of the King's Troops amount to 
about 300, 50 of which only are killed. 
The Rebels, by their own Accounts, make 
their Lofs greater by 2000 then we have 
ftated it : Four of their principal Ladies are 
in Cuftody, viz. Lady Ogilvie^ Lady ir/»- 
loch^ Lady Gordon^ and the Laird of Mac- 
intojh*^ Wife. Lord Cromartie and his Son 
are alfo juft brought in Prifoners from Su- 
therland^ by the Hound Sloop, to the Duke, 
together with 162 others. As to the young 
Pretender, he kept during the whole Adtion 
in the Corps de Refcrve, and when he per- 
ceived the Clans, who were his fole Depen- 
dance, to give way, not daring to pafs thro' 
Invernefs^ he forded the River a Mile above 
it, up to the Neck ; and the Day of the 
Battle, he iffued Orders to his People to give 
no Quarters, fo certain was he of Conqueft ; 
as a further Inftance of which, the Rebels 
ordered all the Inhabitants of Invernefs^ to 
provide all the Oatmeal they could fpare, 
and with it bake Bannocks for their Sup- 
pers a^ainft their return from the Viftory -, 

but 
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but how pleafing and beneficial was their , 
Dilappointinent to us, who came to eat it 
in thdr ftead. General Barrel's Regiment 
gained the greateft Reputation imaginable in 
this Engagement ; the beft of their Clans 
having made their ftrongeft Efforts to break 
thetn, but without EfFeft, for the old Tan- 
gierines bravely repulfed thoie Boafters 
with a dreadfijl Slaughter, and convinced 
them, that the Broad Sword and Target, is 
unequal to their Mufket and Bayonet when 
in the Hands of Veterans, who are deter- 
mined to ufe them. I muft further tell you, 
that our Army had ieveral Alarms ; but at 
lail the Rebels formed about a Mile and a 
half South of the Lord Prefident's Houfe of 
Culloden ; about five Minutes pad: One the 
Cannon began to play, which continued very 
clofe on both fides for about 25 Minutes ; 
Ibme fhort Time after which they began to 
run : It was vifible that our Artillery had 
the Advanuge of that of the Rebels, as 
it was better ferv*d, and did very great 
Execution, by Means of the Grape Shot 
made ufc of, for theirs being pointed too high, 
went over our Heads. The Frazers and 
MacdonaUs which compofed the right Wiiig, 
made an Attack upon his Royal Highnefs's 
Left, and endeavoured to get in Sword in 
Haind ; but were fo well received, and the 
Fire fo ciofc and rega\ar^ xkax otitSa&fe^aKA

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Difcharge they fell into the utmoft Confu- 
fion, and fled over an adjacent Hill. The 
whole of the Rebels followed their Example, 
and immediately took to their Heels by dif- 
ferent Roads, fome towards Badenocb^ o- 
thers towards Fort Auguftus^ and feveral by 
the Roads that lead to Rofs-Jhire. The 
Duke's Army mov'd regularly forwards, 
and the CampbeirSj Duk^ o( Kingjton^ s Light 
Horfe, with the whole Dragoons, perfued and 
did great Execution -, and feveral of King- 
Jion's Men killed their fifteen and fixteen a 
Piece. After the Chace was ended, our 
Army was quartered at Invemefs : After the 
Battle, we were daily finding Rebels dead, 
whom we fuppofe in their Flight, to have at 
laft languiflied of their Wounds and dropt 
in different Places, fome far diftant from the 
Battle, lamenting their Cbarkfs Fate, and 
many we could not find to bury for fome 
Time after, by reafon the Heather or com- 
mon Heath was fb thick and high in which 
they lay. After leaving the Field of Battle, 
we have a moft delightful View of the 
Murray Firth^ even to the Sea and Town of 
Invernefs. The Hiftory of whichPlace I in- 
tend you in my next; and am.

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LETTER VIL 

SIR, 

/NVE R NE SS is but a fmall dirty poor 
Place, although the Capital of the High' 
lands J built dofc along the Banks of the 
River JVi?/}, in a vaft Hollow, which joy ns the 
Murray Firth. At the Key where the Ship- 
ping unload, it has two tolerable good 
Streets, and two Churches, one for the Eng- 
lifhy the other for Irijh^ or what they call 
Erfe ; For in this Town the Englifh Lanr 
guage, as well as Irijh^ are Ipoke indif- 
ferently among the Rich as well as Poor, fo 
thaf thofe two Languages are Ipoke here in 
common, as French and Flemifh are in Bruf- 
fels. Here are feveral antient Buildings a- 
bout this Town, now joyn*d with ordinary 
Houfes, and let to diflferent Families, as 
is almoft every Houfe in all the Capital 
Towns in Scotland ; for 'tis a great Rarity 
to fee . a fingle Houfe inhabited only by a 
fingle Family. Amorv% l\v^fe\s>Qw^^Vk\^ 
(hey fay Mary Queen o? Scot5i ^^ \^^wS.^ 
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in, near to the Foot of the Bridge. This 
Bridge is a ftrong Building of Stone, con- 
fifting of feven Arches over this River Nefs. 
To the Sides of this River, the Walherwo- 
men come to wafli their Linnen, and dry 
it upon the Stones or Grafs adjacent.- Their . 
Method of Wafliing, is by treading it in a 
Tub with their naked Feet, and holding aj: 
the fame Time their Petticoats up. to their 
Middle, and with an unufual Motion, con- 
ftantly turning round, they continue Day 
after Day, for they wafli . feldom, and a 
great deal at a Time, amongft the better 
Sort of Families •, and thofe who afe not 
worth a Tub, tread it in the River upon a 
large Stone under Water, for they very fel- 
dom ufe Soap. You'll fee in a warm Morn- 
ing, the River Edges lin'd with ^thde Sort 
of Women that are Maid-fervants, and fre- 
quently as many Soldiers admiring their 
Legs and Thighs, and partiailarly their 
Motion in treading, which always put me 
in mind of the Negroes' dancing. Near to 
the Foot of the Bridge, upon a pleafant Hill, 
and clofe by the River fide, is fituated Fort 
George^ which was a gr eat Ornament to the 
Town, before the Rebels blow*d it up -, it 
was not a Place of Force, but a beautiful 
Barrack. Their Chief Engineer whp laid 
t^e Train for blowing up t\\is ¥otx., was 
. mounted vp in the A!ir V)V ow^ cfr \!tv^ 
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Blafts, and was killed, whofe Dog fared bet. 
ter than .his Matter, for although he was 
alfb bbwn up at the fame Time a great 
height, qnd thrown near to the other Side of 
the River, yet liv'd, but is fadljr lamed. 
The* Manufafture here is chiefly in Linnen 
and Plods'; and the Market once a Week 
is 'well fupply'd by the Country, People with 
extream bad Gcats Milk Cheefcs, and frefh 
Butter of fcveral Colours, full of Hairs ; but 
the Saft Butter is brought to Market in 
"Wpoden Di(hes that hold about three Pounds 
each, covcr'd over with the Membranes tliat 
hold' the Calves, and within-fidc is full of 
large Grains of Salt. We have here at In- 
'uerjufs quite a Highland Profpeft, and more 
elpfecialLy looking towards Fort Auguftus^ for 
there ^ you fee nothing but irregular Moun- 
t^ns and Valhes, and the farther you look, 
they' are ftiU larger. This Town above all 
others in Scotland^ is noted for handfome 
Women, and indeed there's many agreeable 
Girls, wth whom it requires very little 
trouble to get acquainted with. Red Hair 
is alfb extremely common amongfl: them ; 
and they are all taught Mufick, (as the Spin- ^ 
net) and Dancing, but for Singing I knew 
none that £xceird in it ; they are faid alfo 
to fpeak the beft EngUJh here of any Place 
in ocoilandy which 'us thow^t xba^ fo:\sv^tl^ 
ieanJtfrom 0//i;^ Cromiwell*^^^^^^^'*^^^'^ 

1. it ^^' 
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were a long while garrifon'd here in a large 
Pentagon Fort built by him, clofe to the 
Entrance of the River Nefs^ into the Mur-- 
ry Firtby but is now entirely in Ruins, no- 
thing remaining but Earthen Banks, or 
Baflions and Ditches. This Place is faid to 
laave been formerly the Seat of the Kings of 
Scotland^ and that they liv*d in the old Ca- 
ftle, upon the Foundation of which Fort St. 
George now ftands. We have now the Mid-* 
die of May^ exceeding fine Weather, which 
is the firft we had fince our coming into 
Scotland^ but fome Days are fo exceeding 
hot, that 'tis with Difficulty I keep from faint- 
ing. We have alfo at this Time hardly any 
Night that may be properly fo called, for I 
can fee to read a Book at any Time of the 
Night in my Chamber. The Country and 
the adjacent Hills look moft beautifully 
green ; the Plants likewife begin to flourifh, 
which makes our Life a little more agreea- 
ble, than when the Weather is exceflive cold 
or rainy, the Winds blowing, and the 
Mountains covered with Snow, or black 
barren Rocks, with Streams of Water if- 
fuing down with great Rapidity : which is 
our Winter Appearance, and which we had 
moft frequently, before the prefent Time. 
After we had made fome ftay here, the 
Rebels came in by hundreds daily giving up 
fhdrArms^ Cwhich were few^ atvdb^A wvwi^ 
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that they brought us) and receiving Protec- 
tions, and our Parties as frequently bringing 
in Prifoners, Rebels that lie lurking about . 
and thieving for thei:* Bread, which makes 
it unfafe for fingle Perfons to venture upon 
many Roads. This Town is exceeding full 
of Prifoners, although we are fending of 
Ship-loads frequently to London^ and other 
Places to betry'd. We have Hofpitals in eve- • 
ry Part of the Town filled with fick Soldiers: 
Their Sickneffes, at firft, were chiefly Pluri- 
fies and Fluxes, the laft of which was 
thought to be chiefly occafioned by drinking 
the bad Water of Nefs^ it running out .of a 
Loch of that Name, having a Sulphurous 
Bottom. A little while after we had a moft 
terrible malignant kind of Fever intro- 
duced amongft us, by the Regiment of * 
Brigadier HoughtorC^ coming from Sea, in 
Ships that had before carried Rebel Prifo- 
ners to London^ amongft which was the 
Goal Diftemper, This Malady not only 
made Havock amongft our Soldiers and Of- 
ficers, but even the Towns People ; great 
Numbers of whom, both young and old died 
daily. Here's a great Salmon Fifliery up 
the River Nefi ; four of the Heads of the 
Town go Partners, and one of them is no 
Ids then a Baron. The Flfliermen who 
drag the Nets to catch the S^ktvow^ •^\^ -^ 
Sortcf^iPpiMbious Creaturts^ \>evs\^ ?\twii^ 
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always up to their Knees in the Water in 
drawing their Nets -, they alfo make ufc of 
little flat-bottom'd Boats for this Purpofe, 
and Harpoons, by wWch means they kill 
great Numbers in wooden Sort of Cages 
(built in the Water) where the Fifli run in 
with the Stream, but can't get back again -, 
the Fifh thus catch'd, are hotlung near fo 
good as thofe catch'd with the Drag Net, 
where they kill them immediately, by ftrik- 
ing them on the Head with a Stone, and fo 
hinders their fluttering in the Water, which 
fpends their Fat ; for thofe catchcd with the 
Net, if drefled loon after, are found, when 
boilM, all over vein'd with a hard fuety Kind 
of Subftance, and eat quite firm, ("and Caller 
as the People here call it) or in Perfeftion, 
but if kept a Day or Night before drefled, 
this Fat is all loft, and the Fifli eats quite 
flabby and foft. The Heart being taken 
out of the Fifli and laid by, will continue 
its Motion for a long Time, and frequently 
till after the Fifli is boil'd and eat. Our 
Army, after a ftay of about fix Weeks, en- 
camped •, the greateft Part left this Place, 
one Brigade marching daily after another 
to different Places, but his Royal Highnefs 
the Duke with the main Body, has fettled a ' 
Camp at Fort Augujius or Kilwhumen^ a- 
tnongfl the Mountains. Mtet two Months • 
A^y at Invernefs^ 1 fet out fet Fort Aujujtus^ 
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in coming to which Place, I travel along the 
Banks of the RivtvNefs four Miles, till I come 
CO Lochnefs. From whence the River runs 
and difcharges itfelf into the Murray Firtb at 
Tnvernefs. Lochnefs is a moll remarkable and 
t)eautiful Loch 24 Miles long, and 2 broad 
in fbme Places : When we arc come to 
the Head of the l.och, the Profpeft is mod 
Eharmihg, we look ftrait along the Loch, 
and loofing our Sight in the Water, on 
each Side the Loch, is a Ridge of moft ter- 
rible barren woody Mountains, which give 
great furprife to a Stranger : We travel from 
the Head of this great Pool, along the Banks 
(which makes the Foot of thefe Moun- 
tains) for near 12 Miles, and through a 
Road made with the greateft Difficulty, by 
blowing up monftrous Rocks, which in 
many Places hang ftooping over paffengers, 
•and higher than Houfes, fb that 'tis a litde 
fiightful to pafs by them. We find many 
of thefe dreadful PaflTes, with Water drip- 
ping out from every Part of the fra6lur*d 
-Rock, Thefe are intermixt with Woods of 
'Oak, Birch, white Poplars and Nut Trees, 
with Springs of Water, and many cu- 
rious Plants, peculiar to thofe Mountain- 
• ous Places. We then came to a fmall and 
•pitiful Houfe of Entertainment, (yet the 
only one on the Road) called ^'^ Ci^wtx-aS:^ 
Hiit, becaufe he lived thcTt viVvexv\ve cotc^- 
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furprifing and ufeful Roads through the 
Highlands of Scotland. Before we came to 
this Place, we had a View on the other Side 
this Loch, of the Ruins of the famous Ca- 
ftle of Urquhart, formerly confiding of feven 
great Towers, faid to be built by the Cu- 
inins, and ov^er thrown by King Edward \. 
about four Miles to the Weftward of which 
Caftle, on the Top of a very high Hill, two 
Miles perpendicular, is a Lake of cold 
frefli Water, about 30 Fathom in Length 
and fix in Breadth -, no Stream running to 
it or from it. It could never yet be fa- 
thomed, and at all Seafons of the Year, it 
is equally full, and never freezes. After 
we leave the Gencrars Hut, we arc fur* 
priz'd by a Parcel x>f almoft naked Boys and 
Girls, coming upon fight us, down fome 
craggy Rocks of a Mountain to fell us Whor-^ 
tie Berries^ or the Vaccinia Nigra of Virgilj 
which they gather in almoft every Part of 
thefe Mountains in prodigious Quantities. 
They fold to every one of us near a 
Mutchkin-fuU for a Baubee, and they chiefly 
live on the Fruiti when they are gathering 
them on the Mountains : By Means of 
the great Stain they give, their Mouths 
and Hands are dy'd in a frightful Manner. 
Thcfc are mighty agreeable Fruit to the 
Ta{ic^ Md arc 4CCQur\ted v^t^ ^Sucv^v^^^yxXx^ 
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the CSountiy People, but the Aftringency lies 
all in the black Skin, and not in the Pulp : 
Our Soldiers eat them for the Bloody Flux, 
vfaiie encamped at Fcrt Jugujlus. After a lit- 
tle way riding from this Irlut, we are pre- 
- fimtcd on our Right, with a mod remarkable 
Cataraft, or Fall of Water, more than 
twenty Yards high : It being a fmall Kiver^ 
obflTU<5ted by vait Rocks on the Edge of a 
l^ount^n, and fb lets itfclf into the Loch at 
the Foot of this Mountmn. We leave the 
Loch hereabouts on our Right, and travel 
over continued Mountains, covered with 
"Woods and Rocks, and fee Loclmejs no 
more till we come to Fort'Juguftus\ but 
pals by fcveral finallcr Lochs, that are fepara- 
ted from the Grand one by vail Mountains ; 
we alfo meet with feveral finall Rivers, 
(abounding more with Rocks then Water,) 
which together with the Woods and high 
Mountains, give great Variety and Enter- 
tainment to the folitary Traveller, Laft- 
ly, when we have afcended the higheft 
Mountains, and juft going to defcend,. we 
are moft fuddenly and agreeably furprifed 
with a Valley, (where our Army is encamp- 
ed,) and the Loch-end, clofe to which is the 
moft grand Building, (but now in Ruins,) 
• called Fort Augufitis ; and within two or 
three Stones-throw, upon a more riOng 
^ Ground, is another large Buvldu\%^ n^Vjeiiv 
h called the Old-Barracks^ ;)iJo Wwx^ss^ ^^ 
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Rebels. The Town of Kilwbumen^ is on- 
ly a few Earthen miferable Hurts, thatched 
with Heath, or Heather, and is fituated juft 
by the Old-Barracks. Juft by here, and at 
the End of the Loch, is a very large Hol- 
low, or fort of Amphitheatre, (being chiefly 
furrounded-with H'ills,) is placed our Camp, 
having a River winding through, and em- 
tying itfelf into the Loch ; but the Water 
is of a brown Colour, as it is in the Loch 
itfelf : Some of pur Men it purges, otherSi ^ 
not; but ampngft the Natives, it is account- 
ed the bell of Water, as is alfo the River 
Nefs^ at Invernefs : But our Soldiers always 
complained of its giving them the Flux, with 
which Diftemper we had great Numbers 
aflPedted here. Several curious People told 
me, this Loqh never freezes ; the fame is faid 
of the River Nefs : Nay, even in our hardeft 
Froft in England^ and elfewhere at the iame 
time, this Loch, and the Rivers that run 
through it, ftill retained their Fluidity. They 
alfo informed me, that it abounded; much in 
Sulphur, and was the lighteft Water in 5^^/- 
land. The Road from hence to Forf-ff^l- 
Ham is thirty Miles, quite in a Valley ; as 
it is from Invernefs to this Place, and full of 
Lochs all the Way, from Sea to Sea, Eaft 
and Weft. This Valley is fuppofed to be 
near twenty Foot lower than the Sea, and 
there is not above eight Miles of die Way . 
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from Imernefs to Fort-fVUliam^ but what is 
either Lochs or Rivers : Hereabouts is plen- 
ty of Red Deer, whofe Fle(h eats exceeding 
wcU, The Highlanders inhabiting hereabouts, 
Bucbannan has formerly well defcribed, whofe 
Account I here give you, with fome Altera- 
tion, it being very applicable to the prefent 
Time. ' In their Diet, Apparel, and 

* Houfliold Furniture, they follow the Par- 

* fimony of the Antients ; they provide their 

* Diet by Fifliing and Hunting, and boil 

* their Flefli, wrapt up in the Paunch or' 

* Skin of a Beaft ; while they hunt, they eat 
' it raw, after having fqueezed out the Blood, 

* (And at prefant, when they Bleed their 

* Cattle, which is generally twice a Year, 

* they, with great Care, preferve the Blood, 
« which they mix with Oatmeal to eat, and 

* is efteemed by them a moft nourifliing 
« Difh.) Their Drink is the Broth of the 

* bc^ed Meat, or Whey kept fome Years, 

* which they quaff plentifully at their En- 

* tertMnments ; but moft of them drink ' 

* Water. (They alfo brew Ale now, but 

* then they drink it a Day after it is brewed, 

* when it is extream thick and new, which 

* purged us who were not accuftomed to 

* drink it ; and if we had a mind to kqep it : 

* a few Days to become fine, it was then fo. 
' ftale and fower, having no Hops, that it 

* was fure df griping us.) Thdr Bteadls. - 
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' of Oats and Barley, the only Grains that 
Country yeilds, which they prepare after 
various Forms, by boiling, (^c. with Wa- 
ter •, they eat a little of- it in the Morning -, 
and contenting themfelves with that, 
through neceflity, hunt, or go about their 
Bufinefs, without eating any more till 
Night. They delight mod in Cloaths of 
feveral Colours, efpecially ftriped ; the Co- 
lours they afFe(3: moft are Purple and Blue, 
Their Anceftors, as moft of them ftill, 
make ufe of Plaids, very much variegated ; 
but now they make them rather of dark 
Colours, refembling that of the Crops of 
Heath, that they may not be dilcovered, 
while they lye in the Heaths, waiting for 
their Game ; being rather wrapped up, 
then covered with their Plaids ; they en- 
dure all the Rigours of the Seafons, and 
fometimes fleep covered over with Snow/ 
I have feen in their Huts, when I have 
been walking, and forced to retreat thither 
for fhelter from the Rain, their Children, 
fometimes many in a Hut, full of the 
Small-Pox, and at their Heighth, they hav- 
ing been lying, and walking about in the 
Wet and Dirt, the Rain at the fame time 
beating through the Thatch with Violence ; 
fo that I ufed to get from one End of the 
Houfe to the other to keep dry -, but it was 
aJI In vain, the Rain fooi\ following me. 
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thefe Children at the fame time feemed 
hearty, drinking Whey and Butter- Milk ; 
"Wet and Cold, with the Inclemency of the 
"Weather, and yet do well ! 

* At Home they lye upon the Ground, 

* having under them Fern or Heath •, the 
« latter laid with the Roots undermoft, fo 

* that it is almoft equal to Feathers for foft- 

* nefs, but much more healthful -, when they 

* lye down weary and faint upon it at Night, 
' they rife frefli and vigorous in the 

* Morning. They affeft this hard way 

* of Sleeping ; and if at any time, they 

* come into other Places of the Coun- 
' try, where there is better Accommoda- 

* tion, they pull the Coverings off the 

* Bed, and lye upon them, wrapped in 

* their Plaids, leaft they fhould be fpoiled by 

* this barbarous Effeminacy, as they call it. 

* They go naked from below the Knee to 

* thG Mid- Thighs, wearing a Broad-Sword, 

* Durk and Piftol at their Girdle, and a 

* Target at their Shoulder. They are dd- 

* perate in Fight, fierce in Converfation, 

* apt to quarrel, mifchievous, and even 
f Murderers, in their Paflion.* Or, as 
Camden obferves, ' Thefe Parts are inha- 

* bited by a People, uncivilized, warlike, 

* and very mifchievous, commonly called 
^ Highland-men ; who being the true Race 

* of the antient Scots^ fpeak Irijfc., ^.w^lct!^ 
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^ themfelves Albin-nicb [yci BraidaSnn.) A 
' People they are of firm and cx)mpa6t 

* Bodies, of great Strength, Iwift of Foot, 

* high-minded, inured to Exercifes of War, 

* or rather Robbery, and deiperately bent 

* upon Revenge. They wear, after the 

* Manner of the Irift)^ ftriped Mantles 

* ("Plaids) of various Colours, with their 

* Hair thick and long, living by Hunting, 

* Filhing, and Stealing : In War, their 

* Armour was formerly an Iron Head-piece, 

* and a Coat of Mail ; and their Arms a 

* Bow, Barbed Arrows, and a Broad Back- 

* Sword ; but now it is altered, as before- 

* mentioned ; and bemg divided into Fami- 

* lies, which they call Clans, what with 

* Plundering, and Murdering, they com- 

* mit liich barbarous Outrages,, that their 

* Savage Cruelty hath made this Law neccf-

Prefently after the Camp was ftttled at 
port Augujlus^ his Royal Highriefs the 
Duke, ^nd Officers, gave frequent Surtis to 
be run for by Horfes, Men and Women 
riding : Here was alfo many 'Foot -Races 
performed by both Sexes, which made many 
droU Scenes. It was necettary to enteftain 
Life in this Manner 5 otherwife, by the 

conftant - 
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conftant View of Mounuins furrounding us, 
we fliould have been afFeftcd with hypo- 
chondriacal Melancholy. 

Upon Locbnefs is built a very handfome 
Sloop, which ferves the Garrifons with Ne- 
ceiBuies from Invernefs ; and at the fame 
Time was of great Ufe to us in bringing 
up our Forrage and Provifions for the Ar- 
my^ tff. and carrying Sick from hence to 
Invernefs^ of which we had too great Plenty. 
TTic Climate here was fo exceflive bad, that 
we had a Winter from the Beginning 
of Jfdy^ and continued fo all our Stay, con- 
tinually raining, and cold Winds blowings 
which occafioned great Numbers to fall 
fick daily, as well in their Minds, as Bodies ; 
for it is a Rarity to fee the Sun, but con- 
ftantLy black Skies, and rufty - looking, 
rodcy Mountains, attended with mifty 
Rains and aitting Winds, with violent 
Streams of Water rolling down from every 
Part of the Mountdns, after hard Rains, 
and fo filling the Rivers Yurprizingly foon. 
Whilft our Army ftayed here, we had near 
twenty Thoufand Head of Cattle brought 
in, fuch as Oxen, Horfes, Sheep, and 
Goats, taken from the Rebels (whofe Houfes 
we alfo frequently plundered and burnt) by 
Parties fent out for them, and in Search of 
the Pretender ;* fo that great Numbers of 
our Men grew rich by their Shares in the 
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Spoil, which was bought up, by the Lump, 
by Jockeys and Farmers, from Torkjhire^ 
and the South of Scotland \ and the Money 
was divided amongft the Men, and few 
Common Soldiers were without Horfes. 
Gold alfo was as common, amongft great 
Numbers, as is commonly Copper, at other 
Times ; but Firing was a great Scarcity, 
and much wanted, the Weather being fo 
cold and wet, that we were obliged to pull 
down many Houfes for Firing (being made 
of Peat and Sticks, as before mentioned) 
and frequently Part of that we lived in, to 
fupply us, when the others were burnt up. 
The Flies and Fleas were alfo as great a 
Plague to us in our Hutts, as I have feen 
them in fome very hot Countries. Our 
Army is marched away, and the Campbells^ 
under Lord Loudoun^ have taken their Place ; 
fo I am juft a-going to be relieved from this 
yrretched Place, and coming South, when I 
hope to write with more Spirits ; and am, 
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Fart Augufius, or Kihwhumen, 
Sept. 3, 1746. 
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LETTER VIII. 



SIR, 

AFTER leaving Fori Auguftus^ I 
pafled through Invernefs , Nairn^ 
Forrefsy Elgin, and fo to the Spey- 
Side, in my Journey back. At this Time, 
they were very bufy at their Harveft here, 
in Murray ; and it is remarkable, how they 
make all their Corn into Stacks, in the 
open Air, and their making ufe of One- 
Horfe Cares, like Wheel-barrows for Small- 
nels, and their frequently carrying it upon 
Horfes from the Field to the Stack, is ftiJl 
more particular. The Women here are 
fo dexterous in Reaping, that, I think, they 
will out-do many of our Men in England, 
at that Work. The River Spey, at this 
Time, was not fordable, fo I was obligee^ 
with my Horfe, to be ferried over, there 
being now Boats for that Purpofe, as before 
the Rebels deftroyed them. And, after 
leaving Focabers, I rode ovtt z, TCssi\\xv\ixvt^Nis* 
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Country, where I had a fine View of the 
Town of Focabers^ with the Sea, and the 
Courfe of the River Spey^ and the Highlands 
on the Weft, towards Badenocb. After fix 
Miles Riding, I came to a fmall Village, 
called Keiths where the Rebels had furprized 
a Party of Kingfton^s Light Horfe, and the 
Campbells J as before iftentioned. Here was 
nothing remarkable, but an exceeding high 
and fteep Stone-Bridge, of one Arch, over 
a pleafant Branch of the River Deveron^ 
clofe to which I faw a mighty Rock-Stone, 
which makes Part of the Foundation of 
this Bridge. It was on a Sunday^htn I 
pafled by here -, and ftoj^d at the Poft- 
Houfe for Refrelhment, but could have 
nothing but an Egg or two with fome 
Wine, or thick Scots Ale \ it being a Cuftom 
through many Parts of Scotland^ to eat 
only an Egg, or nothing, for Dinner, and 
to have a hot Supper at Night j for their 
feeming Striftnefs in Reli^on will not let 
them do any Labour, even io much as drcf- 
fing a Dinner of Fowls or Meat for them- 
felves or Travellers, although at the fame 
fTime they have fuch Things in their Houfe, 
till Sunday is over, as at Night, before 
hinted. From Keith I had fix more Miles 
to Strathbogie \ and in that Road pafied 
over the moft ftony Country I had yet feen, 
called Gaury : 1 then thought I was come 
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into the moft defolate and barren Part of 
the World. From thence I pafTed through 
a very boggy Country, till I came to Stratk- 
iogie^ a fmall pitiful Village, but a very 
proper Name, it being on every Side boggy 
and marfhy Ground : I here forded a Rivq: 
before I entered the Town, called the Ve- 
veron. This runs all around one Side of 
the Town, and another furrounds the other 
Side, called the Bogie^ and joins it ; fo that 
this Town is agreeably fituated ; for it is 
furrounded by two Rivers abounding with 
Trout. The Town confifts of very poor 
Houfes, and full of difaffefted People, 
which appeared very plainly when Kingjion^s 
light Horfe firft came here, againft whom 
they had fhut up all their Doors, many of 
which they were obliged to force open, be- 
fore they could get Entrance. Here is alfo 
a Nonjuring Meeting-Houfe, a Kirk, ^uid 
Tolbooth. The finall Trade they have 
here confifts of making Linnen-Cloth, which 
is chiefly carried on by an Irijbman, who |ias 
brought this Manufa£ture to great Perf?c- . 
tion, near equal to that of Ireland in Good- 
nefs. Here is an old Caftle, a fmall Dis- 
tance from the Town, but moftly ruined, 
belonging to the Duke of Gordotiy called 
Huntley-Cafik (which gives Title to the 
Marquiffes of Huniley) of great Antiquity : 
Thqre is ftiU the Remains of fome Rppms, 
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with very antient Hiftory-Painting on the 
Ceilings, which fhows its former Greatnefs. 
A fmall Diftance, and behind this Caftle, is 
a large Stone Building, belonging to Hamil- 
ton^ that was taken at Carlijle^ the Rebel- 
Governor of that City, and where he dwelt, 
before entering into the Rebellion. This 
Town and Caftle ftands in a vaft Plain, 
and the Mountains are fo regular around 
it, that, one would think, they were formed 
by Art, or elfe Nature took its Choice in 
placing them. From Strathbogie I took a 
Journey to Bawff^ and back again, twelve 
Miles Diftance, all crofs the Country, and 
very mountainous, fo that all along the 
Road (greateft Part of which was ftony 
and boggy) I conceited I was got again 
into the Highlands ; for, I think, the Coun- 
try here may be properly fo called, being 
continued barren Mountains and Valleys, 
I pafled by feveral fmall Villages, confift- 
ing of three or four Houfes each ; and 
feveral Lairds Dwelling Houfes, and fre- 
quent delightful Views of the River Deveron. 
About four Miles from Strathbogie^ I pafled 
by another famous Seat of the Laird of 
Braco^s^ called Rctby Mays^ where he at 
prefent dwells, cJofe to the B?.nks of the 
^ Deveron'^ it has a very cxtenfivc Profpeft 
all along the Valley wherein it runs. About 
a Mile further, on the fame Side, and upon 
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a more rifing Ground, is another anticnt 
Building, the Seat of one Ahernethy^ at 
prcfent an Officer in the Firft Battalion of 
Royal Scots^ called Laird of ?Amn^ clofe to 
the River, which has a much more cxtcnfive 
Profpeft than the former, having a full 
View of all the Windings of this beautiful 
River. I thought it was the mod pleafantly 
fituated of any Place I had ever feen, and 
it. gave me infinite Satisfaftion to view it oflf 
a Mountain at a fmall Diftance, when I flop- 
ped on my Horfe a confiderable Time to 
have the Pleafure of admiring fo delightful 
a Place, and the Terpentine Courfe of that 
charming River Deveron, on every Side, 
running through vaft Valleys, lined with 
inaccelTible Mountains, covered either by 
Snow or Clouds. * From this Place to Bamff 
the Deveron obftrucls our Way, which with 
great Difficulty and fome Danger, I forded 
with my Horfe. From hence we come into' 
a Country producing fcarce any thing but 
Peat, for Firing : In this barren Spot 1 
paflfcd by a good fort of Houfe, belonging 
to one Gordon^ a very old Man, formerly 
a General in the Czar of Mufcovf^ Ser- . 
vice •, and then had a pretty good Road 
to Bamff. After my Return to Stratbbo^ie^ 
and retting a Day, I fet out for Aberdeen^ 
twenty-five Miles over a very loanfome 
and barrer> Country, till I came to Inve- 
rary^ a fmall Town, but ^ka&ivt.VN[ C\^>:s.'\\s5k 
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upon the River Don^ and furrounded with 
Trees ; ^t was crefted into a Royal Burgh 
by^lCing Robert Bruce^ upon account erf" his 
having gained a fignal Viftory at it. After 
fording the River Don^ I next came to Aber- 
deen^ and then along the common Road to 
Kingborn^ before defcribed, where I crofled 
the Forth to Leitb^ and arrived once more 
at Edinburgh^ but not without fome fatif- 
faftion, where I refted fome time. After 
leaving Edinburgh^ we travelled through a 
pleafant Country to Unton^ twelve Miles, a 
Imall Village, and fo to Brockton^ eight 
Miles more, where we dined ; and fix Miles 
more brings us to 7weedie^ being but one 
Houfe of Entertainment, fituated juft at the 
Rife oC-^ticTweed, and the Man*s Name 
is Tweedy who keeps this Houfe. We had had 
for many Days pad exceeding hc^vy Rains, 
fo that the River Tweed was overflown, and 
little Rills of Water running into it from the 
Mountain?., had now become exceeding large 
and frightful Currents, and all the Valleys 
under Water, many of which we were obli- 
ged to pafs, but with much danger, although 
we had Guides. After leaving Tweedy we 
^ad the mod terrible Weather I ever faw, 
ifor the Wind and Rain was fo exceffive 
ftrong, that it was with the greateft difficul- 
ty I fat my Horfe. The Country here was 
very mountaniou5, and upon the Top of 
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thefe Mountains, we fuddenly paflfed by a 
moft furppifing Hole, or finall Valley, 
frightful to look down, being fo exceeding 
fteep and deep, that one would think it ex- 
treme dangerous to defcend, although one 
of the Rebels ran down here, when coming. 
Prifoner to Carlijley and made his Efcape. 
After paffing feveral fmall Rilk of Water, 
we con^ to Moffat^ twelve Miles diftant, 
in the Shire of yimandakj fituated upon the 
River Jman^ which difembogues itfejf into 
the Solway Firth. Moffat is but a fmall 
Town, noted for its Medicinal Well, which 
is fituated juft by the Side of a fmall rocky 
River, a Mile out of Town ; it confifts of 
two Wells, one above the other, Ipringing 
out of the folid Rock -, the Watef^^es like 
rotten Eggs, or rather like the Wafhings of 
a Gun Barrel; and on the Sides of ^th( 
Tocky Well, I found many curious am 
rare Plants. The Waters are f^d to Purge an< 
Vomit, and are mightily eftemed ag^nj 
Cholicky and nephritical Diforders, poWr- 
fuUy removing Obftruftions in the Bowels. 
They areapplied outwardly to Ulcers, ind for 
Pains in the Joints \ and in Summer-time 
here is a great Concourfe of the Nobility 
and others from Scotland^ who come to drink 
the Waters ; and have a Ball Room, where 
they meet twice a Week. After leaving Mof- 
fat^ we came to Lokerby^ twelve Miles di- 
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ftant, afmall Village, and in fix more to 
Acbenfachel^ over a moft wretched boggy 
Road, till we came near to GretTiey-Green^ 
which is fix Miles farther ; here I got fbme 
Englifh Beer, for my Landlady was an Eng- 
UJh Woman ; which Beer, together with 
fome dryed Salmon, made me a noble Re- 
gale after my Day*s Journey of twenty four 
Sects Miles ; my Mind was alfo highly elated 
to think of getting upon jB»^/^ Ground the 
next Day, CarliJU being but eight Miles 
diftant. Here we hired Guides, in order to 
crofs the EJk^ which is very dangerous to 
Ford, and efpecially at this time, the Wa- 
ters being high, by reafon of the great 
Rains -, and every Tide fliifts the Sands, fb 
that even the Guides themfelves are frequent- 
ly at a lofs to obtain a fafc Fording, and after 
having croffed two exceeding broad and deep 
Waters of the EJk^ I took my farewel of 
Scotland, wifiiing never to fee it more. A- 
bout two or three Miles riding from thefe. 
Fords, we crofs a noble Storte Bridge of ma- 
ny Arches, and enter the antient City of 
Carlifle^ having a delicate pleafant Situation, 
bounded on the North with the River Eden^ 
on the Eall by the Peteril^ and on the Weft 
by the Caude-, and befides thefe natural 
Fences, it is fortified with a ftrong Wall and 
'Caftle. The Romans and Britains called this 
l^hcc Lugovallum, which Camden interprets, 
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^he Fort by the IVall^ which Name is de- 
rived, probably, from that famous Military 
Vallum or Trench, built by the Romans^ 
which (lands apparent, a little out of the 
City. Others have it, that this City was 
built by an antient Britijb Prince, named 
Luel^ and from him called Caer4uel^ i. e. 
Luels 'Town^ to which it ret^ns an Affinity of 
Sound. That it flourifhed exceedingly in the 
Time of the Romans^ the famous mention 
of it in thofe Days, and divers Remains of 
Antiquity, which have been here frequent- 
ly discovered, do fufficiently atteft. 

After the Departure of the Romans ^ it fuf- 
fered extremely by the infolent Outrages of 
the Scots and Pi£fs ; and afterwards being 
almoft quite ruined by the Danes ^ it lay 
about two hundred Years in Ruins, till 
King William Rufus rebuilt it, and planted 
a Colony of Southern Engli/h in it ; he 
is faid likewife to have built the Ca- 
ftle, which is ftrong and large, {landing 
in the North-weft Corner of the Town. 
Almoft rn the Middle of this City ftands the 
Cathedral Church ; the upper Part whereof 
(being new) is a curious Piece of Work- 
manlhip, built by King Henry VIII. but 
the Lower is much more antient. In the 
lower Weft Part of the Town, is the Pa- 
rochial Church, as old as St. Cuthberty 
after whom it is called. King Henry VIII. 
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
